But very ofien it is not, livery Government in the world 
has to exercise certain patronage cm political and other analogous 
grounds. The position of Government is that for political purposes 
certain appointments have ro no raatie, not chi account of efficiency 
but in the ivalVatio'". tLai the p-r-oic corr .-ax-"' • Hi ha-, c chance 
but for the a Ivor,ar, of or r» k ;r.m hip n cer d , ■ idu nr. AV 
these appointments—let me be - perfectly frank- about this matter- 
all these appointments are made in the hope and in the expectation 
that the persons who are appointed would justify their choice-. No 
Government in rhe world can exist without s certain number of 
appointments being made for political purposes. To put tm matter 
bluntly, a certain number of appointments are made to encourage 
people who have got influence and who exercise, rne influence in aid 
of Government. If honourable members want to know all the 
details, the li=is will b.> pl-.rnl ,n he ■.!■/. ■ >' ‘i.i ‘l'-.. 1 but the 
results may ba surprising and uniook‘1 i«.r tu ,%n,.tf-.<.wr.' , <* of 
difficulties that- arose on account.of the non-co-operation and absten¬ 
tion movements, it-was necessary for Government to regiment a 
certain amount of help. * There .was a large group of people who 
were anxious not to help but to hinder Government.

STATEMENT BY THE PRESIDENT. 

President : Order, order. At this juncture I feel it my 
. duty, albeit, that I have had occasion elsewhere ro deal with certain 
matters of policy on the part of Government, 10 address; this House 
also. To-day brings its news of a very grave character.. Japan 
has declared war on England and the United States. The first 
shots or the first bombs have fallen in places not far removed from 
India. The war- is approaching this country. Whai the war and 
the off-shoot and the consequences of tlu: war might bring to India 
we cannot now say or prognosticate. But there are certain matters 
which even a small part of the great continent of India like Tra- 
vencore will have to keep - in mind and will have to provide 
for. 

One of the points that I wish to urge very strongly is that no 
other activity, no other method and no other plan which will not tend 
to help in war effort or in an effort which is equally important with 
war effort, to make this State self-sufficient in the matter of food, 
clothing and raiment, should occupy the concentrated attention of 
the people of Travancore. What pecuniary sacrifices', what other 
sacrifices we may be called upon to make, Providence alone knows. 
But this is certain, that the limes are at hand when belts have to 
be tightened, when new financial and other policies might have to 
be adumbrated and carried into effect, when it might - be necessary 
even to get more from the people than this Government have 
attempted to do till now, I may at once, in'passing, remark that, 
the Government have definitely not made any attempts to tax the 

§ eople on a very large scale or even to ask for voluntary contri- 
utions on a large scale, because Government are convinced that 
Travancore is ohe of the. distressed areas produced, by the war. 
Comparing big .'things with small things, comparing grave issues 
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with comjwarively minor issues, it may be said with a little-ex- 
aeration perhaps, but with no flinching from truth, that Travan- 
core is m much hit by the war as any part of England. If England 
la bombarded and is subject, to various threats to-day, we are 
subject to a threat of starvation, starvation by lack of import, 
starvation bv lack of market for export. If the United States 
goes into the war, the enshewnut market,is stopped. If the 
United Stales goes into the war and the war spreads, ilmenite 
and monasite and all me industries dependent upon mineral sands 
stop automatically. It may be that coir may be regarded as a war 
essential. ■ There'are signs that it may be, but it may not, in which 
case that source of industry also Is dried up. -What does it mean ? 
It means that without the possibility of getting any market for any 
of our exportable commodities we shall have to purchase or to 
import rice and yarn. That is the bare position ns it stands to-day. 
But last I should be charged with overdrawing the picture and 
making too great a piav with the melancholy situation, I may say 
that Government have already taken some steps and are actively 
raking others to relieve the situation. Government have already 
initiated pourparlers with Burma and with the southern part of 
India for the purchase and storing of rice. I may warn honourable 
members that it is possible that Government may have to lose over 
the transaction, but it is better to lose a few thousands or even a 
few lakhs than allow the people to go to the verge of. starvation. 
Similarly,'in-regard to yarn, steps are taken to facilitate and expedite 
the supply of yarn to all parts of the State. It will be remembered 
that not many days ago, elsewhere a statement was made by me, 
that nothing that Government can do can avert japan’s declara- 
tion of war if she is determined to make that declaration and that , 
with the utmost sympathy for the mover of the adjournment motion 
I do not see how we can influence the course of the negotiations 
between Mr. Cordel Hull and Mr. Kurusu. To*day I have received 
two notices of adjournment motions with regard to (he serious 
situation caused by the rise in the price of articles of food and with 
regard to wearers and yarn. Let me say this, that no member can 
say that Government yields to him in the tremendous anxiety which 
animates Government for the purpose of giving relief ter weavers 
and to bring about the wherewithal to supply ' weavers, with yarn 
and to give them a subsistence. Every stop that Government 
could take by way .of ^prevention of "export, of. speculation, 
of artificial inflation of prices and of profiteering, will be 
taken without fear and without favour. But whether we could 
get supplies from outside'depends on a number of factors. All 
that Government can ask the honourable members to do is to give 
them their goodwill and their cooperation and to trust Govern, 
pent.to do what they ean in a situation which is -as menacing as it 
is serious. 
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Thom is ou« thins I might add. lime was when most of us 
were rather shy of our tapioca. Nutrition experts had stated, and 
I was amongst them, that tapioca should bo eschewed, because it i“ 
not sufficiently nutritious. But there may come occasions perhaps 
when straw or grass is the only alternative between • starvation and 
uon.8tarvatiou. I am therefore going to make an appeal ni direct eon. 
t-radietiou and contravention ot what J myself stated from this place 
and on public platforms, that every possible available ground should 
be cultivated with tapioca i.u view 10 the possible situation that 
might be caused by the crisis which confronts u«. Tapioca it, a 
three or four-monthly crop. A mouth turn elapsed since the last 
planting began and I am told that won now the planting can be 
resorted to. If that is so. it is nnces.sarv that- tlw Government and 
the people alike should take ilia necessary steps to get .something 
at least to live upon. Tapioca and fell will probaWy bn the only 
things on which we will have to lire- And that is an appeal that 
I am now making to the honourable members r.f this House and 
through them to the public outside, 

1 had stated elsewhere thui: in order to meet the »ifnation 
absolute peace and calm and co-operation between all sections of 
the people and Government are essential, and are a sine qua non. 
1 am glad ro be able to say that in the main such absolute peace 
and calm now prevails in the State. Taking advantage of that peace 
and of that calm this Government have, released those who are called, 
sometimes miscalled, political prisoners—everybody who wont to jail 
or was detained for a cause which may'have a direct or a remote* 
bearing on politics, opinions and pursuit of certain opinions,' with one 
exception, namely, communism and revolution. A large number of 
persons have been released ; and Government have in contempla¬ 
tion the release practically of all the rest within a very -few weeks 
if not days, "' ; *. 

Side by side with that,—I had said elsewhere and | wish" to 
repeat it here because it is but due to this honourable House that 
it should be taken directly into confidence,—-it is not possible to 
arrange for holding elections in'June or July J942. Steps will 
have to be taken-for printing the voters’ lists, and for getting the 
lists of voters revised.-But there is dearth of paper for that printing. 
In the first place, paper will become even more scarce in the next 
few weeks. Partly on that- ground and partly on the ground of 
petrol rationing the.elections will have to be postponed. Petrol 
rationing will be very very keetr indeed, because the Dutch 
East Indies is directly within the theatre of war and practically our 
requirements will have to be met with such portion of petrol from 
Persia.and Burma as is available. Therefore petrol rationing will 
get to be much stricter than it is at present. Taking these circum¬ 
stances into account, it will not be doing justice to the constituencies, 
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nor io tin- mainbecs who may bo returned, to allow them, to 
mala' all thu preparations for a fresh election. Therefore Govern* 
meat have decided that. th>- life of tins legislature should be extended 
by another year, 

Now. let me mention another matter also. There is no salvation 
for this country units- very rapid industrialisation takes place, so that. 
WO might produce tiling* which other people have to purchase. From 
that point of view, the Aluminium Factory has been given certain 
concessions and will start work, it is expected confidently, in 
August 1942, and around that will be (rented other subsidiary 
industries. Government arc taking steps to start a Plywood 
Factory which will, meat, that their products must i>e purchased. 
Tea chests will hot now be available from anywhere else, • And if 
the British Government tuid the United States . want any tea from 
India tea chests will have to be purchased from that., factory. The 
future of that factory and U»a future industrialisation so. far as the 
Aluminium Factory and fits industries surrounding it .are concerned 
are certainly bright. Government have also decided to start on a 
very big road programme, for the relief of distress in Sher tala'and 
other coastal areas, (d/r. KoeHckd P. Balah'ishnan Tampi i Hear, 
hear.) But that will not be a temporary programme. It: will not he 
a kind of road like the ones that we have already. It, will be a cement 
concrete road programme for the State. That means that cement 
must be procured, Government have taken steps already and have 
entered iato agreement with the foremost and the only cement 
combine in India for the purpose of supplying cement at factory 
rates. We propose to take advantage of it and even before the 
starting of the cement factory in . Travaucore those lates are in 
operation. In other words,‘that company has as a result of 
‘negotiations promised to give .us cement at the price at which cement, 
could be purchased if a factory were established here. Government 
propose to- take the fullest advantage of it and extend their road 
programme on that basis. In this connection a journal stated thus 
“ Hio endeavour io establish the Aluminium and other factories 
which tend to the progress of industrialisation of Travanftore 
is a wholly weloome feature. In these industrial concerns 
that are started, arrangements should be made for TraVan- 
coreans to take shares and to secure employment and labour. 
If this is dene, Txavancoreans will have, a voice in the 
management of these industries and the Question of unemploy¬ 
ment could also be partly solved.” 

With regard to employment and Labour) we have made a con¬ 
dition with every one of these companies that they must pre¬ 
dominantly employ - Trtnmncore labour and that not only inferior 
hut superior appointment- -.houid bu preferentially.given to Travan- 
cowans. I have heard complaints that some concern* do not ful® 
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those conditions. Such instances have come, to my notice and 
Government are taking steps with reference to such complaints. 
Bui with regard i:o shares, let me say this. Judging by the 
calamitous results that have followed from Government appeal for 
funds from Travnneoreans in the matter of the Travancore Sugar* 
and the Travaueore Rubbers, Government without being deterred 
by those results will still give the fullest possible facilities for Trn- 
vancoreans to take shares in every future concern. But Govern¬ 
ment cannot wait for fiv e or ten years before a sum of Ks. 10,000 
comes in. What lias happened till now? Government started the 
Sugar Factory. What was the proportion of shares that Travan- 
coreans took to the shares that people outside teok ? The result is 
that the dividends of that company are certainly going to non- 
Travancoreaus. I have said so a hundred times and I can say it a 
thousand times. The opportunities are wasted, I had almost said 
deliberately wasted, by the. people of Travnncow, because they 
would rather put money into a speculative bank or some mushroom 
concern or some lottery outside the State or things of that kind, 
rather than in an industrial venture which is backed by the State. 
So long as that phenomenon exists, these journals might say what 
they like, but the results will be calamitous. In regard to the Ply¬ 
wood Factory I wish to give one week’s time for Travaneoreans to 
take shares. ;If they dojnot take shares within that time, Govern- 
meat will take all the shares and Government hope at some later 
time, say 5, 10 or 15 years later, when tlie people of Travaneore- 
realise their mistakes and when they begin to take an interest in 
such concerns and begin to take a live interest - in the floating 
of this concern, some of those shares may become available 
to the Travaucoreans. In the meantime, the State as the 
guardian and the trustee of the people of the State will have..to take 
all the shares in so far as those shares do not come from out¬ 
side. 

My final appeal is this. This, as I said, is a serious juncture 
in the history of the world and not less in the history of Travan- 
core. We want co-operation, not verbal co-operation but co-opera¬ 
tion in the matter of sacrifice, co-operation in the matter of forward¬ 
ing the industrial effort without which the future of this country 
will be gloomy indeed- I am confident of such co-operation and with 
that confidence I trust that this honourable House will do its utmost 
to be a propagandist machine of those objects and purposes.which 
I have, endeavoured with humility to place before this House.

The Chief Engineer 
stated that the committee' had. already done some . touring work. 
The present demand is to meet the expenditure in excess of the 
‘grant already made by this House at the time of the budget. That 
is an irregularity against which this House, if it holies to' exorcise 
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incurred caunot be awn remotely forecasted, there is no purpose in 
having estimates, I do not grudge the travelling allowance to the 
committee and there may be necessity for the (ravel. At the same 
time I wish to insist upon the right'of the House to exorcise its 
legitimate duty of controlling the budget. ; think this amount 
ought not to be granted. There is no justification put forward for 
moving t-he'domand under the rules prescribed for supplementary 

Sir, at the time of the budget discussion I had expressed the 
hope that the usual device of resorting to- supplementary grants for 
anything and everything may not recur. It will be seen that in 
other parliamentary institutions supplementary grants are asked 
or to meet, grave, exigencies like the demand • for increasing the 
navy or meeting military expenditure. But here it is for meeting 
travelling allowance which could very well have been foreseen and 
which the House could have discussed in detail at. the time of the 
budgei. By bringing it up as a supplementary grant the scope of 
our discussion is restricted under the- rules and the control that, 
ought, to bo exercised over expenditure could not be exercised. So 
much in regard to the technical objection. 

On the merits 1 think in view of the statement made from the 
Chair, this expenditure if it has not already been, incurred, cannot, 
be incurred. The Chief Engineer said that the amount. already 
granted will be sufficient only for the normal activities of the de¬ 
partment. If that is so, let us bo satisfied with, the normal acti¬ 
vities. Let us not have more.of this touring. I wish ;to suggest 
chat in view of the programme of road building that has been fore¬ 
casted by the Chair there will be no necessity for the committee to 
tour round because Government themselves would decide what road 
work they should take up with reference to the money available. At 
this time when even wars are-being carried on with the aid of maps 
I fail to see why the. committee could not resort to. the, map ;,p£ the 
country and restrict its travelling,• I-must say. Sir, with.. due 
respect to the committee and to the mover of the motion 'that ‘the 
number of members on the committee is only eight and the amount 
of T. A. is Ks. 8,000 including the amount already sanctioned in 
the budget. It means that roughly each member is drawing, 
Bs. 1,000. I do not mind spending that amount or even more if 
t:lic Chief Engineer had pointed out any urgent necessity, and 
stated that this'demand could not wait till the next regular session. 

I think, Sir, the rules laid down in all legislatures, by the wisdom 
borrowed from ages of experience ought to be strictly followed. I 
think that the House should refuse the demand unless of course the 
Chief Engineer says that the 'travelling has already been done. 1 It 
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will be highly irregular and a warning should be given to the 
committee that they should not exceed the limits of expenditure 
laid down. If the amount has not already been spent, let us not 
spend it. In view of the declaration made from the Chair that a 
regular road building programme is available, there may not be any 
necessity for the committee to tour, round and find out the roads 
.for construction, 

-President: The road building programme will apply only 
to big roads ; the object of this committee is to see to the fulfil¬ 
ment of purely local or sectional requirements. 

Mr. Kottur Kunjukrishna Pillaf : in view of the ex¬ 
penditure that will be involved in the big road building programme 
money will not bo available for small roads. If some little money 
is available, that may be spent on the roads suggested by the com¬ 
mittee-. In any case there is no .necessity for touring and the 
travellinggllowauce becomes unnecessary in the form of a supple¬ 
mentary demand. It could very well wait till the next regular 
budget. 

Mr. Kochikal P. Balakrishuan Tampi ( Knnmcujapalli, 
Kartikappalli and Amhalapmha cum Shertallai ) : Sir, as a member 
of the P. W. D, Advisory Committee, it is iny duty to remove the 
misapprehension which Mr- Kottur Kunjukrishna Pillai is subject to. 
I am grateful to my friend for the enunciation of the general princi¬ 
ples that should guide in the art of budget making’ and tlio sins that 
ought t o be avoided. According to him a supplementary demand is 
a budgetary sin. Nothing of that sort. As I said once before, I 
a.n grateful to the Government for coining 'forward -with a supple¬ 
mentary demand for one thing. I confess to the weakness of having 
read our constitution. The only alternative to a supplementary 
grant is Section 32 of Act II of 1108, according to which any ex¬ 
penditure might be sanctioned by Government with a cryptic 
Financial Secretary’s statement. Therefore it is an honour done to' 
■the House that Government have asked for a supplementary grant. 

Mr. Kottur Kunjukrishnja Pillai ; May I ask tW honour¬ 
able member whether he has read the circumstances under which, 
according to the constitution, Government can ask for a supplemen¬ 
tary demand ? 

Mr- Kochikal P- Balakrishuan Tampi : I have. 

That is niy weakness. ■ 

In regard to the practice and the necessity for travelling, I may 
say in justification for.my,, colleagues on .the committee that it has 
not been a luxury for them to go into the interior part of the State 
for 6 weeks together and often adjudicate upon rival claims in regard 
to the alignment of a road. Government have been benefited by 
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lakhs of rupees in so far ns the non-eflicials and Government officers 
have persuaded the public to surrender lands and induced them to do 
the earthwork and other tilings. Therefore on no account is the 
expenditure on their touring' a loss. On the other hand, it has been 
a distinct gam from the point of view df public finance. Roads • 
worth thousands o£ rupees have' been'opeued owing to their-endea¬ 
vours. My friend was also under a misapprehension when he said 
that the opening or improving of trunk roads or for that matter im¬ 
portant roads of the State will in a way relieve the necessity of a com¬ 
mittee looking minutely into the question of the roads in rural areas. 
Certainly even when the Government or the Public Works Depart¬ 
ment begins to make big trunk roads, there will be the necessity of a 
committee for the Government or for the department for looking 
minutely into the question of improving communications in the in¬ 
terior pirts of the State. Then,-my friend was glibly saying that a 
map will solve tlii! question. T am grateful to my honourable friend 
for the revelation, indued for the valuable information, which the 
Adas and the map will have for our benefit. But for the information 
oE the member 1 nan say that there is absolutely no up-to-date road 
map prepared oil her by the .Public Works Department or by the 
Survey Department of the State anU even when there in one, we can 
see only the roads that are actually in existence. If we really want 
to understand t he topography of a place and the means of opening a 
road in a particular locality, it is. essential to get tlie assistance of the 
people whether official or non-official of the locality in order to know 
the alignment of the roads in question. Therefore, my submission, 
is that a map is never a substitute for the Chief Engineer or for the 
lechnionj staff or for the Advisory Committee of tile Public Works ’ 
Department. Therefore, 1 would support the demand for this grant 
and also appeal to the non-officials to see whether the non-official 
members of the Board and the departmental officers'did not cure to 
go to tile particular localities pointed out; by the public and whether 
they have not done.pretty valuable work in that connection. It is 
indeed bod grace for this House to say that this committee did not. 
do any work and that, they merely enjoyed the luxury of travelling 
to different places. 

Mr. Kottur Kunjukrishna Pillai : I. alone'spoke on 
this Demand and I did not cast any aspersion on the members of the 
committee. In ihe circumstances, I wish to know what the member 
means by saying that kind of thing ? 

Mr, Kochikal P. Balakrishnan Tampi: My honourable 
friend pointed out that a map would suffice and that it could do 
the work of the Advisory Committee. I only repeat to this House 
that Ibis committee did far more efficient work than a map could 
possibly do and that the very fact that the valuable time of the

House has not been taken up by ihe honourable members wasting, 
or rathor bestowing their eloquence, on culverts and small bridge's, 
shows that'this eommiuee lias thought fit to conciliate or placate the 
public as li»r as .possible in the work o£ distributing public 
funds on an equitable basis so as to serve: every taluk. 

Mr- G. Narayana Aiyar ( Farm , Kunnatnad mid Muvatiu- 
puzha cum Devicolmn ): Doits the member know that: touring work 
was done by the members after obtaining Govern mem sanction 
during the'middle of tlm year and not at the beginning of the 
year ? 

Mr- Kochikal P. Balakrishnan Tampi : 1 am thankful 
to. my honourable friend Mr. Narayana Aiyar for drawing my 
attention to the fact that we did not anticipate permission of Gov¬ 
ernment. for touring work. In this matter, it was only with the ex¬ 
plicit permission of Government the Committee members went on 
then* tours. 

Mr. V. Sankara Menon : May I know from Govern¬ 
ment whether the amount for touring bus already been paid ? 

Mr. I. C. Chacko : No Sir. 

The question that Government, be granted a sum of Its. 5,125 
under Demand VII—Public. Works Department including Water - 
Works and Drainage was put and carried.

' DEMAND XV— -Jails. 

Rajyasevapravina Khan Bahadur G.S. Abdul Karim 
Sahib Suhrawardy ( Tnspetior-General oj Police and Superin¬ 
tendent , Central Prison) \ I beg to move for a supplementary grant 
of Rs. 378 under Demand XV—Jails, for the employment of 1 head 
warder and 10 warders in the Central Prison for a" period of three 
months as a temporary measure. I have six reasons in support of my 
demand and the amount required therefore? modest being only in 
three digits. Firstly in connection with fodder cultivation in the 
Jail Compound a staff .is needed. Then there is extra-mural work 
in the Thozhupurai at Pujappura for which some extra staff is 
needed. There also we cultivate fodder which is supplied to the 
dairy farm at Trivandrum. The House will bn interested to know 
that the milk from the farm, a large balk of it, is being supplied to 
the General Hospital nB well as to the. Sri Padmanabhaswamy 
Temple. The House will certainly be glad.to know that within a 
month with the available -men I had employed we were able to pro. 
duce 300 lbs. more fodder than Was grown before. As the Dewan 

said the other day and it was repeated today, it is a sin to leave 
even one inch of ground uncultivated- I have taken steps in. right 
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earnest to liave every bit of ground grown with some green 
or other. The jail comprises nearly 69 acres of land under 
cultivation at present. If you would allow me this smuft- 
grant, I shall be able to employ some additional men and give 
you the best results. Thirdly, ‘in order to cope with the ex¬ 
panded industrial activities such as the leather works, the in¬ 
troduction of hand-looms in the weaving section, more staff is 
required. We want more men to watch the working of these 
industrial activities. Fourthly, there is rapid increase in the jail 
population. Today it is something dike '874 convicts. As.there 
are more and more convicts, more and more warders are naturally 
required to look after them. In respect of the watching of blocks 
all over India, they an; watched by warders and not convict warders. 
Here, I find the blocks being watched by convict warders. That 
means a ihief watching another thief. That.is the actual position. 
That is the*reason why there is hanky-pSnk v in the jail. Several 
things take place unnoticed by others. The other day, one of the 
congress convicts told me that the convicts get .even ‘Biriyani’ and 
other rich kinds of food. They are all facts. There is another 
matter. Women do not live in prison. But convicts have gone 
with women outside the prison. I want to keep watch ovor this 
state of affairs. There is necessity to institute sentry posts to 
keep watch over the segregation of prisoners in wards outside. It is 
reported that contraband articles come through main gates and 
therefore a regular search has to be conducted for preventing, their 
entry. This kind of work in Madras is done by an officer who 
draws a good pay per month as this is an important item of work, 
'By the search I have instituted, we have found a lob of things. 
Recently, there was a commotion in the jail when, the convicts there 
were armed with deadly instruments even. At the present stage, 

I cannot go into that matter since it is subjudice. So what I wish 
to say is tiiat we should have enough men for this watch, .and-ward 
work in the jail. For all these reasons l request-the House, to con-r 
cede this small grant and I assure the tax payers who sent you up 
here as representatives that they will be only happy to know about 
the return I propose to give them- . 

Mr. Kochikal P. Balakrishnan Tampi : May I know 
from the Chair whether I can now discuss the propriety'or other¬ 
wise of appointing the head of the Police Department as an admini¬ 
strative officer of the Central Prison ? 

President No, net . on this matter. The honourable 
member knows tbe constitution of the Legislature very well. 
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The question before the House is that Government be granted 
a sum of Hs. 378 under Demand XV—Jails. 

The motion was put and carried. 

The'grant was made. 

, DEMAND XX— Agkicoltuke. 

Mr. K. R. Narayana Aiyar ( Director of Agriculture and 
Registrar of Co-operative Societies) : Sir, I rise to move for a 
supplementary grant of Hs. 6,140 under Demand XX—Agriculture. 
The governing body of the Imperial Council of Agricultural 
Besearch has recently sanctioned 3 schemes to be worked in Travan- 
eore. The first of these schemes relates to what is called a “village 
project." The basic idea underlying a project is to synthesise the 
results of research into a system of farming on a group of holdings 
in a village with a view to-secure the largest 'possible financial re¬ 
turn to.the farmer and at the same time to build up and conserve 
the fertility of the lands. In this project, adequate attention is paid 
to both crop husbandry and animal husbandry. The works 
to be carried out include improvement in tillage methods, in¬ 
troduction of scientific manures, improved strains of seeds and suit¬ 
able crop rotations, grading 1 up of cattle, increasing grazing facili¬ 
ties, introduction of cottage industries, etc. In short, what is 
really aimed at in a project is to ljelp the farmer to. adept simul¬ 
taneously a whole series of improvements and to derive the 
combined effect of all these measures. The village of Thazhakudi 
in South Travancore has been selected for this purpose and I am 
able to announce to this House that the villagers, there have pro¬ 
mised their full co-operation in regard to this project. This scheme 
will be of special value to Travancore where the main impediment 
to the extension of improved and scientific methods of agriculture 
is the extremely fragmented and uneconomic nature of the culti¬ 
vator’s holdings. ... - 

The second scheme relates to milk recording which is closely 
connected with the scheme of the grading up of cattle in the town 
of Trivandrum. The honourable members of the House are aware 
that the only possible way of improving our cattle, is b.y mating the' 
cows with superior breed of bolls such as the Siudhi Bulls. The 
cattle here are of a mongreband non-descript type, out of-which it is 
well nigh impossible to attempt to evolve.a definite type by selective 
breeding. In this, scheme the recording of the milk yield of cows 
systematically is very important. • 

The third scheme is the extension of the scheme of research on 
cocoanut diseases. The honourable members will remember that 
I dilated at considerable length on this problem during the last 
Budget .session. The first stage of the investigation of the disease 
Yol. XIX-No. 1. \ 
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is over and the organisms responsible for the cause have been found 
out. The environmental conditions under which the disease is pro¬ 
duced have also been discovered. The second stage of the scheme 
deals with experiments which have to be conducted in ,the field in¬ 
volving both application of scientific manures and spraying with 
fungicides, to bring the disease under control. 

The honourable members might ask the question why. the De¬ 
mand has been brought forward now- My answer is that these 
items of works were not contemplated during the regular budget time. 
The Imperial Council have sanctioned the schemes only now- In 
ail these schemes, the Council have agreed to contribute 50 per ceut. 
of the cost incurred for the purpose and in view of the great prac¬ 
tical utility qf these schemes to the State I request the honourable 
members to concede this Demand. 

President: The honourable members of the House will be 
glad to notice that for some time past we have been connected with 
the Imperial Council of Agricultural Research and they are taking 
a live interest in South India and Travancore in particular and are 
new financing certain of our schemes. ... 

J he question before the House is that Government be granted 
a sum of tts. 6,140 under Demand XX—Agriculture. 

The motion was put and cawied. 

The grant was made. 

DEMAND XXII— Oo-Opebativje. 

Mr. K. R. Narayana Aiyar : Sir, I rise to move for a 
supplementary grant of Its. 1,400 under Demand XXII—Co-opera¬ 
tive Department—for meeting the expenditure in connection with -* 
the work of the Co-operative Advisory Committee. I do not think 
that it is necessary for me at this stage to expatiate at considerable 
length on the present position of the co-operative movement. The 
honourable members of the House know it only too well. Although 
started with the best of intentions, it has not developed on right 
lines. It has been on the decline for some years past and unless 
prompt and effective measures are taken, it will still further deteri¬ 
orate. The Central Bank, the Taluk Banks and the Primary 
Societies are now stuck up in the mud as it were and I do not 
think that I am using the language of exaggeration when I say 
that the entire movement is in a state of suspended animation. But 
every one will realise that there is no other single organisation than 
the co-operative movement which could be an efficient factor in 
promoting economic life in various spheres such as agriculture, the 
development of cottage industries and the marketing of agricultural 
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and industrial products. Honourable members will realise that the 
possibilities of the co-operative movement are very great. To borrow 
your own words, Sir, the co-operative movement has to be given a 
new orientation with a view to make it a consumer’s movement, a 
producer’s movement, a distributor’s movement and a marketer’s 
movement. The question of putting the. movement on a. sound 
basis has been engaging the attention of both the. Government and 
the public men of Travancore for some time past and on the 8th 
Earkadagom 1116 a conference of the leading representatives of 
the various Co-operative Societies was held in the Victoria Jubilee 
Town Hall to consider this question. They passed resolutions re¬ 
questing Government to come to the rescue of-the movement by 
giving adequate financial aid and, if necessary, by exercising control 
•over the working of these societies. That conference also passed 
another resolution that an Advisory Committee should be consti¬ 
tuted to help the Registrar in drawing up a practical and workable 
scheme for rehabilitating 'the movement. Government passed 
orders authorising the constitution of the committee, and directed 
that the report should be submitted within three mouths, I can 
testify to the enthusasism, Zealand earnestness with which the 
members of the committee are discharging their duties. They 
■ have already met twice and deliberated on various aspects of the 
movement and it is to meet the travelling allowance of the com¬ 
mittee members that this Demand is made. This item was not 
contemplated at the time the budget was considered by the Council. 

In the interest of the movement, I request the honourable mem¬ 
bers to give their assent to this Demand. 

The question that Government be granted a sum of Rs. 1,400 
under Demand XXII—Co-operative ! Department--was put and 
carried. The grant was made. 

DEM AXD XXXI— Miscellaneous Chabges. 

Mr. A. Lekshminarayana Ayyar : Sir, I beg to 
move for a sum of Rs. 1,00,000— under Demand. XXXI—Mis¬ 
cellaneous Charges—for additional contribution to the. Distress 
Relief Fund. In the. year 1116 a sum of Rs. 5 lakhs was,voted 
by this House for Distress Relief and to provide work for those 
thrown out of employment on account of the closing down of certain 
factories. About Rs. two lakhs was spent that year and Rs, one 
and a half lakhs ivill bp spent this year. The balance of Rs. obe. * 
and a half lakhs will be investedtto earn compound, 'interest in ac¬ 
cordance with the announcement made by the Dowan-Rresident on 
the 9th August 1941. It was also announced then that a sum of 
not less than Rs. one lakh will be provided each year for. invest¬ 
ment so that the accumulations may be available later on in times 
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of financial stringency to provide relief to the distressed. This 
sum of Us. one lakh is therefore required for the allotment to be 
provided this year for investment. 

President : I may tell' the honourable members that this 
amount of Us. one lakh was indicated at a time when things did not 
move as fast as they are moving now. I am warning that Govern¬ 
ment may have to spend much more than Ms. one lakh on distress 
relief, -But this is i,o begin with. I hope and realise that the 
people of the country also should take some part in the alleviation 
of the distress which may. Got forbid, become more widespread 
than it is at'present. 

t he question that Government be granted a sum of 
lis, 1,00,000 under Demand XXXI—Miscellaneous Charges was 
pur. and carried.

Mr. Kochikal P. BaJakrishnan Tatupi : Sir, I wish 
U),know w-hy provision with regard to rescue homes • is omitted 
from this Bill < 
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Mr. Puthupally 5. Krishna Pillai: The class of of¬ 
fences for which parsons may have to fre housed in rescue homos 
has been omitted altogether from the Bill. The question of provi¬ 
ding rescue homes is engaging the attention of Government and as 
it is a matter which involves very large expenditure of money and 
as the matter has to bi investigated further, provision for that 
matter has not been made in the Bill. But steps will be taken for 
the purpose of establishing rescue homes and for making appro¬ 
priate provisions in this or other legislative, measures. 

President: .lean understand the purpose of the question, 
11-is impossible adequately to legislate on the question of beggifry 
without, providing homes-for infirm and diseased beggars and 
also industrial establishments for dealing with able-bodied beggars. 
It is no doubt equally the case that you caiiuot adequately and 
thoroughly deal with the question of suppression of the commercial 
vice without rescue homes where boys and girls who have been so 
used to their own physical and moral detriment may be reformed. 
That is a matter which would involve the expenditure of money 
and require very careful study and scrutiny of the methods and 
means and complete eo-.operatiou between the non-official public 
and Government- Without a certain number of enthusiastic and 
public spirited men to devote themselves to this cause, such homes 
may be n nuisance rather than an advantage. Certainly, every die. 
trict would have to be provided with rescue homes. That is why 
Government have not, at this juncture, embodied provisions rela¬ 
ting to that in the Bill. But they are not unalive to the importance 
and urgency of the question. 

Clauses 1 to 3. 

The question that Clauses 1 to 3 do form part of the Bill was 
put and carried.

Mr. James Fletcher: Sir. I. beg to move the following 
amendment.

Mr. Puthupally S. Krishna Pillai . Sir, I am afraid the 
Member has to familiarise himself a little more with the language or 
the wording used in Statutory Enactments. The present wording 
is absolutely correct and it is not likely to be misunderstood by any 
person who reads it. We have only to read it correctly. 

“Any person who keeps or manages or acte or assists In the mana¬ 
gement of a brothel shall be punished with imprisonment 
etc.”- 

The ordinary method of drafting it is like that. Otherwise we 
will have to insert the word “brothel” after every' verb occurring 
in the clause. In the drafting of Bills, the wording as. it is now 
adopted is considered to ba more compendious. I oppose the 
amendment. The reasoning is that the amendment will be better 
in form. .But I submit that the present form is quite in form. 

Mr. M. Govindan : What about, the punctuations ? 

President : Marginal notes and punctuations are, according 
to well-known canons, not regarded as part of the Bill. 

The amendment was put to vote and lost. 

Mr. James Fletcher .- Sir, I beg to move that 

‘'in clause 4, delete sub-clause (2) (b)”. 

Sir, the effect of this sub-seetion is to punish the lessor or the 
landlord for no fault of his. it is something like punishing a 
master for the criminal acts of his servant. It is ■ a general rule of 
criminal law that a master is not responsible for the unauthorised 
acts of his servant. 

President : But there are very well-known exceptions. 

Mr. James Fletcher : I am aware of that. In various Acts 
a master is not liable for the negligent or fraudulent acts c£ his 
servants. I concede that a master has got control over his servants. 
In spite of that if a servant does something without the permission 
or inducement of the master, the servant cannot be punished. In 
spite of that, if a servant does something wiiliout the permission or 
inducement of his master, the master caunot .be held punishable for 
his criminal action. But here the situation is different. The land- 
owner or the landlord who has no control over the actions of his 
te’nant is to be punished, 

Mr. Kochikal P. ' Balakrishnan Tam pi • Assume 
for a moment that the landlord, in order, to evade the law, leases 
■premises to be used as a brothel to a servant cr agent of his, ■ Then 
what happens? 
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Mr. James Fletcher: For tliar Section 4 (1) has the 
following provision: 

“Any person who keeps or manages or acts or assists in the 
management of a brothel” etc. The word ‘assists’ will be sufficient 
to cover that object also. 

Rajyasevapravina G. Parameswaran Pillai: May 

I ipvite the attention of the honourable member to the very clause 
which states;— 

“being the lessor or landlord of any premises, or the agent of’ 
such lessor or Landlord, lets the same or aiiy part thereof, etc.’ 

Mr. James Fletcher : Sir, i am coming to that provision 
also. Now let us take a concrete example. Suppose a landlord 
leases out a portion of his premises to n teium for a period of 6 
years; accordingly the contract is executed and registered. Now at 
this stage there is absolutely nothing punishable under Section 4 
(1). A year later the mischief is started and the landlord is un¬ 
aware of this. It is found ont by the Police. 

Mr. Kochikal P. Balakrishnan Tarnpi ; May 1 ask 
the honourable member to b-; more lucid. • He is very abstruse. 

Mr. James Fletcher ; Sir, I am trying to make my points 
as clear as possible. Then is it just to punish the landlord f It is 
only afterwards that the landlord becomes aware of tire fact that 
his tenant is using-his premises us a brothel. Even if be comes to 
know beforehand he is not-in a position to evict him because of the 
contract which he has executed with his tenant. 

President : But in the English Common-Law there is pro¬ 
vision for it. 

' Mr, James Fletcher •- Assuming Urn the londlord is in a 
a position to immediately evict him lie will have to-face-a-civil suit 
filed against him by his tenant if he is. resourceful. ,Sh';, this is the 
experience that we have here. The landlord is not iii vested with 
the powers of a Police officer to evict an undesirable tenant then and 
-there. 

Mr. Kochikal P. Balakrishnan Tampi : May I sug¬ 
gest to-the honourable member that, that can .be remedied-by the 
landlord being more careful in the choice of his tenants. 

Mr. James Fletcher : He will be always. careful ttteboose 
the best tenant. But apparently they all seem to be good. It is 
impossible for a landlord to forecast what would happen of his good 
tenant later, whether ,his conduct would change or not. So much 
so, the landlord is without any powers to remove an undesirable 
tenant from his house immediately when he comes to know -that he 
•is an undesirable one. There he. is helpless.'"He knows that the 



house is being used as n. brothel. He knows also that; if his •tenant 
noon pies tiiu l.-m-e he will be liable for punishment. Hut lie is nii- 
,'tlili' t<> evict the iennui from hjs house, if it is to be interpreted 
rhai the landlord leased out his house, with the knowledge that it: 
will be used as a brothel then the provision justifies itself. In that 
ease, 1 have no grievance. The punishment given to landlord under 
this'provision w not a fine but. three months’ imprisonment. Sir, 
very respectable persons possess more than one house in this city. 
Some of them uiav possess houses in the various quarters of I lie 
dry. These, houses are all generally rented out. The owner in 
naturally not in a position to know exactly what. is happening iu 
each and every house. 

There are eases that this offence may be considered a public 
nuiotre mud brought within the purview of that Act. Then for 
offences like musimcc die occupier is alone held liable for punishment 
and not the absent, proprietor. I do not understand why in this 
case, the absent owner or the neighbour is held liable. 

Mr. G. Narayana Aiyar : May I know whether under 
sub-clause (3;, the landlord cannot terminate the lease if the occupier 
has been convicted under clause (a) of sub-section 2 of Section -I ? 

Mr. James Fletcher .- Even if there i* a (.orminnfcion of 
lease, the difficulty is in the mutter of eviction. Legal termination 
may be possible but eviction becomes impossible for many months. 
As long as it is not the intention of Government; to punish persons 
possessing houses and as long as it is not desirable to discourage 
people from owning more than Otic house, I am for amending the 
Bill. Section 4(1) would bring every active helper of a brothel 
within it. 1 do not know why the landlord who has nothing to do 
with what is happening in a house which he has rented out is held 
responsible. [ request the Legal Remembrancer to drop this section 
out of the enactment. 

Sahib Bahadur T. Mahomed Ismail: Sir, I second the 
motion. 

Mr. V. Sankara Menon : May I know where the burden 
of proof lies P Is it upon the landlord ? 

President: Obviously, the prosecution will have to prove 
knowledge. What is the ddnbt: about it ? 

Mr. Kochikal P. Balakrishnan Tamp!: As it was 
hinted by the Chair, an cmuienf. lawyer that my friend Mr. Fletcher 
is, we have ’learnt from him all about brothels! . To provejthat the 
landlord who lets ou* bis house for the purpose of a brothel its hi- 
noeeih and should be let out scot; free he has brought forward’ 
arguments with all the force which he could command. But the 
words with the knowledge’ and ‘wilfully’ are sufficient precaution 
against innocent landlords coming info trouble, f am one with 
Vol. XIX, Xc i. 
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Mr. Fletcher in believing that the discreet, landlord* will be the last, 
persons to keep brothels But we cannot tolerate landlords who 
undoubtedly gain much by encouraging houses of ill fame by accom¬ 
modating persons of dubious character This Bill proposes to taboo 
coramerciali-ed vice. It should be the endeavour of the Legal 
Remembrancer to see, though obviously impossible, that other evil 
things which might come wi'biu the domain of. law and ethics also 
are prevented. 

The amendment was put and lost. 

The question that Clause 4 do stand pari of the Bill was then 
put. and carried.

Clauses 5 to 11. 

The question that Clauses 5 to 11 do stand pmt.of the Bill was 
put slid carried.

‘‘Any offence under this Act will be dealt with as a bailable 
offence”. 

Sir. this Bill donsnoi; say whether the offence is bailable or non- 
bailable. According to the provision of the Bill nn Inspector of 
Police can make arreM without warrant. The question to be 
decided is whether the offence is bailable or not. 

President: Mr. Legal Remembrancer, have you examined 
the matter ? 

Mr. Puthupaiiy S. Krishna Filial : Yes, Sir. The 
Criminal Procedure Code covers the case. The last schedule deals 
with this matter.

ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT BOARD. 


Mr. - A. Qopala Menon (Director oj Public Instruction and 
President, Economic Development Board,; Sir, I move that the

. question whether the Economic Development Board should con¬ 
tinue to work on its present constitution be taken up for dis¬ 
cuss bn. 

The Board was reconstituted in January 11*37 with 
members, ten of whom are officials and 15 non-officials. Subse¬ 
quent to thus date, the number of members was raised to 32, so 
that at present there are tea official members and 22 uou-official 
members. The term of the Board came to an end recently and 
before the constitution was renewed and a new Board was organis¬ 
ed, Government thought it ueew-ary to consult the Legislature 
with a view to ascertain their opinion as to ike usefulness, need or 
otherwise of the Economic Development Board, and how it should 
be constituted, ■ 

iu reconstituting the Board in 1937, Government had indi¬ 
cated that: the “function of the Board should bo to discuss ul 
questions of policy relating to die working of tln> various develop¬ 
ment departments.” Such a funoiion the Board has not yet been 
called upon to perform. Again it has been asked “to make sug¬ 
gestions to Government in regard to agricultural, industrial and 
other matter* of economic importance and to co-ordinate rb>■ work 
of the Bevertd development departments - -’’ lu regard to this func¬ 
tion, apart from a number of resolutions whicli the Board has sent 
up to Government from time to time, pertaining to matters of im¬ 
mediate economic importance of particular localities, group or class 
of people,, nothing further has been done. Lastly, Government 
had said that the Board should consider important-proposals and 
schemes sent up by individual departments or Governrnetit and 
make recommendations ihereon. In regard to this matter five topics 
have beeu. referred to the Board, on which recommendations have 
been made. The difficulty In these matters lias been that such re¬ 
ferences are few and far between, while each locality or class or 
group of people might frequently su d up to the Board proposals 
for amelioration or for investigation. Those questions wmU exa¬ 
mined by the Board in ad-hoc committees, .committees appointed 
for the specific purpose from time to time, and the views of such 
committees wore placed before the full, meeting of the Board. 
Such meetings have to be four every year- So four times the Board 
meets, and each time a number of proposals was - placed before the 
Board, which the Board discussed and on which recommendations 
or resolutions were submitted. 

It has been found on the whole, therefore, that the purpose' 
with which the Board has been originally constituted has not been, 
fully satisfied, and Government came, to the conclusion, though 
only provisionally, that a re-constitution of the Board on different- 
hues would be desirable to make the Board more effective and 
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uelpful. Government think that instead ..f leaviug it to the 
Economic Development Board to constitute ad-hoe committees and 
instead of asking the Beard to meet in full session four times 
every year, it would lie more useful if the Board were .i*ked l;o 
resolve, themselves into sub-committees for various purposes, and 
each sub-committee lie asked to confine itself to specific topic;, dis¬ 
cussing and -undying those subject?, and tin: result?bn placed before 
the full meeting of the Board, which could be reduced to one or 
two. If this is done, the work of the Board will be more satis¬ 
factory. 1 think i he idea of Government: is that the Board ’should 
confine irs attention to questions which would contribute ;<• the 
economic interests of the country as a whole, and help Government 
•to formulate policies for the- welfare of the pmntry, rather than 
dted with small matters of immediate local interest or significance, 
i llc\ wish t" have, wlmr may be called ''schemes" of economic plan¬ 
ning" spread over a few years and qmssuon? of pjlicy considered in 
detail and placed before the Government with the full necessary- 
particulars *> thru, rite object of the Bo;ird may be fulfilled. As ft; 
is, the Board has only to Bund up recemtmmdaiiors and. what 
happens to their recommendations is known only when Government 
orders arc passed. If on the other lwml, the Board can itself 
popularise certain schemes which Gevcrument have approved, and. 
Work with popular co-operation, that will be really useful work. 
L4t thix stage the .President Vacated, the Chair which, was-then 
occupied by Mr. A. A, h ncuvina, one or he Panel -of Chairytmi] 
Government, have no specific recommendation to make except 
that it appears to them that if the Board works through small sub¬ 
committees and the membership of tin- Board is reduced as much-. 
us possible, reducing proportionately the number of official members 
also, and again, if instead of meeting in full committee four times 
in tl« year, the number of meetings is reduced, the work would 
bo more full and Government would receive greater help from, the 
Board constituted on these line?. I have to request the House to 
advise Government as 10 the lines mr which this .reconstitution 
umy be effected. 

Mr. Kochikal P. Balakrishnan Tam pi: May.! sug¬ 
gest to the House that the resolution sent up by the Assembly msiv 
be made the basis ior discussion '! 

Chairman : You may discuss all the aspects# the question 
one by one. 

Mr. James Fletcher : Will tlm uiover be pleased to soy 
whether there are rules already made for the conduct of the Econo¬ 
mic Development Board ? 

Mr. A. Gopala Menon : Yes, Sir. 
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Mr- James Fletclier ; Will these reoommondaiions go 
against such rules v , 

Mr. A. flopala Menon : Buies were framed bv Omy«rn- 
, lletlt and tlit* Board and there is no harm in revising the rules it 
the eonsliailion is changed. 

Mr. Kottur Kunjukrishna Filial : if’rom the slnteumni. 
]pi:i(1o b'y the President of the Economic Ucvekipiueut Board one 
thing has been made clear, wt., that tin; Development Board lias 
berti'developing nothing but itself all these years. And for that no 
one except Government arc rcisjtonsibh* This House has not the 
slit'iwpoi isibiliIy for the Board, becoming unwieldy or f>r tb« 
Bowd becoming iiwffsctbv for die infruetnous nature of die 
work "f the Board. JfoW certain vague suggestions have been put. 
forward be the President of .the Board which show that i.lovern- 
mam themselves have not made up their rnind as to li.ow to rerun 
atimfce thc'Borrd. from the resolutions prtsnd elsewhere eertani 
Things become evident. By limiting the number of members 
cue Board would sard some money but will not. necessarily her time 
efficient. By amalgamating it wiih tlie* Board of Agriculture, by 
vesting power in the Board in co-opt any member for tlm purpose 
of any subject which comes up for the .consideration of the Board 
ami by aiming that the work of (he Board bn carried out mainly 
Through sub-conimiuees, rheso measures I think will m.(; make 
much dill'erence in ‘die achievements .of the reconsl.ii ured Board. 
It may proliably reduce expenditure. It limy possibly redirec t be - 
number of ini-praetieable reccimineudaricins, but if Govern me.) it; 
want to make really .something out of tins Board (hey must be 
prepared to do something .substantial. 1 am definitely of the 
opinion that unless this Board is under a full-time officor, who trill 
deyore'his whole lime- aud attention and his capacity for finding 
out what is necessary for the investigation of the Board and for 
making the various development departments keep themselves alert 
with regard to the work, nothing substantial can ha done-. .11: of 
roursu the* scheme, of Government is different mid limited to reduce 
the waste, these suggestions may be sufficient. The number of 
members may be reduced and expendikmr will be 'accordingly 
reduced. Jl a question regarding coiris taken up our planter 
friends or ihnenite -magnates are absolutely indifferent with regard 
to this subject aiicTtliose experts in the'committee for. this purpose 
will be merely charging T. A. bills. Therefore 1 appreciate the 
suggestion of working by sub-eommiitees and cooption of experts 
Cor particular topics. But. I think, Sir, that these things by them- 
selves will be of no avail, if we want the Board to really contrh 
bute towards the ambitious scheme of economic planning su««'o»tod 
y.the President;-of the Board, there, should not be "people why* 
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tore wruug advice. Even if von have not got very many represen- 
tatives to give export and useful advice the Board should be saved 
from the danger ol: wen who do not know things. [ am not keen 
on the rupreseutaiive character of die Board. lam really keen on 
the efficiency of the members whatever the •constitution may be. 

I t is not a matter of inauufoeiuriug opinion for a -particular tiling ; 
it. is a mutter of investigating a thing and finding out what is right 
and useful. Therefore officials or non-officials who can really con¬ 
tribute for the solution of. the many problems .must lie in the Board. 
Representatives should be chosen on that basis alone. Government 
must be able to assure that and say that this expert body is con* 
corned with the prosperity of die whole.State and has no considera¬ 
tion fur any particular community or interest and must consist 
essentially of persons who are capable of giving advice Cor the good 
of the whole State. Otherwise the Board will be absolutely 
useless. I think, Sir, it is very necessary to have a Board u£ this 
nature reconstituted. To tile recommendations made elsewhere, I 
would certainly add that the board must be put under the charge 
of a person who devotes lit- full time to it, I menu a Development 
Commissioner, lie must be a man who devotes his full time, who' 
will be responsible for its work, auu wiio will not be responsible for 
die credit side of his work in any other department. Tile Govern¬ 
ment should pay heed to rises recommendations of the Board and see 
that the Board works aedvely. Much will depend upon tho choice 
of that one person. In die success of $ite choice of that person, .1 
might say, depends die success of the Board to a very large extent. 
While agreeing lo the suggestions made elsewhere, 1 confine myself 
to one suggestion, immeiy, them must be a coordinating officer who 
will devote his full time to the work of this Board. 1 do not think 
' Government havecome forward with this motion merely for the pur¬ 
pose of reducing the. expenditure. I am glad to see that Govern¬ 
ment have themselves come forward to the House with the proposal 
for reconstituting die Board which has hitherto been doing little, 
recommending little and been ineffectual on tile whole. Government 
have themselves, realising the futility of this Board, come forward 
jKuiiteiifcly for its reconstitution. I hope that: something retd ami 
substantial will lie done for the reconstitution of this Board. , 

Mr. Kochlkkal P, Balakrishnan Tanipi : Sir, I im 

one with Hr. Ivunjukrisliijsi Piliai in thinking that the members of 
the Board should he chosen mom on consideration of efficiency 
than on uuy other extraneous consideration. If a. virtuous uud 
good noii-ofliciai gentleman, practically ineffote, goes and asks for a 
favour, Government, instead''of sending him to this -Board,’ could 
vefy well send him to a poor house. The present policy will have 
to be changed. This House also is sending representatives to 
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various committees, I do not moan any disparagement. to any 
honourable member who represents this House on the Board, 

The Economic Development Board has boon sending up useful 
suggestion* to Government, especially regarding the marketing of 
coir, the difficulties of exporting eocoanute and the produce of the 
coeowmt tree and allied subjects. Their recommendations have 
.been extremely useful. The only grievance is that the policy of 
the Government had not boon uniform. From time fo time it has 
varied. Sometimes important matters used to bo referred to it . 
At other times Government used to disregard even the useful re¬ 
commendations sait up to them at the initiative, of the Board. If 
Government give particular consideration to the suggestions made 
by this Board, I am sure the Board will improve in its (qualify, 
tin the oilier hand, if rhe Government believe that, it is some sort 
of 'debating society provided at Government expense for certain 
non-official'gontleruon who may be rather shy or timid in the legis¬ 
lature, or if it is only to be n foram for some, retired gentlemen to 
speak, then the recommendations may not bo of a high order. I 
have also to say with regret that the official members on the com¬ 
mittee were nor mindful of their duties. If Government are 
pleased to look into the minutes of the meetings, they will find that; 
some of the official members systematically absented themselves 
and that others who were present- only took’a casual interest in' the 
proceedings. If the officials are made to feel that they are under 
a greater discipline than the non-officials in regard to the function¬ 
ing of thin Board, then certainly its quality' will improve. 

As regards the suggestion that there should be a full lime 
officer for coordinating die activities of the different Development 
Departments'or for doing propaganda work, let me inform t he 
. House that there is a full time officer in the office of the Board, a 
very distinguished student of economics, who is nt present it's 
secretary. I do not wish to speak anything about tire President, 
because for otic thing- all know that he’is particularly fitted for this 
sort of work. Apart from that, my friend Mr. Kunjukrislmn Pilhii 
suggested .that it will be good if there is an officer, not put in 
charge of it in the souse that all these non.officials should be 
shepherded by the official President—-I oppose it—but in the sense 
that if there is official help, the propaganda and other work of the 
Board would be more usefully done, -I can envisage the. appoint¬ 
ment of such h propaganda officer, I second the proposal of Mr. 
tiunjukmhna Filial that an officer rr ay be appointed to do the propa¬ 
ganda work incidental to the successful working of this Board. 

in this connection, I forgot to mention the very quiet and un¬ 
ostentatious work done by this- Board on rural reconstruction. About 
fifty centres of rural work have been opened under the auspices 
of this Board. Thanks to the distinguished American, Dr. Hatch, 
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the work is being continued in such disinnt |duc-es ns Nevvoor mill 
Dwicolam. Thai: i.< an instance of the u*-4nlne.<s of the “Board. 

Limiting the number of-member!- to fifteen is good. 

In regard to the Mnalgumaticm of the Board of Agriculture— 
as if there'Is u statutory Board of Agricu!tiire-—my proposal would 
be to abolish that Board ami have a suh-corntnitteo in the Economic 
Development Board to look after agriculture. The resolution of 
the lower House should bn amended, to that extent. Those osteuni- 
ed gentium m who are doing useful work in the Board of Agricul¬ 
ture may form a sub-commitn-e of this Development Board. 

On another consideration also,-we cannot get. very good work 
out of the departmental heads if each one of them is bothered with 
half a dozen committees. Their touring and supervision work will 
suffer. For instance, the Director of Agriculture is also the Ilegis- 
mvr of Cooperative Societies : he is tin. President of the Agricul¬ 
tural Board ; ha is a member of the E. D, Board ; and he is a mem- 
her of several Commit) «*>-> in Delhi or Simla for which he has been 
deputed by Government. in order to minimise his work it will be 
useful if this Agricultural Board .is only a sub'committee of 
the Development Board and the Director of Agriculture is made a 
Convener or President, of that sub committee. If some departmen¬ 
tal heads are appointed to several sub committees ihe activities of 
the Board and of tjifv departments concerned wili.be co-ordinated. 

I think the Imperial Council of Agricultural Research is working 
through sub-committees. Much work could not be done, by several 
people gathering together and talking without any specialised 
knowledge of the work concerned. 

Mr- M. rv. Ananthasiva Aiyar iNomimted) :■ Sir, I 
too endorse the view expressed by Mr. Balakrishnan Tampi that it 
is higkLy essential that the work of the Development Board should 
be manned by a full time officer. In regard ip the reduction of the 1 
number of members of the Board, I can agree to that only under 
certain conditions, Travancore cun ba sub-divided into several 
physical groups, one group having absolutely no resemblance to 
the other either in the nature of the soil or civilisation of the 
people. It i» highly necessary that the members of the Board 
should enunciate some policy after full knowledge of the locality 
for which they are enunciating such policy. 1£ rhe number of 
members is to lie limited, I doubt whether all" these varied interests 
and localities will be properly represented on the Board. It will 
be better if every taluk could have a Board—of cou-se without 
any T. A. wnai-so-ever to the members. 

The House adjourned for lunch at 1 r. m. and ^reassembled at 2 ' 
p. m. with Mr. K. K. Kuruvilla. one of the Panel of Chairmen, ; 
in the Chair. 
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Mr. M. K. Anantasiva Aiyar: I was saying that in 
order that the Economic Development Board may be enabled to be 
in touch with the condition of the rural areas, Boards should be 
constituted iu every taluk under the direction of the Economic 
Development Board, The general prosperity of the country depends 
more or less upon the prosperity of the rural areas. It is a very sad 
thino- to see people in the rural'areas forsaking theiriplaces and seek 
ing their shelter in towns. This ought not to continue, ttural areas 
are left mist uncared for. If such Taluk Boards are constituted, 
it will help people who are in position to formulate policies regard- 
ing the method to be adopted hy the Government. It is not every 
man iu the State who will be in a position to formulate policies that 
are td.be adopted by the Government with regard to the welfare 
of the State. Such people competent to be consulted by the Do- 
verament are rare. If such competent people are available then 
the number might be curtailed and the Economic Development 
Board will be iu touch with all the requirements for the develop¬ 
ment of the whole State by the information that they may get from 
the Taluk Boards that I have suggested. 

The next thing which the other House has suggested is the 
amalgamation of the Board of Agriculture with the Economic 
Development Board. I differ from that view. The Agricultural

Mr. James Fletcher Sir, there were certain allegations 
to the effect that the Economic Development Board has not been 
functioning well. To begin with I may ask what were the functions 
and activities of the Board till now. In the first place i must 
remind the House that the Board functions, only as an advisory 
body. The Board has been-suggesting a large number of schemes 
of which perhaps only a few were acted upon. The reason for 
taking up only a. few schemes-is said to be lack of funds. It was 
also alleged that, the Economic Development Board failed to suggest 
a sufficient number of schemes for the improvement of the economic 
condition of Travancore. Here also I must say that the Board has 
not failed in that respect. It has .suggested a sufficient number and' 
more of schemes. Previously it was the Land .Revenue Commissioner 
who was the President of the Board. As an experienced officer of 
the State his experience was availed of by the Board in carrying 
out its functions under his direction. Lately the Director of Public 
Instruction became the President of the Board. He is an expert' in 
economics and he has been a professor in the college. He knows 
what is needed by the people of Travaucore. In addition to that 
he is a Travaucorean himself. The* consideration of the various 
proposals by the Board is carefully guided by xhe ‘President -Tfafr 
suggestions and'recommendations made by the Board are seQHtift* 
Government and these are carried into effect by the Government 
only if they find them feasible. It may be asked ‘why not the Board 
suggest a "sufficient number of feasible schemes ?’ We know as a 
matter of fact that the Board has'suggested a large number of 
feasible schemes but the Government were not prepared to spend 
the money for carrying them out. As for example, suppose 
we want a large number of cottage industries to be started in 
Travancore. But who is to carry it out ? It is the Government. 
Government will certainly say that they have no funds to.carry out 
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the scheme. Then the Board may recommend that the existing 
cottage industries like hand-loom weaving should bo given adequate 
support. Very small amounts are given by the Government as 
grants to these industries. So, it is not right to say that the 
Board has not done any work. On the other hand it is my view 
that the Board has functioned v<jpy satisfactorily. It is the Govern¬ 
ment’s function to carry out the recommendations-of the Economic 
Development Board. 

Now, it has been suggested to limit the number of members 
to 15. 1 fail to see what magic there is in that number. Nor do 

I find any advantage in limiting the number of members. You 
can have 30 men or 50 men or 10 men on the Board. But it is 
necessary, as some honourable member has said, that people from 
all interests in Travancore should be represented in the Board. 
When persons from North Travancore require some special needs 
representatives from that part- can best put forth their grievances. 
Similarly the interests of South Travancore can best be represented 
by representatives of South Travancore. Therefore- it is not proper 
that only a particular number should be present in the Board 
irrespective of their representative character. I, therefore, oppose 
that recommendation which was made by the oilier House. 

Another recommendation which was made by the other House 
was that the Agricultural Board and the Economic .Development 
Board should be amalgamated. Now it is well known that the 
Agricultural Board is concerned only with the question of the 
agriculture in the State. So much so, it is a specialised body where 
every year most of the important officers of the department and 
other non-official members meet together to consider what has been 
done in the previous year and to indicate what should be done in 
the next year and then to make the necessary recommendations 
concerning the improvement of agriculture; bo much so, it is a 
special work which is essential for the State, where agriculture is 
an important industry. To suggest now that the Agricultural 
Board and the Economic Development Board should be amalga¬ 
mated to the detriment of the useful functions of the latter is a 
proposition which cannot be supported by this House. The Agri¬ 
cultural Board, as it is constituted is doing it» work very satis¬ 
factorily. Lately the Board entrusted some of its members with 
the useful -work of conducting a survey to see whether as much 
paddy as we need for the State could be produced in the State 
itself. These members have given very useful suggestions on the 
matter which if acted upon will enable the State to bo self-sufficient 
in the mutter of producing paddy. So much so, the Agricultural 
Board is now doing very useful work and let us not spoil or 
deteriorate its useful functioning by amalgamating it with the 
Economic Development Board. 
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The next recommendation made by the other House is that the 
Board should be invested with power to co-opt any member whose 
ser, ices are required in connection with the discussions of a special 
subject which may cotne up before the Board- This practice is 
being followed by both the Boards.' They are co-opting specialists 
whenever a special subject comes up for discussion. When, for 
example, a subject Courting to the development of the forests is to 
be considered, the. Board requisitions the presence and guidance of 
the Bonservutor of Forests by co-opting him as a member of the 
Board. Similarly when any industrial question is to be considered, 
the Director of Industries is there to guide the- Board. Therefore, 
this recommendation at present is quite unnecessary, 

Mr. M- K- Anantasiva Aiyar : Do these Heads of Depart¬ 
ments not work in the committees appointed by the Board ? 

Mr. James Fletcher : Yes, Sir. They work in Com¬ 
mittees also. 

Another recommendation made is that the work of the Board 
should be mainly carried out through sub-committees. Sir, I must 
say that the Agricultural Board always works through sub-com¬ 
mittees. This is what is now generally done. On the first day of the 
Board meeting th iy consider the whole work to be doDe for the year 
in a general way after reviewing the past year’s work. Then they 
consider ways and means for improving the work for the year. 
After that they form themselves into- sub-committees according to 
the various items of work, like the improvement of manure, fruit 
cultivation, improvement of cattle breeding, etc. Similar sub¬ 
committees are formed by the Economic Development Board and 
it is these sub-committees which make recommendations and 
suggestions. Therefore there is no use for a recommecdaUqn, like 
this. In conclusion, I would suggest that these' recommendfifdns,.^ 
may be vetoed. I suggest that the Economic Development Board 
and the Agricultural Board may be aLlowed to function as they are 
functioning at present. 

Mr- K- M. Kesavan : Sir, I find from the speeches of several 
honourable members that there is much difference of opinion with 
regard to.the number of members which the Economic Development 
Board should have.

I think, Sir, that 
fifty will be quite .unwieldy and 10 will be too small a number. 
Because we have various interests to be represented we should have

Then, in regard to the constitution of ,the Board, one half 
should be elected and the remaining half nominated. It was sug¬ 
gested by one of the honourable members that by electing or by 
nominating, men who are not fit to be members of the Board might 
come- in. Well, that is a matter which this Government and the 
House can well look into hefore electing and nominating the candi¬ 
dates. Each honourable member should ask himself whether such 
and such a man is fit for the place. So also Government can by 
nominating efficient and useful men, men who will serve the needs 
of the State, avoid inefficient men coming in. The question of 
amalgamating the Agricultural Board with the Economic Develop¬ 
ment Board, is a matter which I think is not of vital interest. The 
Agricultural Board can remain quite separate and can continue to 
do the useful work that it has been doing. The most important 
point is* the nomination of a full-time man who mast be made t he 
. president of the Board and who should . devote his whole time for 
the working and carrying on of it functions. I do not care 
whether he be an official or a non-official. If he be a non-official he 
should be given a decent allowance so that.he may devote his entire 
time for the working of the Board.

The report of the said sub-committee in respect of Central 
Travancore, as approved by the full Board, has recently been receiv- 
. ed by Government. 1 he enquiries relating to North and South* 
Travancore are pending with the sub-committee. 

Government, having recognised that there is ample scope for 
augmenting the production of paddy in the taluks of Ivunnathnad 
and Par nr through lift irrigation from the Periyar by means of the 
Pallivasal Electric Power, have appointed a Special Committee with 
a full time Secretary and staff to work out a practical scheme. The 
Committee has been engaged in the work for the past few months,

Several suggestions for the extension of the Electric power supply 
have been put forward. A schesne o£ demonstrations on the possi¬ 
bilities of converting single crop lands into double crop lands has 
been approved and one such unit has already been started at Karu- 
malloor, in Parur taluk. It is, at present, too early to gauge the 
results of the work. 

The Department of Agriculture has been conducting several 
demonstrations every year, in various parts of the State, of improve¬ 
ments upon the cultivation technique followed by agriculturists, 
with a view to effect increase in the outturn of their crops. A per¬ 
usal of the administration reports of the Department wiU furnish 
more detailed information on the subject.

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SHORT NOTICE QUESTION. 

Mr. Q- Narayana Aiyar : Will the Government be - 
pleased to state whether the recent release of certain prisoners, from 
the Central Prison was at the instance of the Government of India. 

President : In pursuance of the policy consistently and with 
great consideration followed by the Government of India of not 
interfering with the internal administration of Travancore or with 
the administrative, commercial, industrial or agricultural policies 
pursued by the State, no directions or. instructions have reached this 
Government regarding the release of so called political prisoners or 
of detenues. 

The action that has recently been taken in releasing certain 
parsons has been so taken mainly on account of the conditions that 
are now prevailing in the State of absolute peace and freedom from 
subversive agitation. The few persons who are trying to. slir up 
troubles in the ranks of labour under the guise of communistic or 
other analogous propaganda are, for the time being, insignificant 
although prompt steps will be taken if they endeavour to disturb 
the mutual relationship that happily exists and should exist 
between employers and employed within the State. 

It may be added that the reasons that have evidently operated 
with reference to the release of certain persons in British India, 
namely, a more successful prosecution of war effort, do not obtain 
in Travancore because ever since the beginning of this war, there 
has been no division of opinion in the State on the matter and no 
considerable section of the people advocate the theory of non* 
violent non-co-operation. Such non-co-operation as has been mani¬ 
fested here has been of tlie violent type and has been dealt with. 

TIN CONTAINERS AND GAS PRODUCERS. ■ 

President : Honourable Members might be glad to hear 
the result of the action taken by us on two matters. There was a 
certain amount of difficulty with regard to the export of cashewnuts 
from the State because of certain prohibitions against tlie supply of 
tin containers. 1 am glad to be able to announce that as a. result 
of the representations' made by the Government on behalf of the 
South Indian -Cashewnut Manufacturers’ Association, the Govern¬ 
ment of India have exempted tin cans containing cashew kernels ■ 
for export to the United States of America from the requirements 
of the recent notification proscribing the taking out of licenses for 
tin containers exported out of India, This restriction was hamper¬ 
ing the industry . I am glad to be able to announce i hat this 
restriction has been removed. ’ . 
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The charcoal gas producers invented by, and introduced into 
this State owing to the enterprise of Mr. Salter have established 
themselves throughout India and I am glad to say that there are 
orders for the supply of three-fourths of a lakh to places outside this 
State. 

Sahib Bahadur Abdul Tayeb Shaikh Kaderbhoy : 

Sir, I rise to thank the Government for getting this concession to 
merchants in respect of tin containers- 

Legislatjve Business. 

President: I find that the Special Marriage and Succes¬ 
sion Bill has evoked considerable controversy. Perhaps it may be 
expedient to deal with the two other Bills first as these are of a 
non-controversial character. 

Mr. Kottoor Kunjukrishna Pillai: As the mover of 
the Special Marriage and Succession Bill, I wish to say that it is 
better under the circumstances to adhere to the statutory provision 
that the Bill that has advanced is taken up first. 1 do not know 
whether the other Bills will not take up much time. 

President : There are no amendments to those Bills. I do 
not think there is any reason for nervesness. 

Mr. Puthupalli 5. Krishna Pillai ; There is no objec¬ 
tion in taking up the ocher two Bills first. There are no amend¬ 
ments to the Travancore Cutchi Memons Bill. The Christian 
Succession Act (Amendment) Bill is m its introduction stage. 

Mr. T. Mahomed Ismail : Sir, these two Bills may be 
taken up first. 

The House agreed to take up the Special Marriage and Succes¬ 
sion Bill after other Legislative Business. 

THE TRAVANCORE CUTCHI MEMONS BILL. 

Mr. T. Mahomed Ismail - Sir, I move that the Travan¬ 
core Cutchi Memons Bills as passed by the Sri Mulam Assembly, 
be taken into consideration.

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THE CHRISTIAN SUCCESSION ACT 
AMENDMENT BILL. 

Mr. K. K- Kuruvllla: Sir, I move that the Christian 
Succession Act Amendment Bill be taken up for consideration. 

Mr. T. Krishna Pillai: I second it. 

The motion was carried s 

Mr. K. K. Kuruvilla : The amendments which I propose 
are made on the ground that through the Act of 1092 the daughters, 
widows, and wives have not secured the advantages which they 
should legitimately get. This was pointed out by Mr- P. Cherian, 
President of the Committee on the Act of 1092 and by Rao 
Bahadur P. L V.arughese, President of the Committee on Cochin 
Christian Succession Bill. 

Within these 25 years after the Bill became Law, the position 
of women in the Christian community has changed—for one thing 
many women have gone into service as teachers, nurses, Doctors, 
Clerks and have undertaken the responsibility of maintaining the 
family. There are also women among them who remain unmarried 
after 30 to 35 years of age, 

HISTORY. 

‘Towards the middle of the 19ih eentury, the judicial officers 
felt very keenly the lack of a definite Indian Succession Act since 
they found the custom various and in certain cases conflicting. 
They therefore framed a number of questions which were submitted 
to Mar Mathew Athanasius. He prepared bis answers basing his 
conclusions on the books he had read and the custom as then 
prevailed. The authorities he seems to have consulted were :— 

(1) Hundaya Canon (Nomo Canon) by Gregory Bar 
Hebraes (1226-1286).. 

(2) The Canon of 1857 prepared by Mar Athanasius. 

(3) Muthulakshmi Naidu’s pamphlet—Mr. Naidu was the 
Tahsildar of Kottayam about 1870. 

After the publication of Mr. Mathew Athanasius, statement 
on Succession, Mr. P. Cherian in 1894 issued a leaflet on this 
question. 

•When about 1909, the popular Assembly came into being, the 
Christian members made strong representations regarding the need 
for legislation. The Government therefore appointed a committee 
in 1911 to investigate and report on the matter. They also 
submitted a draft Bill to'the Council for consideration. This Bill 
was given to the Select Committee which redrafted the Bill with 
important and unfortunate change.. for the consideration of th« 
Council. 
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There was great excitement in the community and it was as a 
result of agitation that reactionary changes were introduced. From 
what has been said it may be seen that in the matter of Succession, 
the women are at a disadvantage. Whatever be the wealth of the 
father, the daughter can be sent off with Rs 6,000 or 1/4 of a 
brother’s share. The widow and the mother have only'life'interests. 
The property is not her own and she cannot sell it. 

The amendments suggested are to remedy these disadvantages 
to our women. My first amendment is that the boys and girls 
should have equal rights in the father’s property and the share 
of the widow and the mother in real property should be made 
absolute. 

In making this change I am glad that 1 have the support of 
most thinking people in this country. Both the Presidents of the 
Travancore and Cochin Committee in their dissenting minutes have 
regretted the discrimination shown in the Act. of 1092. 

As regards the proportion of the daughters’ share our Act 
gives 1/4 or Rs. 5,000 which ever is less. Mar Mathew Athanaeius 
says the value of a daughter’s share should be equal ro that of a 
son. In English Law except in the case of the eldest son, sous 
and daughters are treated alike. In the Indian Christian Succession 
Act all children share the father’s property alike. St Ligoun, a 
great Catholic Scholar of the 18th century, says that a daughter is 
entitled to a share equally with the son in her father’s estate.’- There 
are Christians in the State who follow equal division of property. 
R. C. Christians of the Latin Rite, certain Protestant Christians 
living in Karunagapally, Quilon, Chirayinkil, Neyyattinkara and 
other taluks among whom boys and girls share property alike are 
exempted from the operation of Sections 24, 28 and 29 of the Act 
of 1092. 

The other serious objection to the existing Code is the creation 
of Life Estates for women. The idea of life Estate is unknown to 
the law of Succession among the important-communities on the 
W. Coast, though it is known among certain sections of the Hindus. 
The Life Estate has very serious defects :— 

1. It leads to inevitable quarrels. If property has to be sold 
for debts or other causes, the widow or mother would insist that 
the real property should be sold first while the males would ask 

for moveable personal property, We may quote other instances._ 

e. g. a widow insisting on sharing the .house with the son of the 
deceased first wife. 

2. The Estate will go down in value since the widow or mother 
desires only to get as much out of the land during their life time 
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3. An immoral woman may occupy the land during her life 
time but not a woman who marries. 

4. There is no provision which excludes a mother who has 
already remarried from inheriting to her son by her former husband. 

'This persistence of the economic difference between man anij. 
woman is based on the primitive socio-religious idea that the' 
family was the unit of society and not the individual. “So long as 
family is the unit the woman has no real place in the home since 
she goes to another home. None of the descendants of a female— 
to quote Sir Henry Mayne- are included in the primitive notion of 
the family relationship’ 1 . 

Along with this is the religious idea that property should be 
used for the performance of religious rites for the souls of the 
departed and that these rites from time immemorial were reserved 
for the male members of the family. 

The foundation on which this inequality is based is now 
destroyed so far as Christians are concerned. 

Christianity has admitted that wealth and other material 
things are for the development of human personality. Wealth is 
for the individual to develop the ideal ends of life. 

“We therefore take it’’, says Rao Bahadur P. I. Varghese, 
President of the Committee on f ochin Succession .Bill, “that it is on 
account of the implications of our religion, as gradually they came 
to be realised by the community that we cast off the' joint family 
holding of property in favour of individual ownership.” 

May X now turn to the chief objections against my proposed 
amendments. 

1. The sons add to the Tarwad property while the daughters 
do not contribute anything towards it. The same argument may 
be adduced towards the younger members of the family. More¬ 
over adult members support their families and themselves out of 
the family property. It must also be added that many a girl is 
now faced with the necessity of supporting their families and them¬ 
selves. 

2. The grant of a share to daughters would lead to fragment¬ 
ation. When a common estate is small, its further fragmentation 
should be admitted to be an economic evil. And it is already small 
enough. I am also aware that thinking Nair gentlemen are advo¬ 
cating a change in their succession law. 

But the remedy does not lie in defrauding a girl of her share 
but along other lines. 
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Those who have money may buy the share of the rest or 
combine to sell the whole property and divide the money among 
themselves. The State may and I hope it will very soon pass a 
law for compulsory co-operative farming. 

3. Women would become more independent and disturb the 
harmony of the home. I have known women who -have no posses¬ 
sions of their own causing as much nuisance in the home as rain 
drops in a leaking house. Disharmony does not depend on in¬ 
dependence or otherwise but on good will and charity which are • 
the property of all who desire it. 

4. There are men who, hiding behind St. Paul, advocate the 
statue quo. I need only say that Paul only advises women to be 
subject unto their husbands—not men to force their wives to 
subjection. 

5. I have heard it said that this would affect the credit of the 
individual and that itiwould not be possible for a person to secure 
the necessary finance for developing his property or business. I 
have to respect what I said already that this contention arises only 
when women come into the scene. If a man has, say, 6 children— 
all boys- this cry is not raised. If one is a girl among them 
immediately “the cry of credit” is raised. Is that justifiable ? t 
Moreover if a girl gets some property or its equivalent in money, 
she works it along with that of her husband and both these may 
help towards the credit of the individuals. 

I quite grant that the lack of credit will seriously affect the 
welfare of our people. The credit system in this country needs 
immediate overhauling. But for this a woman should not be 
deprived of her right. 

I need not call your attention to the practical difficulties our 
women undergo- In many instances whether of the unmarried 
daughter, mother, or widow, ^hey have to depend not only on their 
sons or brothers or near relations but mainly on the wives of these 
men. The relationship in such cases has not been happy.' I know 
of mothers and widows who have to move from one son to another 
for their sustenance. The situation of widows without children is 
tragic. 

It is out of these experience that I have' introduced these 
amendments for the consideration of the House. 

Mr. Kochikal P. Balakrishnan Tarnpi : May I know 
whether the honourable member has ascertained the concensus of 
opinion between the different Christian denominations in respect of 
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Mr. K. K. Kuruvilla : I have not tried to take the opinion 
of the different communities. I take it that every intelligent 
Christian will certainly accept this amendment Bill of mine. 

Mr. C. Sankara Menon : Is the member aware of any 
opposition to this Bill from any party ? 

Mr. K- K. Kuruvilia > I am not aware of any, 

Mr. James Fletcher: I support the introduction of the 
Bill. I may also say that there are still people among Christians 
who think that the Christian succession Act is not necessary, reason 
being that some of them are following the Hindu' Law. so much so 
they stick to the Hindu Law and do not like to give the women.any 
right to immovable property. Times, have now changed. Even 
in British India, the people want their women to have a right in 
the immovable properties belonging to the family. There are 
many communities in our midst who follow the system of dividing 
the property among 'sisters and brothers equally. I refer to 
the ITair and Eahava Acts. Both these Acts have been 
introduced lately and they accept the theory that brothers and 
sisters in a family should share the properties alike. I support the 
introduction of this Bill for another reason also. Our law should 
be in conformity with the law in British India and that principles 
‘contained in the Bill are in accordance with the Law in British India. 
A large number of marriages have taken place between the.people 
of British India and those in Travancore. On that account, we 
must have a law in conformity with that prevailing now in British 
India. For these reasons I support the amendment Bill. 

President : The question before the House is that the : 

Christian Succession Act (Amendment) Bill be read in the Council. 

The motion was put and carried. . 

The Secretary than read the Title of the Bill. 

Mr. K. K. Kuruvilla: Sir I beg to move that the 
Christian Succession Act (Amendment) Bill be referred to a select 
committee consisting of the following members

Mr. Kottur Kunjukrishna Pillai : 1 suggest the name 
o£ Mr. P. !• Simon on the select committee since he represents an 
important section of the Christian community. 

Mr- K. M. Kesavan : I second it- 

Mr. K. K, Kuruvilla : 1 accept his naiffe. 

The motion that the Bill be referred to a select committee 
consisting of the members indicated was next put to vote and 
carried. 

THE TRAVANCORE SPECIAL MARRIAGE AND 
SUCCESSION BILL. 

President : With regard to this Bill 1 rule the amendment 
No. 4. standing in the nr me of Miss. Thrassia Kora, is out of order. 
Mr- Fletcher may now proceed to offer his remarks if any. 

Mr. James Fletcher : Sir, the honourable members may 
be aware of the fact that a large number of meetings have been held 
by Muslims in various jjlaces and have passed resolutions requesting 
that the muslims may be exempted from the operation of this 
Bill, Therefore, that is an additional ground fur me to support 
the amendment namely that the Muslims maybe exempted from 
the operation of this Bill. 

Mr. Kochikal P. Balakrishnan Tampi : Sir, I oppose 
the amendment on the ground that it is not fair to the name of this 
House and its reputation outside that a particular group should 
Intimidate us into some sort of submission regarding this measure. 

Mr. K. M. Kesavan : What is that about ? 

Mr- Kochikal P. Balakrishnan Tampi : Incidentally 
for the information of the House I may say that there is a scurri¬ 
lous pamphlet put into our hands by a certain association. But I 
do not want to mention the name of .the author fearing that he will 
be getting just the thing that he wants, I mean unnecessary 
notoriety. Insinuation is made that members here are actuated by 
class feeling and are out of ulterior motives siding with the majority, 
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I can only say that the honourable muslim members of this House 
should exert their moral influence with their less cultured brethern 
and induce them not to frighten this honourable House into any 
sort of submission regarding any matter that is for consideration 
before this House. I do not wish to invoke the disciplinary juris¬ 
diction of the Chair in that matter. I am afraid that some of the 
honourable members who spoke also unconsciously were lending 
themselves, rather using language, having distant resemblance to 
the language in the pamphlet- The question before the House has 
to be considered on its merits. I must plainly say that this Bill is 
not the result of some young romantic Hindu men wanting to 
carry away their partners from other communities. The object of 
this Bill evidently is jjpt to bastardise the children born of union not 
sanctified by custom\ry law or usage in the country. I again 
appeal to certain honourable gentlemen of this House not to repeat 
the formal empty slogans which are used in other parts of India, 
with raison or without reason. Whatever may be advantages, it is 
very clear that the minorities here are pampered and are cared for 
in- that they are even put on all select committees even when other 
considerations may not justify or irrtjpel us to include them. I 
want to be euphemistic. There is no point in people, repeating 
oppression of minority suppression of their views or imposition of 
majority will and so forth, lam sorry that in spite of the feet 
that very laudable work is carried on by the University of Madras 
and since than by the University of Travancore, seemingly edu¬ 
cated men tire carried away by what is called the herd instinct. 

I appeal to the honourable members to ctecide things on their 
merits, to develop that capacity to come to a detached point of 
view. It is very difficult to start with, I admit. Concentrated 
effort' I am afraid I am becoming a little pedagogic—will- end in 
some sort of success- , I have only to say that it will, be a great 
charge against the State if the society does not make itself respon¬ 
sible for the maintenance and reputation of a large number of its 
helpless young men and women. It is in order to afford every 
man his status in life, every man to live withoatthe stigma of birth 
not recognised by society, that this Bill is enacted. I have come 
across many Muslims and Catholics of the same denomination as 
my friend Mr..Fletcher. They were not very vioknt about it. In 
fact they had nothing to speak against the Bill. One .or two 
honourable members who were quoting Muslim Law have not done 
full justice to the law itself. Muhammedan Law makes a distinc¬ 
tion—l say from memory—between people of one class Kithabis, 
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uud Non-Kithabis or people ot another group. Non-Kithabis, ac¬ 
cording to the Muslim Law, are the idol worshippers. The ^Hindus 
of India, according to the best Muslim opinion, are not Kithabis. 
According to the Muslim Law. religions which have no Prophets 
cannot ba known as Kithabis. i may point out that according to 
the Mohammedan Law, marriage between a Muslim girl and a 
Hindu cannot be deemed to be a" marriage between a Kithabi and 
a Non-Kithabi. I would make a suggestion that if anybody is in¬ 
terested to know the actual position lie may acquaint himself with 
the Korhan which is in Arabic or consult some Muslim authority 

Behind the Muslim comes the doughty Catholic- According 
to some, their religion is in danger. But: devoted Catholics else¬ 
where are not against the provisions of this Bill because the enact¬ 
ment iu its very nature does not compel the orthodox Muslim, the 
Catholic or the Hindu to come within its ambit. It compels only 
those, according to some, who have fallen away from the grace. 

Mr. Abdul Tayeb Shaikh Kaderbhoy - May I inform 
the honourable member that there is no objection for a marriage 
between a Muslim boy and a non-Muslin girl provided she is will¬ 
ing to be converted into Mohammedanism, 

Mr. Kochikal P. Balakrishnan Tampi : For the in¬ 
formation of my friend, I may say that this Bill does not. compel 
anybody to follow its provisions who are too religious in that sense 
of the word. Therefore good Muslims need not be so anxious 
about any Islamic young or old mail in that, community to go out of 
the religion and enter into marital relationship with a woman from 
any other community. Therefore I appeal to the House, although 
I did not myself obey the instructions which I humbly give to the 
House, not to waste our time but to easily make this into law. 

Mr. Kottur Kunjukrishna Pillai: I wish to oppose 
the amendment. .In doing so I do not think it is necessary for me 
to consider the elaborate arguments put forward by my friends 
Mr. Mahomed Ismail and Mr. Fletcher for the simple reason that 
those very learned arguments would be strictly relevant only if I 
had introduced amendments either in the Christian law of marriage 
or in the M uslim law of marriage. This Bill seeks none of these. 
For the information of those honourable members who opposed the 
Bill, I may say that if does not obstruct any system of marriage 
either legal or illegal. I think the opponents of the Bill might have 
thought that if anybody wants to have illegal marital relationship 
he can do it only by coming under provisions of this Bill. It is 
not necessary. In other words I want to assure the House that this 
Bill does not seek or think it possible to prohibit concubinage. To 
Yol. XIX—No. 2. 
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put it plainly, those who oppose the Bill want to continue the 
freedom of-communities to indulge in extra marital relations 
without; responsibilities imposed by any law. 

Mr. K. K. Kuruvilla: I wish to know how this Bill can 
prevent concubinage, 

Mr. Kottur Kuajukrishna Pillai: .It can be prevented 
if the man and the woman agree. They need not come in under 
this law if they so wish. Even now they are free to do it. If the 
man and the woman agree they can well carry on as now. It. is only 
when the partners agree 10 come under the provisions of this Bill 
that they are obliged to undertake the responsibilities. So that, the 
Bill does not seek to disturb anybody. If they want marriage only 
after conversion they can do so. If they do not agree on conversion 
but agree to continue the concubinage, they can very well do so. 
But if both agrees to come under the provisions of some Act and 
give the wife and the children the status of legal relationship, then 
this Bill helps such people. You cannot think of a Bill which is 
under non-interfering- It, is open for both parties to say that, 
they refuse to come under the provisions of the Act. If the man 
yields to the wish of the wife, then here is enabling provisions in 
"the Bill. If-both of them agree, there is no difficulty. I ask the 
honourable members, to consider seriously whether the Bill inter¬ 
feres with any religion. There- is absolutely no interference. If 
only the two parties say that they want a marriage under the Bill 
that this Act can supply. In that case why should von oppose a 
measure of this kind ? Why should you interfere with the indivi¬ 
dual liberty of a person ? Nobody in justice has got the 
right to deny that; freedom. I would ask the opponents of the Bill ■ 
to realise how unjustifiable it is to put forward such a suggestion. 
Even persons • belonging -to various communities should have the 
right to come under the provisions, of the Bill if they so desire. 
Under these circumstances, I do not thinkithat even the mover of 
the amendment will think that there is any serious difficulty with 
regard to the working of the Bill. There need not bo any appre¬ 
hension that there-'may be any large number of such marriages. 
From the information that I have been able to gather from Cochin 
where similar legislation lias been prepared, marriages between the 
members of prohibited communities are becoming less and less on 
account of the law. A Muslim will think twice before entering 
into a prohibited marriage because he will be compelled to shoulder 
the responsibilities arising therefrom. Therefore, I think morally 
also this Bill is good. It will check concubinage and illegal relation¬ 
ship which an; prohibited by all religions. So, even from the point; • 
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of view of orthodox Muslims to keep their faith in the puli of 
righteousness this Bill is necessary because it restricts the possibility 
of un-Islamic marital relationship- So this is a progressive 
piece of legislation, harmless and non-interfering. I think 
the apprehensions of my friends will vanish if they are prepared 
* to concede that only those who arc prepared to shoulder the respon¬ 
sibility is asked to enter into marital relationship with the members 
of other communities. In that case the children of such com¬ 
munion will be legitimate and they will discharge their duties 
properly and to the welfare of the whole country. With these 
words, I appeal to the honourable members who moved amendments 
to think over the matter and consider whether their objections are 
after all Aery substantial. 

Mr. M, K. Ananthasiva Aiyar : I wish to have_ a dsiubt 
cleared by my honourable member. Supposing a Muslim enters 
into concubinage with a non-Muslim who wants to come under the 
protection of this Act, but the Muslim does not want it, what is the 
protection here ’■ 

Mr- ICottur Kunjukrishna Pillai : Then-is absolutely 
no protection. Only if both parties agree the marriage can be 
protected under this Acr. 

Sahib Bahadur T. Mahomed Ismail : To what com¬ 
munity will the children bom of such marriages belong? 

Mr. Kottur Kunjukrishna Pillai: They will belong lo 
any eonmnmir.y they choose to belong. If (hoy choose, to be Hindus 
they can be Hindus. Fortunately after the Temple Entry Procla¬ 
mation any one who is by faith a Hindu can have all the religious 
privileges of a Hindu.' ’ ■ 

Mr. Kochikal P. Balakrishnan Tam pi: May! ask 
whether they are not going to be the first generation of lioii-denomi- 
national children of our times ? 

Mr. Kottur Kunjukrishna Pillai •• If they want they 
can very well be as non-dcnomiuntional as my honourable friend 
Mr. Tampi, 

Sahib Bahadur T. Mahomed Ismail: My friend says 
i hat the children can choose any religon. I would ask to . which 
religion they would belong before he gets the power to choose to 
himself 

Mr. Kottur Kunjukrishna Pillai : That will depend 
upon the degree of authority of one or other of the partners. 

Sahib Bahadur T. Mahomed Ismail : Therefore 
'■we leave the matter indefinite there, 

Mr. Kottur Kunjukrishna Pillai: Not m all, \V? 
leave the matter as free as it should be. 
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Sahib Bahadur T, Mahomed Ismail : Which bection 
in the Act says that a chil 1 can choose such mid such a community? 

Mr. Kottur Kunjukrishna Pillai: Sir, the merit is 
that no section says it. 

Sahib Bahadur T. Mahomed Ismail : That is t]ie 
reascfh why I say it is indefinite. 

Sahib Bahadur T. Mahomed Ismail : Sir, I have a 
right to reply before the amendment is put to vote. 

President : Yes, why don’t you exercise it. 

Sahib Bahadur T. Mahomed Ismail ; I thought that 
the Legal Remembrancer will have something to say. 

President : No. Government does not take any sides. 

* Sahib Bahadur T. Mahomed lsniail • Sir, it is four 
months since I moved this amendment and I believe I have fully 
explained the full implications of. this Bill, comparing the provi. 
sions with the provisions of the Mohammedan Law and tin: princi¬ 
ples contained in the Koran. I believe ,1 have explained every one 
of the provisions so as to convince the honourable members that 
the provisions of this Bill are against the fundamental'principles of 
Mohammedan Law, I also staled that the law of succession and 
inheritance contemplated in this Bill is against the fundamental 
principles that we wore following from the very beginning of Islam. 
I do not wish to reiterate these points but only wish to confine 
myself to say that in matters of marriage, succession and inheritance, 
this bill, is against our religion. Sir, the supporters to my 
amendment have all spoken for it four months ago. To-day I have 
heard only opposition speeches. The opposition speeches, with 
great respect to the honourable members, I must say, have not 
touched a single, point which I raised in my opening speech. They 
simply stated that, generally, it is a good measure for the country, 
and in many cases, it was an advice to rue and to my Muslim friends, 
that we fshould not press my amendment. I think that my friends 
will credit me with the sense to understand the implications of this 
Bill and how it conflicts with the principles of Islam. If only my 
honourable friends are charitable enough to credit me with that 
sense they would not have asked mo to think over the matter again. 
I thought over the matter sufficiently and it is with a full sense of 
responsibility to my country and to my community that I have 
tabled the amendment. The only argument put forward by the 
opposition is that there is much trouble ami calamity in the country 
due to the existence of concubinage which again is the consequence 
of the want of a law to legalise marriages between members of 
different communities. If one man for instance loves a woman be¬ 
longing to another community there is no provision in our law to 
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allow him to marry that woman. In order to effect love marriages, 
it is said this Bill is introduced here but I must inform this House 
that if I can be convinced that such concubinage and illegitimate 
children are all the result of this want of legal provision alone I 
can understand it. It is far from it. From this ideal state of 
affairs if we come to the simple level of. practicability, we will 
understand that it is not a question of love but it is the result of 
moral degeneration due to the irreligious attitude of modern sodfety. 

President : .Does not the Prophet Mohammad suggest that 
people who have any concubine should be stoned to death. Is it in 
the Koran ? 

Sahib Bahadur T, Mahomed Ismail: Yes, Sir. Adul¬ 
tery and concubinage are to be punished according to religion. I 
have said even lust time that they are prohibited by religion. 

President: So every Mohammadan who lives with a con¬ 
cubine is acting against the dictates of religion. Therefore why# 
should Muhammadanism have any sympathy towards those who act 
against its very religion ? 

Sahib Bahadur T. Mahomed Ismail : There is no 
question of sympathy. I am opposing a law which legalises acts 
forbidden by religion. 

President : By the very fact that he keeps a concubine he 
ceases to be a Muhammadan. 

Sahib Bahadur T. Mahomed Ismail: Ho does not 
cease to be a Muhammadan. 

President : Why not? If a Muhammadan who goes to a con¬ 
cubine is directed by Prophet as deserving to be stoned to death, 
can he continue to be a Muhammadan if he lives in concubinage ? 
If he is not a Muhammadan how, is the Muhammadan community 
concerned with any one who is not a Muhammadan ? 

Sahib Bahadur T. Mahomed Ismail '■ He does not cease 
to be a Muhammadan simply'because he lives in concubinage. He can 
marry her, he can repent and he may be punished. But as long as he 
believes in God and religion and other requisite principles he re¬ 
mains a Muslim. Again this Bill allows him to remain a Muslim 
and inherit. 

Mr. Puthupalli S. Krishna Pillai : Is it a rule that 
when a person is stoned to . death only small stones should be 
used ? *' 

Sahib Bahadur T. Mahomed Ismail: It is only an in¬ 
junction just to prohibit him from indulging in such matters. 
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President : There is u very elaborate story both in the Old 
Testamout end ilie Purnnas dealing with various kinds of offences 
for which stoning is prescribed. 

Sahib Bahadur T. Mahomed Ismail •• The Holy 
Koran also provides punishments tor such offences- 

There is no provision, it is said, for love-marriage. I think the 
oriental conception of love according to every religion is to love 
whom you marry rather than to marry whom you love. Love is a 
sacred think" ami therefore we can love a lady only after marrying 
her. 

President : What about Tamiuch and Itustum in “Sohnib 
and Sustain”? Both of them loved before marrying. 

Sahib Bahadur T, Mahomed Ismail : These- novel ex¬ 
amples and individual instances should not be considered when we 
are discussing questions of principle. I must also stale that the 
reason why this Bill is brought forward, as one of my friends, Mr. 

» Cesavan, stated in'his speech,. is rather sentimental, lie said that 
when a Musalman mates with a non-Muslim woman it is a matter of 
heart-burning to the members of the woman’s community, I would 
ask honourable members whether we cannot keep our women as 
■women consistent with womanly qualities. If they can bo kept 
according to decency and within bounds, then there is no necessity 
for luiart-burning. 

Mr. Puthupalli S. Krishna Pillai : What about man P 

Sahib Bahadur T. Mahomed Ismail : Men are also ex¬ 
pected to keep themselves within bounds, but if women are allowed 
to. flirt about with their charms and keep their doors open, men arc. 
liable to be led astray. 

Mr, V'. Sankara Menon : May I know whether men are 
atk> susceptible to enchantments ? ' ' 

Sahib Bahadur T. Mahomed Ismail : If my honourable 
friend.Mr. V. Sankara Menon, old as he is, is still alive to enchant¬ 
ments he can have his own way. 

Sir, this heart-rending problem is not a problem which could 
be cured by tivi,> law. . I don’t think there is any necessity for me 
to go into the questions that I have discussed last time elaborately. 

Mr. K. K. Kuruvllla: How will this Bill conflict with reli¬ 
gious principles, when we h;*ve a right'to excommunicate a person 
if ho disobeys an injunction. How can then religion be in danger ? 

Sahib Bahadur T. MahomecUsmail : This law nulli¬ 
fies the provisions of excommunication, Supposing Tor instance 
a Muslim woman marries a Christian. Then, according to this law, 
she remains a Muslim even if she is excommunicated and she can 
claim inheritance. Thus though she ceases to be a Muslim this law 



makes her a Muslim. So it is that we protest. It is because of 
those basic principles, I lmve stated that this law is opposed to re- 

Besides. al! rhe Muslim members- of this House and Muslim 
associations ’and individuals throughout Travancore have protested 
ayninst this Bill and still do so. If that is the opinion of a whole 
community, minority or majority, if the whole Muslim community 
of 5 lakhs of people unanimously protest that it should not be im¬ 
posed on ihon, where is the necessity for imposing this law 

Mr. Kochikal P. Balakrishnan Tampi : Were not 
many against vaccination ? 

Sahib Bahadur T. Mahomed Ismail ; Sir. these - silly 
questions can better he left unanswered. 

Mr. Kochikal P. Balakrishnan Tampi : My honourable 
friend seems to find it difficult to acclimatise himself with the 
politeness of this House. I hope he will withdraw his remark. 

Sahib Bahadur T. Mahomed Ismail : Sir, I warn to 
know whether the word ‘silly’ is parliamentary or unparliamentary." 

President : Certainly unparliamentary. 

Mr. Kochikal P. Balakrishnan Tampi : lie must 
withdraw that expression. 

President : Order, order. The word ‘silly’ has been the 
subject of much discussion even elsewhere. It has been stated that 
an honourable member can be accused of being silly without 
coining within the unparliamentary ambit. And there are. many 
things which are parliamentary and which according. to courtesies of 
the House are not indulged in. I appeal to the honourable mem¬ 
bers not to do so. 

Mr. Kochikal P. Balakrishnan Tampi : Can I retort 
that by saying barbarian- or some such thing ? 

President - The Chair will then exert itself to find whether 
it is unparliamentary or not. {Laughter). 

Sahib Bahadur T. Mahomed Ismail ; 1 may also say 

citat the policy of the Government is also to protect religion. If 
one particular community says that this enactment is against their 
religion, Government ought to give due weight to their sentiments. 
Therefore, it-is my humble request to the honourable members ot 
this House and to the members of Government to see that my 
amendment is passed so that we may not bo subjected -to this law 
which we do not want'. 

The>amendment'was put and lost. 

Mr. Sahib Bahadur T- Mahomed Ismail : Sir, I 
demand a poll.

Sahib Bahadur T. Mahomed Ismail: Sir, before the 
House proceeds with the next amendment I wish to make a state¬ 
ment. Since we the Muslims believe that the paovisions of this Bill 
are against the fundamental principles of Islam we think that it is 
our duty not to participate in the further proceedings of this Bill- 
Therefore, as a protest against the action of the majority in impos- 
ing a law on an unwilling minority we walk out of this House. 
(Mr. Ismail and other Muslim non-official members walked out of 
the Chamber).

Marriage is a sacrament and as such has to he conducted with certain 
rituals under certain versons who are authorised to conduct such 
marriages, especially the priests. Under this Bill the marriage will 
be only a contract which may exist for a shorv time or for a long 
time. And this contract also allows divorce at any time. The 
Catholic Church does not permit short-time marriages. According 
to it a marriage is binding on both parties as long as they live. 
They cannot think of a, divorce. 

President : Order, Order. Doss she honours ole member 
apply this to the other member of the Christian community or to 
only Catholics ? 

Mr. James Fletcher- 1 am bcginnim; vltn ine Cuuolics,

Mr, T. W. U. Park: i may say for the information of the 
honourable member that there are various communities other.than 
Catholics whore ch o cc i ch ,«lu.mvn.

Mr. Puthupally S. Krishna Pillai .• Is there any law in 
Travanaora prohibiting divorce ? 

Mr, James Fletcher: Here there is no law for either 
allowing divorce or for prohibiting the same. Sir, in any case, 
divorce is against the religious canons of the Christians in Travan- 

_ President ; I am speaking subject to correction. I think 
judicial separation is permitted in Christian tenets. 

Mr. James Fletcher ; Yes, Sir, Judicial separation ia 
permitted. 

Mr. K. K. Kuruvilla ? May 1 know whether His Holiness 
the Pope can allow a divorce ? 

President : Annulment of marriage, judicial separation and 
divorce stand on separate footings. I believe I am correct,

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Mr. James Fletcher : Sir, whftt. I submit is that as the 
principles contained in the Bill are opposes to the canons of the 
Catholic religion, the Catholics should he exempted from the opera¬ 
tion of this legislation. 

S?ir, this Bill mt>y !*• necessary m a country where religion is 
not jfv-ery important fcictor. Here we are bound by the principles of 
religion in all our social conducts. Religion has a great hold on the 
people of our country. 

Mr. Kochikal P. Balakrishnan Tampi : Which is the 
country where religion has no hold '? 

Mr. James Fletcher : I mean Russia. 

Mr. Kochikal P. Balakrishnan Tampi: Is not the 
Church powerful in Russia ? 

Mr. James Fletcher sV. <n pus m. W mi, n a 

socialistic countrr a Bill of dns sort is necessary. Those countries 
allow short-time or long-time marriages, divorce and other things. 
Moreover the existence of tins Bill may be an inducement to our 
people to adopt the principles of the Conumnustic . Russia here also. 
So, I submit, sir that this Bill may exclude Christian’s from its 
operation. So far as the Hindus are concerned marriage is a sacra¬ 
ment for them also. - 

Mr, Puthupally S. Krishna Filial: Haw the Catholics 
been exempted from the British Indian Civil Marriage Act ? 

Mr. James Fletcher Uiri-tiuriH are all exempted from 
the operation of that Act. Another reason for the exemption of the 
Christians is that this law wiU bring a certain amount of misunder¬ 
standings among the members of the various communities. Though 
the children may become undenominational, we will find much' 
heart-burnings and domestic troubles on account of them. 

President : That does happen with regard to the union 
between Catholics and non-Cnthohcs. The question of bringing up 
the children has often arisen iu such families whether the children 
should follow the father’s faith or the mother’s, faith. So much so, 
special arrangements are made in certain families in this respect. 

Mr. James Fletcher; In any event, such marriages are 
few in our country and very rare even iu a place like Cochin where 
this law has been introduced. W ith these words I once again request 
the honourable members to accept my amendment with regard to 
the exclusion of Christians from the operation of this Bill. 

Mr. K. K. Kuruvilla; Sir, We Christians believe that 
marriage is a sacrament and we have our own rites and ceremonies 
in connection with such marriages. I welcome this Bill on that very 
ground. I believe that iu all religions there should Only , be.true 
followers, true Hindus, or true Chribtiane, or true Mohammedans 
and the communities concerned may excommunicate those in their 
fold who are uoi true to their religion. ’ 
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will be left behind f 

Mr K. SC Kuruvilla: It may be Shut only a dossen or two 
are left within the fold of each religion; .but the world will be 
much better if only people who have true ideals live together and 
have communion with each other for their common good. J do not 
believe that numbers will greatly .Help theprogress of the world and 
for bringing in the Kingdom of God. therefore what I claim for 
the Christian Church is tint rite to excommunicate from that 
Church every one who misbehaves or violates the principle of the 
Church. I welcome thi Bid fieco.-e 1 ’’or my own Church desire 
that everv man who marries outside the principles of the Christian' 
religion should be excommunicated. 1 would rather have a world 
of true religions people on the one side and ■< world of men and 
women without it on the other- 

Mr. Kochikal P. Balakrishiian lampi Is ii not a 
case ot inverted fenaucwm ? 

Mr. K. K. Kuruvilla» lo my mind it seems that only those 
who hold true to their religion ana religious principles must remain 
within the religious fold and that all others must remain outside it. 
If a'particular Christian wains to marry somebody other than a 
Christian and he dors not want, i olive by the faith and the princi¬ 
ples of the Christian religion, lei him marry and live according to 
the particular standard which the society sets up for him. I there¬ 
fore support this Bill, while hi liu same time T hold evy rcimciniisly 
to the principles and rites of my own Church.

We have our 
marriages performed according ro our own rites and those who pre¬ 
fer to marry according to those rites must adhere to the laws of our 
■ Church and denomination. The dissolution of marriage or divorce 
must not affect any fo> in cf nurrn n i other th m th< one advocated 
in the Bill. I therefore suggest that my amendment bo accepted. J 
hope the House will appreciate mv point of view. 

Chairman : In sections preceding Clause 20, which we 
have passed already, the word “ Marriage ” alone appears, and I do 
not see any reason why the marriage m this clause should be 
amended. Further this Bui will imply onlv to marriages under this 
Bill and it is on that understanding that me preceding sections 
where the word “ Marriage ' occurs have been passed. 

Mr. K, K. Kuruvilla : f am much obliged to the Chair for 
the statement that this Bill relates only to Civil Marriages and not' 
to marriages conducted according to other rites. 1 want if possible 
to hear .what the Legal Remembrancer lias to say in the matter. 

Mr. Puthupalli S. Krishna Pillai ; bn-, all the provi¬ 
sions contained in this Bill apply only to marriages celebrated in ac¬ 
cordance with the provisions of this Bill. In the preamble we pro¬ 
vide that it is intended to deal with marriages which could not be 
contracted under any other law. The Bill itself is called “ Special 
Marriage and Succession Bill,’ 5 In most of the sections we simply 
use the word “Marriage ” indicating marriage celebrated in accord¬ 
ance with the provisions of this Bill. It will not cover any other 
marriage which does not fall within the ambit of this Bill, "There- 
fore the use of the word “ Civil ” before the word “ Marriage ” 
vyould be superfluous. Further if we adopt the present amend¬ 
ment in Clause 20, the same will have to be adopted in all the other' 
sections of the Bill where the word “ Marriage ’’ occurs. 

Mf. K. K. Kuruvilla : in the light of the statements by 
the Legal Remembrancer that the marriage in this Bill refers only 
to Civil Marriage, I withdraw my amendment. 

The amendment was, by leave, withdrawn. 

Mr. K. K. Kuruvilla : Sir, I move that sub-clause (ii) of 
Clause 20 be deleted. Mutual consent is a matter very difficult, of 
expression. The closer people live together the greater is the occa¬ 
sion perhaps to have differences, of opinion and in a fit of anger the 
man and woman may mutually consent to have a registered docu¬ 
ment of divorce about which a week or a month after they may 
regret. 

Mr. Puthupally 5. Krishna Pillai : If they regret, is 
there anything to prevent them from remarrying under this Bill ? 
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Mr. K. K. Kuruvilla : Weli, Sir, I have heard that this 
custom exists in Russia. If we introduce such a kind of marriage 
and re-marriage, a man may marry in Kottayam and after divorce 
may marry m Chengannur and after divorcing the woman married 
in Chengannur he may go to Thimvalla, and so on. It will be a 
very difficult and dangerous thing. I therefore say that marriage 
should not be dissolved my mutual consent but only by a formal - 
order of dissolution as provided for in the next sub-clause. It will 
be a great: social hi justice if we make divorce easy. . It will, have 
very dangerous social consequences, I hope that, the House will 
accept my amendment. 

The amendment was lost for want of seconding. The question 
that Clauses 20 and 21 stand part, of the Bill was put and errried- 
Clause 22. 

Mr. K. K. Kuruvilla : Sir,.1 move that the word “-with, 
out " be deleted. I would suggest this amendment on the basin of 
what I'stated before. 

Mr. Puthupally S. Krishna Pillai : I may be permitted 
to point out that the amendment, if accepted, will lead to. an absur¬ 
dity. Mr. Kuruvilla says that the word ‘‘ without ” may be deleted 
The clause will read as follows : 

‘‘What ia reasonable compensation shall, in oaae of dispute, be deter¬ 
mined by the court attar an enquiry into the position, means and 
olronmstances or the parties but going into the grounds o! the pro¬ 
posed dissolution ; and It shall in no case exceed five thousand 
rupees. " 

It does not read properly: 

Mr. K. K. Kuruvilla : I say that it should be 14 after going 
into the grounds. ” As I said before, anybody may submit a petition 
and he has no right to snv- whether the wife or the husband waS 
intsigated by somebody else or whether they came to blows on some 
insignificant reason. I shall just narrate an incident which occurred 
at Kozhencherry. A friend of mine saw a woman lying on the road 
vary much ill created. He wanted r o render help to her. Then 
the people who were nearby said that if he helped her she and her 
husband would agree together and fight him. In England there is, 

I understand, a decision called decree nise and after 6 months the 
case is investigated and a decision arrived at. If such a provision is 
made in a place like England, is it safe to have such an easy system 
of divorce in Travancore where sentiments play such an important 
part in human life. 

Mr. Kochlkal P. Balakrishnau Tamp! : Is it the 

honourable member’s view that there should be plentiful washing 
of dirty lineu in the divorce courts ? 
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Mr K. K, Koruvilla = Of cmin-e, M-. Tauipi can argue & 
case, but he need hoi wash dirry linefi. He can do it in a private 

Whether this House accepts this amendment or not, it is dan¬ 
gerous to the healthy social development of this counlay that di¬ 
vorce should be made so cheap and so easy. I want- to make my 
emphatic protest against this clause yvhich will have the effect of 
making the social life of this country dangerous. 

Mr-Kochikal P. Balakrishnan 1'ampi = Is the hono¬ 
urable member aware that opinion is not uniform .even in Christian 
countries regarding divorce—alient the easiness or otherwise of 
getting divorce f 

Mr. K.K. Koruvilla : i mil afraid in nil these cases my 
standard is not public opinion, my standard is con-(deuce. So I do 
not. attach very much importance whether public opinion is for this 
or not. 

Mrs. Abernatn (jnanasikhamony : 1 second the amend¬ 
ment. 

Mr. Kottur Kunjukrishna Pillai : Sir, 1 wish to say a 
Word in oppoasiug this amendment, because it should not appear 
that, we are all obvious of the profound moral virtues adumbrated by 
the mover of this amendment. 

(At this stage the President took the Uliair.) 

By his amendment he wants the parties to be compelled to 
say things which no decent mauer woman would be willing to say 
and thus further embitter relations, Sir, once it is found that 
these two people cannot agree, why should anybody else go into 
the details of their disagreement,? It is absolutely necessary to 
have the clause as it is in order to serve the humanitarian purpose 
which uiy friend has at heart. On the other hand, if the amend¬ 
ment is accepted it will be perpetuating the hardships of married 
life by compelling them to continue in the unhappy relationship 
without acknowledging a mistake which evidently happened. You 
must give them an opportunity to acknowledge a mistake. Civi¬ 
lized opinion is corning round to this view. None of these imposi¬ 
tions and inquisitorial methods of keeping married couple together 
are going to succeed. We have to reconcile ourselves to that not 
in a spirit of frustration that society is degenerating, but in the 
»pirit that society is becoming more enlightened and progressive. 
Human relationship should be based on enlightened freedom. So, 
with all the force at my command 1 cay. that this amendment 
should not be adopted*

President: The clause says that no person shall obtain 
certain disabilities- By adding the word “except” how will you 
achieve your object 7 

Mr. P. R. Godavarma Raja : He will incur forfeiture. 

President : The wording of the amendment is not legally 
correct. The Legal Remembrancer will please help the member to 
draft his amendment properly-,' mid it will be taken up after lunch. 

Mr. Puthupalli S. Krishna Pillai = Mr Raja has the 
same kind of amendment to Clause 32 also. He wants to omit 
Clause 32. If that is accepted then this will not arise. Mr. 
Thuppau Nambudiri’s contention was that though under the Name 
budiri law, a Nambudiri is not entitled to claim partition, for the 
purpose of defeating that law if a Nambudiri marries an Bzhava, 
the family property will have to be divided. Mr. Thuppan Nam- 
budiri said that he would withdraw his objection if the House 
would consider favourably the proposal made by Mr. Raja, one of 
which is the amendment to Clause 28 and the other in for the omis¬ 
sion of Clause 32.

Tlic Malayala Brahmins Act has not provided fW partition of pro. 
perties. So, if any member of the family marries, accordin'? to 
this Act he gets his share of the property automatically. That 
may give rise to disruption of the family. There mav arise 
hi its and the family will have to bear costs. , 

President : There .is another aspect. What is the position 
of the senior member of the family when such marriage takes 
place ? So, only one way is possible. 

Mr. P. R. Godavarma Raja ; According to me, Chase 32 
must be deleted and iny amendment to Clause 28 also should 
be passed. But there are.some difficulties now. 

Rajyasevapravina G. Parameswaran Pillai : Sir, 
may I put in a word, if this amendment is carried there is this 
contingency of an unwanted . member. Ho cannot, be got rid of 
even if he wants to. Nor could he himself get away. Suppose a 
man goes and marries against, the will of the other members, seced¬ 
ing from the family becomes impossible. 

Mr, P- R. Godavarma Raja: -Theprovision should bit 
such that if a member goes and marries outside, he loses his .share 
of-maintenance. . 

President ; There is no question of maintenance, in this 
clause. 

Rajyasevapravina G. Parameswaran Pillai : May 

I make one suggestion. If some amendment is contemplated to 
Clause 28, these Clauses 28 and 32 may be considered together. 

President: But Clause 32 does noi take us anywhere. 
The deletion of that will not give any relief to anybody. 

Deletion .would apparently lead to the conclusion as the Chief 
Secretary remarked, that a person who has contracted a marriage 
let it be"somebody whom he ought not to, will nevertheless be a 
member of the joint family without any right iu it. It is impossi¬ 
ble either to send him out or for him to go out. But, that: is not 
the result which the honourable.member wants. Is it not so? 

Mr, P. R. Godavarma Raja : Yes, Sir. Therefore both 
these clauses may be taken together. 

President: I think that to clarify matters the House will 
now adjourn-and meet again at 2 p. m.

r few words on this amendment. .1 see very groat justification for 
* the amendment and 1 will be failing in my drily if 1 do not sym¬ 
pathise with the objects of the mover of the amendment. Rut: tho 
argument put forward by tny esteemed friend Mr. Thuppun 
Nambudiri speaks of the difficulties that are in existence even with¬ 
out this provision of law so that, it may he argued perhaps that if 
those difficulties exist, now it is not going to be worsened after this 
Bill is passed. But 1 do not wish to take that line of argument. 
Here the amendment though justifiable in the sense that it respects 
the sentiments of the, joint family community has got one defect 
which I should point out. It is alright to say that a Nambudiri 
gentleman mafrying from one of the communities from which mar¬ 
riages are prohibited by custom and law ■ will create difficulties if 
he tries to exercise management as Karanaynn and insist: on the 
right of residence in the family house. That is conceded and that 
is effectively prevented by the amendment. If it only went thus 
far, there would have been no objection at all, 'But suppose a 
Nair gentleman marries a Nambudiri lady. He also loses the right 
of living in the Nair family Tarwad and exercising the right as a 
Karanavan by the management of Tarwad properties which is not, 
intended by the mover. 

Mr, Kochikal I>. Balakrishnan Tampi • Does the 
member know that when a Nambudiri woman marries a Nair, ac¬ 
cording to her custom she becomes an out-caste and goes down in 
the social scale very much. 

Mr. Kottur kunjtlkrishtja Filial : That happens in can; 
when a Nambudiri marries from another religion or a prohibited com¬ 
munity. He loses his caste. The question of losing of castes arises 
. in both cases- The mover of the amendment does not intend to 
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£Mr. Kottur Kunjukrishna Pillai] 

deprive the right of a hiair gentleman who marries aNambudiri lady 
for the infringement of custom that he should not live in his Tar. 
wad house. But that is only by way of pointing out that the 
amendment goes far beyond the intention of the mover. All the 
same, to accommodate minority opinion and sentiment, I am pre¬ 
pared to go very far indeed and so I have very great pleasure to 
accept the amendment.

Clause 32 of the Bill has undergone fl substan¬ 
tial alteration in as much as it deprives a person who marries under 
this Act of all rights of joint living in the family and all rights of 
management of the properties to which he stood entitled prior to 
the date of the marriage. Before this amendment was made, there 
was no disqualification created in respect of a marriage under this 
Act. The amendment has deprived him of a substantial right and it 
affects the fundamental principle involved in the Bill. The Bill 
itself will have to be scrutinised particularly with reference to the 
new amemlmejir. that has been made and the bearing of that amend¬ 
ment upon the different provisions of the Bill. So it is inadvisable 
that the third residing should be proceeded with just at present, 
The regular work in connection with the Bill has been finished.

Mr. James Fletcher : Sir, I support the resolution. As 
it is, the students are now given free education in primary schools. 
I am also of the opinion that those parents who can afford to pay 
for the education of their children in primary schools should be 
asked to pay. The poor pupils ns .well as the rich pupils get now 
free education. The mover of the resolution desires that those who 
can afford to pay and those’whose incomes are above Ks. 50 per 
mensem may be asked to pay. Probably my friend might have 
taken the clue from the recent introduction of payment in hospitals. 
I do not know whether Government have found it a success with 
regard to the introduction of payment in hospitals. The mover has 
fixed Chs. 10 per boy or girl student. 

Mr. T. w. U. Park : May I know whether 10 chs. is to be 
paid annually,"or monthly, or daily by the parent ? 

Mr. James Fletcher : Though it is not specifically stated 
in the resolution I think the mover might have intended that amount 
as a monthly payment. . 

Now, Sir, with regard to the fact that hundred or more, boys 
are clubbed together in a class, I may say that this should not be 
allowed as one teacher will not be in a position to control all the boys. 

Mr. A. Gopala Menon : 1 beg to question the statement. Sir. 

Mr. James Fletcher : Sir, I also, really want to know 
whether it is a fact. 

Mr. A. Gopala Menon ; No, ilir*.. It is not a fact. 

Mr. James Fletcher : I am gratified to know that this is 
not a fact. Sir, in many primary school# the full compliment of 
teachers are rarely found in a school.' I am particularly referring 
to a school - in Nedumangad. There two or three teachers were 
absent for a long time. 

Mr. PuthupaHiS. Krishna Pillai: How can'the absence 
of teachers in a Government school be remedied by levying 10 
chuckranrs fee ? 

Mr. James Fletcher : WhatT am suggesting is* whether 
the amount is collected from the p.upils or not, there should be a 
reasonable number of teachers in every school and education should 
be given without reference to the compulsory nature of the pay* 
ment. . The only point is that the amount so collected should con¬ 
tribute to the enhancement of the pay of the teachers.' - - . 

Mr. Puthupalll S. Krishna Pillai ; May I know what 
is the minimum pay of a teacher ?•

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Mr. James Fletcher : Rs. 15. \Veare referring to the 
schools conducted by Government. There the minimum pay is 
Rs. 15. Considering the educational qualifications which these 
teachers possess this pay may be inadequate, 

Mr. A. Gopala Menon : May I know what is the qualifi¬ 
cation proscribed for these teachers ? 

Mr. James Fletcher ; They must pass the IX Glass in 
Malayalam. 

Mr. A Gopala Menon : May I know wlrnt pay is given 
to persons in other Departments who have the same qualification ? 

Mr. James Fletcher : The pay in other departments can¬ 
not be compared with the pay of these teachers. In other depart¬ 
ments there is scope for getting higher pay more easily than in 
the case of teachers. In the Judicial Department the people of 
this qualification can rise up to Rs. 40 or 5Q a month. On the 
other hand a ninth class qualified man who has got himself trained 
can aspire only up to Its. 25. 

Mr. A. Gopala Menon : No, Sir. They can aspire up to

Mr. James Fletcher : That is why I referred to cess 
made in the hospitals. IT the guardian or parent of a pupil doeB 
not give correct figures with regard to his income, the Proverthicar 
can verify that. Then again the income tax collectors can tell 
what is tha income of a particular person. Therefore it is. easy to 
ascertain who all get more than Rs. 50 per mensem in a district. 

Mr. M. K. Ananthasiva Aiyar : Can this be not reme¬ 
died if jve have two sets of .schools—one levying enhanced fees and 
the other levying no fees at all ? . 

Mr. James Fletcher : There should be no distinction 
among the pupils who are rich and those who are poor. AH the 
children should be allowed to mingle with each other. '• 

Mr. M. K. Ananthasiva Aiyar : May I know from the 
member whether the character and qualities of certain pupils are 
deteriorating owing to their mingling with common boys ? 
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Mr. James Fletcher : I am of the opinion that the com- 
mon hoys should be allowed to mingle with clever and intelligent 
Ijovs su that they may be benefited of such associations. 

Mr. Kochikal P. Balakrishnan Tatnpi : May I know 
whether the honourable member is aware that Mr. Anauthasiva 
Aiyar’s common boys become snobish by mingling with the child¬ 
ren of the rich ? 

Mr. James'FIetcher : That may also be right. Sir, that the 
future of our people depends much on—the education of our children. 
Therefore the teachers should be well paid to induce them to work 
satisfactorily. For this purpose I support the resolution. 

Mr. Kochikal P. Balakrishnan Tampi : Sir, I oppose 
the resolution although I accept the principle of it. I really wel¬ 
come the spirit with which Mr. Kuriyppe has moved the resolution. 
1 am really hopeful of the advent of responsible and responsive 
Government because such resolutions evince that non-officials are 
coming to shoulder their responsibilities and that they have the 
moral courage to propose schemes of taxation. To that extent and 
in that spirit I certainly admire the feeling underlying that re¬ 
solution. 

But I am one with my friend Mr. Fletcher in believing that 
elementary school teachers need relief more iu private schools per¬ 
haps than in Government schools. That is not a resolution regard¬ 
ing the department of Education and I do not wish to speak hei'e 
about the crowded nature of the class-rooms or the lack of furniture 
or the under-feeding of the teachers and the taught. They are 
perhaps quite extraneous to this resolution. But I may point out 
that this resolution in the shape it is is impracticable. I am sorry I 
gave myself to misunderstand by my friend Mr. Fletcher, Now I 
knew that Mr. Fletcher never meant a reflection on the guardians. 
He was only referring to the practice of not giving medicines free 
to those patients who can afford to pay. But the working in the 
hospitals has clearly shown that it is very difficult to test the rich¬ 
ness of a man. In big hospitals it has come to my knowledge, that 
very respectable and very rich people describe themselves as very 
poor people and get medicine free. Non-officials are vying with 
officials in evading the rules. .Peons often have very innocently to 
claim the parentage of the children so as to evade dues to the hos¬ 
pital. I wish to avoid such thing's occurring in schools and spoiling 
the morality of the boys. Let us not try to make guardians swerve 
more and more from the path of virtue. I am deliberately employ¬ 
ing this circumlocucory language just to show that 90 per cent of 
the guardians would readily say that they are. too poor to pay, and 
also that the trouble and labour involved in collecting the.amount 
would bo very great.

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Mr. Kochikal P. Balakrishaan Tampi: I do not 

know bow I get more and more sympathetic towards officers. I do 
not know why they should be singled out, why should they, in the 
language of the great Galiolean, be stoned ? Are we not people with 
income ? Why should we not allow our private income to -be taxed 
before we come and dictate terms to the officers or dictate policies 
which would directly or indirectly tax these officers. I do not think 
most of the officers are overflowing with money. If they look lofty 
or uppish, it need not necessarily mean that they are comfortable. If 
non-officials feel grieved against them because they are lofty or 
uppish, it is not by proposing taxation but by looking more lofty 
and uppish that they could be brought round. That is by the way. 

This resolution is not workable because it is impossible to know 
tlie principle by which the list of people who get Ks. 50 or above 
per mensem could be kept. On the other hand, it is for the Gov¬ 
ernment and the non-officials to consider the possibility of imposing 
some educational cess which . will work on a more equitable basis 
from the point of view of taxation. I think it contains a great 
principle also. It is not merely for the luxury of getting oneself 
taxed, that Mr. Kuriyppe propose this resolution. His aim is noble 
and good. His aim is that the teachers should be properly paid. All 
will agree with him as to the necessity of a living wages to that class 
of people, who on ceremonial occasions are told that they are the . 
makers and the creators of the future citizens often by well-fed peo¬ 
ple from comfortable chairs. The case of these people should be 
looked into and I am one with . my frieuds Mr. Fletcher and Mr. 
Kuriyppe in thinking that elementary educational system has become 
pathetic because teachers who carry on education have not the means 
of fair living. Their condition must be improved and funds must be 
found out. 1 do not quite agree with Mr. Ananthasiva Aiyar in 
thinking that there should be regional kenyaisation or regional se¬ 
gregation of the rich and the poor. However much it may beprae. 
ticable in the locality in which Mr. Ananthasiva Aiyar is carry¬ 
ing on his laudable educational activities, in other parts of the State- 
it-is very difficult to segregate the rich and the poor. That principle 
is always bad and unhealthy. I am also- at the same time alive to 
the point hinted at by Mr. Ananthasiva Aiyar, but under a system of 
democracy what Mr. John Morlay called ; responsive assimilation 
would be going on. The children of the refined and educated 
parents will be subjected to a process of vulgarisation by mingling 
"with the children of the butchers and bakers, and ihe children of the 
butchers and bakers correspondingly would become more and more 
refined than other children of their class, because of their contact 
with more fortunate children. That is an inevitable process in demo¬ 
cracy which Mrs. Partington or Mr. Ananthasiva Aiyar cannot effecti¬ 
vely retard. In that connection I remember that oft-quoted saying 
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of George Bernard Shaw that when Negroes were converted to 
Christianity, instead of christianising Negroes it was merely negroi- 
sing Christianity. .Anyway, this resolution is not acceptable in the 
form in which it is worded. Therefore I would certainly protest 
against any form of additional burden on the tax payer at this time, 
when war is coming nearer home when people having an income of 
less than Rs. 100 need all possible kind of help that philanthropy 
might suggest. This is not the time to tax them. Therefore to the 
extent Mr. Kuriyppe says we must tax ourselves for the education 
of our children I am one with him but I oppose him because this is 
not the economically the best time to’think about it and also because 
the resolution, as it is worded, is a little impracticable when we 
consider its applicability to real facts in life.

The honourable mover of this resolution has 
made it plain,•although it was contradicted by the honourable mem¬ 
ber for Education, that in his place there are primary schools where 
there are upwards of one hundred pupils in one single class. 1 do 
not think it is true- I can understand if he says that there are 50 or 
60 boys in certain classes in certain primary schools.

So, before increasing the salary of ilielow-paid teachers, parti¬ 
cularly in the aided primary schools, we have to look to the effici¬ 
ency of teaching. If that is to be done, we will' find that we will 
have to appoint a number of new hands in many schools. That 
itself will make a large demand on the public coffers- The mover 
of the resolution does not contemplate this fact. He forgets that, 
fact and makes the request that the salary of the existing teachers 
must be increased. Even with regard to that, he has placed no 
statistics before us. In the first place we have to obtain information 
as to how many persons there will be in the State having an income 
of Rs. 50 and above a month. I do not know*, whether he means 
net income or gross income. Even assuming that it is gross income, 
he has not shown the sum of money that he will be able to raise. In 
the absence of such statistics, how can we work out; this impossible 
and vague resolution? I think that the resolution, as it stands, is 
quite impracticable. So the first thing I would ask him to do is to 
prepare statistics to show that sufficient money can be raised and 
also to show that so many hands will have to be newly appointed 
and that with the money obtainable a certain percentage of increment' 
can be given to the teachers- In the absence of these facts I am at 
a loss to understand how the resolution can become the subject of 
serious discussion in this House. For these reasons, I oppose the 
resolution, although, as I said, I appreciate the willingness of the 
people to be taxed to lighten the' burden of Government. 

Sahib Bahadur T. Mahomed Ismail : Sir,’I oppose the 
, resolution. In spite of the democratic principle which prompted the 
1 honourable member Mr. Kuriyppe, viz., willingness to submit our¬ 
selves to fresh taxation to lessen the burden of-Government, I must 
confess that it is impossible for me to support this resolution, because 
it contemplates fresh taxation especially at a time when officials and 
non-officials alike are suffering much on account of war conditions. 
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(At this stage the Bewan-Prcsident took the Chair.) 

Sir, this is a time when people everywhere are clamouring £ 0 r 
free and compulsory primary education and we are also not back¬ 
ward in requesting Government to introduce the syytem of free and 
compulsory education'. In that case I think much more money than 
what is available for us to spend on education has to be spent. To 
increase the tax will be a burden on the ordinary people. It may 
be said that the ordinary people are getting an income of Kg. 50 or 
more. But in actual practice it will give rise to great complications. 
The intention of the honourable mover that the low-paid teachers 
should be paid more is quite good. But -for that money must be 
found by some other means, either by taxation of the rich or increa¬ 
sing the taxation in some other respects or by asking the Govern¬ 
ment to pay more money for education so as to increase the pay of 
the low-paid teachers. But as tbe resolution stands at present, it is 
unworkable in practice and it isrimpossible for me to support it, 

Mr. Kottur Kunjukrishna Pillai : Sir, I rise to oppose 
this resolution. I am really surprised to find the enthusiasm of my 
honourable friend Mr. Kuriyppe to introduce taxation measures and 
come to the help of Government. I think, Sir, that the Government 
of Travancore has not come to such a state of affairs that it requires 
the benign help of my friud as a financial adviser. Sir, my friend 
with the intention of finding funds for paying the low-paid teachers 
wants to impose a burden on the vast number of guardians who send 
their children to primary schools at great sacrifice.- Sir, if we look 
into the family budgets of the majority of the primary school 
students, we will find as a matter of fact, that the low-paid primary 
school teacher is affluent when compared to the meagre of the parents 
of children in primary schools.. He says a limit can be fixed. He ‘ 
says that guard ians who get an income of above Rs. 50 per mensem 
may pay the tax- Actually, it will come to this that one will have 
to be very careful not to be taxed because a man who owns pome 
little property can, easily be brought under this classification. Sir, it 
is really strange, especially when the responsibility of finding funds 
is not cast upon ns, that this resolution should come from the non- 
official side. 1 think that .the income that may be derived-, if it is 
worked in a lenient way, will be negligible and will not at all be 
sufficient to give any substantial increase to the teachers. On the 
other hand it will be a great discouragement for the progress of 
literacy in the State. Many persons are not sending students to be 
educated through all the stages of the primary school, not merely 
' because of the fact that they have not got'sufficient funds to pay 
for the children‘but triso because they find that even the put-chasing 
of books and providing dress are difficult and the very fact that 
children-are sent to schools prevents them from being utilised : as 
1 earning members for the maintenance of the family. If you add 
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another obstacle in the wav by payment of fees, (here will be suffi¬ 
cient inducement on the part of many people not to send their 
children to primary schools. I do not know whether my friend Mr. 
Kuriyppehas the intention of seeing that the position that Travancore 
occupies with regard to literacy should not be maintained and that it 
should go down in that.. If that is his intention, this House cannot' 
accept the resolution. 1 think that on the whole this is not a Very 
serious matter for the consul--ration at least on this side of the House, 
and I think, Sir, that- we should not give our support to this piece 
of advice to Government for creating obstacles for tile spread of 
literacy- i>ir, the cry in every popular body lias been to make pri¬ 
mary education free and compulsory. There would have been a 
shadow of a justification if my friend had insisted on the introduction 
of compulsion also and proposed a measure of taxation, one that will 
work properly and not the one that he has proposed which is capa¬ 
ble of much abuse. If he had proposed an education cess, though 
there may be two sides’to that question, something might have been 
said for that and if need not have been ignored as this resolution 
deserves to be ignored. 

Mr. A- Gopala MenOn : Sir, I am indebted to the honour¬ 
able members for going so thoroughly into this question which has 
been raised by my honourable friend Mr. Kuriyppe. It has been 
remarked that the State has adopted a policy of free primary educa¬ 
tion and that it will not be acceptable to the House t:o go buck upon 
that policy. It has also been mentioned that this House has on 
former occasions demanded that primary education should he made 
compulsory. Having this in view, any. proposal to levy fees on 
any class of guardians would be to prevent the possibility of the 
spread of literacy in the State. From the facts before me I have 
noticed that during the last two years the number of students 
attending schools has been diminishing year after year! 

Between 1115 and 1116 the decrease‘in the percentage' ol 
attendance has been 2’6- In'the previous year there has been a 
similar fall. Therefore, the times are against any attempt at taxing 
anybody, to levy fees, or in any way to discourage the attendance 
of pupils in schools. Again, there is one argument that has been 
mentioned in connection with this measure, and that is that there 
would be a general awakening of the guardians in the matter of 
instruction in schools, in the provision of adequate staff and such 
like neeessary arrangements. I must say for the information of 
the honourable House that to the knowledge of the Department the 
staff has always Been adequate. Although there might have been 
some delay in the recruitment of new teachers with the consequence 
that one or two classes might have been combined during the period 
there was no occasion to leave schools without teachers. It might 
so.happen that when two teachers are transferred, the substitutes 
might take time to join, and during that period the classes might be 
without teachers. Similarly, some times a teacher might go-on 
Vol. XIX.

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casual leave for a day or two- it ig possible that in the case o£ a 
large number of schools spread all over the country, the conditions 
are not always the same so that, sometimes owing to the unavoidable 
.absence of teachers some c'asses might not be held. The Depart¬ 
ment is making every attempt to provide sufficient teachers. The 
recent amalgamation of overlapping schools has released a number 
of teachers who have been posted to different places where they 
would be found useful. On this account there need be no taxation, 
no. attempt to awaken the interest of the parents to the needs of 
the schools. 

Then I come to the practical difficulties which have been dwelt 
upon by my honourable friends. The trouble would be, as hag been 
pointed out, to ascertain the people with an income of Ks. 50 and 
above. There is at present no list in which they are classified, no 
agency which collects these figures. The poor primary school 
teacher will have in future, if this resolution is adopted, to make 
lists of guardians with the prescribed income. He will have to take. 
the trouble of convincing the authorities, of refuting.the objections 
of assessees, and that would take him away ,from his legitimate duties 
and responsibilities. The collection and the audit of fee receipts 
would bo more than sufficient- worry for the poor teachers. That 
would detract the efficiency of their teaching as much as the alleged 
lowness of theiF salaries. 

I now come to another point which I wish to emphasise in 
‘ this connection. Government have been for the last 5 years keep¬ 
ing the fees of the children attending middle schools at a low 
figure. From 18 chs. it has been reduced to 14 ehs. And even 
this 14 chs„ many of the pupils are unable to pay. So much so, 
applications for exemptions from payment of fees are being received 
everyday- I am therefore afraid that any attempt to levy fees in 
primary schools wohld not only lie-a retrograde step but'it- would 
be calamitous in the present state of affairs. Much sympathy is felt 
by the honourable House, by the Government and by all concerned, 
in regard to the low pay of the teachers in aided schools. .1 feel 
that the main reason for the low payment is because only what the- 
Government pay by way of grant reach.es the teachers.' Govern¬ 
ment are paying about Its- 8 per teacher by way of grant. And 
they are getting only that amount. 

‘ Mr, Kochikal P Balakrishnan Tampi: Do all teachers 
get that grant ? 

Mr. A. Gopala Menon All homsi r.tforl is made to see 
that the amount reaches the teachers. 

But the poiut-is that all schools do not get even cliis grant. I 
.would bring to the notice of the. House that there is provision in 
the Education Code enabling private managements, who do not get 
- grants from Government, to levy fees. If there is the possibility 
of the levy of any fees, they would have attempted it now, hy levy¬ 
ing 2 ehs., 3 ehs. or 4 cits, from the pupils attending these: classes. 
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and they would have given some allowance to the teachers in those 
classes. The fact is that they do not think it advisable to do so, 
because they know that the levy of any fee would retard the progress 
of the schools. I do not therefore think that any kind of levy of 
fees in primary schools is advisable. If the low-paid teachers in 
grant-in-aid schools require any encouragement the way is open to 
the management to collect fees. Nothing more than that seems to 
be desirable or necessary. . 

If I were to speak of the general condition of the poor children, 
how they go to the schools in the morning, how they do not get 
food in the noon, any relief of this kind should be to the poor 
children and not to the teache.'S. I request the honourable member 
not to press his motion.

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Ml*. I. C. Chacko : Sir, there is no hard and fast rule oven 
now that a work should bi done on contract.. Each 1work is 
arranged for according to the merits of the case. Sometimes it 
may be advantageous to do the work departmentally, at other times 
it is advantageous to give it on contract. 

Mr. V. Sankara Menon : May I know, to whom is the 
advantage ? 

Mr. 1, C. Chacko: Both to Govern moot and for the work. 
I may say that it is in the best interests of the work and of Govern¬ 
ment that works are given on contract. Even when works are 
taken up departmentally, it would be necessary to give portions on 
contract for the supply of departmental materials as well as for ’he 
transport of materials. There works have to be given on piece¬ 
work to contractors so that instead of dealing with' one contractor 
we may have to deal with several. As far as labour- portion is 
concerned, low-paid subordinates will have to be* entrusted with 
large sums of money. The complaint on the floor of the House 
is that there is a lot of corruption in the department and this is a 
sure way of increasing that corruption. Witji regard to the point 
that contractors are.making a lot. of profit, 1 may tell the members 
this much. There is very keen competition among them and works 
are taken at 25, 30 or even 40 per cent less than the estimated cost 
and if the works are taken up departmentally, it will not be possi¬ 
ble to do works at such low' rates. That is what w r e have, learned 
by experience. 

Mr. Kochikal P. Balakrishnan Tampi : What about 
the Kundala Valley referred to by the member V 

Mr. I. C. Chacko: In connection with the PallivasaL 
Scheme, some work is being carried on t here. 

President: A reservoir is being constructed there. 

Mr. Kochikal P. Balakrishnan Tampi: The member 
was referring to some atrocities and massacres done by the con¬

retrograde step. ’ Moreover, in carrying out the works department- 
>llv the time and energy of the technical men of the department 
have to be frittered away on non-technlcal matters of detail. Gener¬ 
ally speaking, it is better to arrange works on contract basis. But 
there is no hard and fast rule. As I said, each ease will be dealt 
with on its own merits. , . , . , — 

President: Before putting this resolution to the vote, 1 
think I may explain, the position. Mr. Chacko has already 
drawn the attention of the House to some remarks that fell 
from me The position that 1 took then and to which I adhere 
now is this There are a certain number and an increasing 
number—thanks to the University and to the Engineering 
College—of qualified engineers belonging to Travancore. There are 
many’ways in which engineers may occupy themselves. One of 
those ways is to apply for appointments m the Department of 
Public Works and to wait indefinitely also applying for exemptions 
on stated occasions. Another way which I have advocated in the 
remarks to which attention has been drawn is for them to start as 
contractors in their own or other localities taking advantage of their 
knowledge of those localities and the local needs. The advantage 
of such a procedure is this. The Department of Public Works has 
got many men serving in various capacities. Some men are very 
highly qualified, others not so highly qualified- Arid, as Mr. 
Chacko has stated, it would be rather a pity and a waste of time 
and energy if the details of the work of contract were, to be 
supervised! say, earthwork or things of that, kind, by a superior

° Take for instance the work at Kundala. It is a work in¬ 
volving the very highest technical skill. Honourable members will 
realise°tbat upon the careful initiation of the reservoir, the skilled 
design of the work and meticulous supervision over the details of 
the work may depend the safety of the dam. The House may 
recollect and realise that w^ien the reservoir is completed it will be 
an artificial lake, seven or eight square miles in area, probably 3 to 
4 miles long. A little slackness in the supervision cf the construc¬ 
tion of that dam will cause most calamitous results not only to the 
surrounding districts but also to the entire population living lower 
down the hill. In such a case it is well that the constructors are 
men of the highest expert skill so. that they may from day to day, 
with the aid and assistance of their expert knowledge, scrutinise • 
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those works and their oxpert skill may sei-ve as a kind of auxiliary 
to that of the P. W. D. In such technical and complicated matters 
it is well to have contractors who are technically qualified and are 
assisted by qualified Engineers. 

In Trnvancore there are Engineers in active service, retired 
Engineers and Engineers about to retire and if some of them 
engage themselves in this task of acting as contractors, their 
experience, skiII and engineering knowledge may be utilised by 
Government. If such people approach the Government offering 
themselves as contractors, Government will be glad to entrust the 
works to them, provided they secure the assistance of discerning 
capitalists. But it is only certain types of work that can be so 
entrusted. There are relief distress works in Shertalla and the 
coastal regions in which case Government have insisted that the 
contractors should ba local men and the labour should be. local 
labourers and that the situation should not be exploited by outside 
contractors or labour. Honourable members will thus realise that 
Government have no general doctrine or rule laid down as applic¬ 
able to all cases alike in the matter of giving contracts, 

Mr. E K Kuriyppe: I do not press the resolution.

The cost of hand-made paper k 
generally three io four limes the, eo-t of reiaelliue-inade papier, Its 
quality can never compare with uuicliuie-inade paper. Even with 
the present .quality, of the niaclnne-mnde paper people are so dis¬ 
satisfied that they are reluctant u> buy such poor grades of machine-.' 
made paper. So hanc^-made paper has got very little chance- in the 
public eye. . . 
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'Mr- James Fletcher: Since the price of paper lias risen 
very-high, is it not possible for hand-made paper to be gold in the 

marketat this time ? 

Dr. H, Parameswaran : Eyen then it would not be com¬ 
mercially practicable because hand-made paper can never be made 
into the thin quality needed. Therefore for'its greater weight the 
cost will have to bo correspondingly higher. 

Mr. James Fletcher : Is'it not possible to improve the 
quality of the hand-made paper. 

. Dr- H. Parameswaran : it is possible. But the way iu 
which some of those industries are being carried oh as a cottage 
business noiv, with no mechanical assistance results in the work 
being such that there is very little chance of the paper being accepted 
by the public at largo. 

Mr. James Fletcher : Is it not possible for Government 
to help these people to improve the quality ? 

Dr. H. Parameswaran: Government are giving every help 
possible. They have already encouraged two or three people who 
have come forward. We have given them orders, technical advice 
and help. But the requisite small machine help they must find 
themselves, if they are to progress. 

Mr. Kochikal P- Balakrishnan Tampi. Am I to under¬ 
stand that Government is discouraging people who are making 
hand-made paper ? 

Dr. H. Parameswaran : No, Sir. They are encouraging 
them in every way. In fact, wherever people have come forward, 
Government have liberally given them orders! even though the prite 
they charge remains compswatively very high. 

Mr. Kochikal P. Balakrishnan Tampi May I know 
whether they have supplied anything so far to the Stationery 
Department ? 

Dr. H. Parameswaran : Yes; Sir. There are three con¬ 
tractors now supplying them* One of them has supplied special 
letter paper and another blotting paper, samples 'of which are here. 
With every supply they are making improvements. But the total 
quantity they can supply still is very small. It is now for about 
Its. 5,000- . 

Mr. Kochikal P; Balakrishnan Tampi : May I know 
which department of Government is looking to this industry? 

Dr. H- Parameswaran : At present the Stationery De¬ 
partment is dealing with it directly.

DEMANDS FOR SUPPLEMENTARY- GRANTS. 
DemaniTI V—Forest. 

Rao Bahadur T. V. Venkataswara Aiyar: Sir, I move 

that a sum of Rs. 1,957 be granted under. Demand TV—Forest—■ 
for making provision for the Bee Expert and his staff transferred 
from the Agricultural Department. At the; beginning of this year, 
in consultation with the Director of Agriculture, the Forest Depart¬ 
ment submitted a proposal to Government for the manufacture of 
clean and pure honey as the admixture of larva essence which is now 
being put on the market as honey from the forest is not pure honey. 
This scheme was sanctioned by Government and the required funds 
provided under the Department of Agriculture- Whon the Bed 
Expert actually started working it was found that it will be more 
convenient and efficient to place, him directly under the control of 
the Conservator of Forests, Therefore, fltoin. the 2nd of October last 
he has been placed under the control of the Conservator. His pay 
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and allowance have to be met from the Forest Department. Accor¬ 
ding to the technical rules for the grant of money, i i, was poiuted 
out thstt the funds sanctioned for the Department-of Agriculture 
could not be transferred t« the Forest Department. It is for this 
reason that! come before the House for this supplementary grant. 
This amount was sanctioned for the Department of Agriculture in 
the last Budget. And the amount now-being asked-for has been 
surrendered by the Department of Agriculture. It has to be sanc¬ 
tioned formally for the Forest Department. No extra expenditure 
is involved. I request the House to sanction the demand. * 

Mr. V. Sankara Menon : Is the Bee Expert doing his 
work now'? 

Rao Bahadur T V. Venkataswara Aiyar : Yes. 

Mr. Kochikal P. Balakrishnan TampP May I ask 

whether, the Bee Expert’s work is assessed on commercial basis or 
on the basis of propaganda value V 

Rao Bahadur T. V- Venkataswara Aiyar : It is asses- 

sed on a commercial basis. It is proposed to clarify the forest 
honey and market it. 

Mr. Kochikal P. Balakrishnan Tampi ■ fc’o, is he 

giving'up propaganda work hereafter ? 

Rao Bahadur T. V. Venkataswara Aiyar: He is not 

giving up propaganda work. He will be doing that also. 

Mr. Kochikal P. Balakrishnan Tampi : Will the area 
be'confined to the Forests? (Laughter.) 

Rao Bahadur T. V. Venkataswara Aiyar : Yes. 

The motion ptas carried. ' . 

Demand X—Clay RebtnincPand Porcelain Factory. 

Rajyasevapcavina Q. Parameswaran Pillai : Sir, 
I beg to move for a supplementary grant of Rs. 58,990 under 
Demand X- Clay Refining and . Porcelain Factory. A capital 
outlay of Rs, 1,34,300 was granted by the House for 1117 on 
account of this demand, of which Rs. 1 lakh has -been devoted, by 
the P. W. D.for the construction of additional -washing plant aud 
dry chamber and other works connected with this factory. Never¬ 
theless a sum of Rs. 1(>,000 is further. required for this purpose. 
Owing to additional 'demand for manufactured goods from this 
factory for war purposes certain machinery and other items had 
also to be purchased to the value of Rs. 42,990. • Thus a total 
sum of Rs. 58,990 is now required and I request the House to 
grant'this supp]cnumtary*demand. 
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I may in this connection state that towards the end of .last year 
and daring the recent months of this year there has been a growing 
demand for refined clay as well as for manufactured goods. Having 
.regard to the fine quality, of clay which is being refined and 
supplied by this factory, all the textile factories and _ other similar 
institutions in India where refined clay is made use of, have made, 
very large demands upon our Kuudara works for the supply of re¬ 
fined clay. In fact, \yc have found it extremely difficult to meet . 
all these demands because of comparatively limited-supply which' 
we are capable of producing by the existing plant. 

'• Similarly certain classes'of goods such as insulators, crockery 
and oth;r materials necessary for the Department of Supply are being 
supplied from this factory in accordance with their specifications. 
All these demands have resulted in expenditure on a scale whicli 
could not be anticipated. 

I may add that expenditure on this account is of a remunera¬ 
tive character. There need'be no apprehension whatsoever that; 
there would be anything on the minus side due to this expenditure. 
Therefore I request the House to accord sanction for this supple¬ 
mentary'grant. 

Ivir. Kochikal P. Balakrishnan Tampi; Sir, in support¬ 
ing this supplementary grant I wish the lender of the House could 
have been as enthusiastic about the management of the factory as 
about the clay that is produced in the factory. I am only going, to 
s.iy, rather refer to what 1 am not going to say here, because I will 
not. be in order, if,I-were to discuss the general question of 
management. I will not be in order again, if I were to discuss the 
extra official emotional reflex or the psychology of the Ceramic 
Expert in relation to Dr. Freud’s theory regarding the dominant 
impulse of man. The dominant passions of man and other things 
will be irrelevant in the consideration of these- items. Therefore I 
advisedly refrain from discussing those things in the House but, at 
the same time„within the rules, I want to give an indication to the 
Government that it is high time that Government should, sympa¬ 
thetically, as business men-look into the criticisms that are levelled- 
sometimes no doubt exaggerated—in tbe working of the Kundara 
factory. I think I have been sufficiently expressive and have 
indicated the attitude of this House. ' With these words—I want 
■to be purposely obscure—I support the supplementary grant now 
before the House. 

Mr. James Fleteher : Sit, for the sake of information I 
would request the leader of the House to say whether there is any 
truth, in the rumour that the Ceramic Factory is going to be handed. 
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over to a private agency? If so, is there any necessity for Govern* 
mend to make any additional expenditure such as this ou the 
factory F 

Rajyasevapravina Q- Parameswaran Pillai: Thu 

question as to whether the future management of the factory will 
be entrusted to anybody else seems to be quite irrelevant for con¬ 
sideration on tins occasion. However the question having been 
raised I may inform the House that at present no decision has been 
arrived at in regard to such a proposal. On the other hand, we 
are carrying on" the. factory as a Government concern with all the 
implications attached to it. Iir regard to the various items of work 
which we have undertaken, they have to be carried out and com¬ 
pleted. ' Whatever be the defects in the management, whatever 
be the steps that may have to be taken in improving the efficiency 
of the factory, this particular demand before the Hous'e relates to 
works which have been undertaken and which have to be completed. 
At present there is no question of the management'being handed 
over in the manner in which it his been suggested here although 
steps may have to be taken for the better management of^ the 
affairs of the factory. 

Mr. Kochikal P. Balakrishnan Tampi : Am I to 

understand from the 'member that Government will be relieved of 
the general apprehension that the Government would transfer the 
management over-night ? 

Rajyasevapravina G. Parameswaran Pillai : There 
is no foundation for any such apprehension. 

Mr. V. Sankara Menon : 'Atn-I to take it then that Gov¬ 
ernment are. perfectly satisfied with the working and management 
of tha factory ? • ■ - 

Rajyasevapravina G. Parameswaran Pillai : Ob¬ 
viously some defects have been pointed out in the management and 
Government are fully aware of theta. The Government are anxious 
to improve matters, and steps that may be regarded as suitable 
for the batter'management of the factory will certainly be adopted, ■ 
The question that Government be granted a sum of Its. 58,990, 

( under Demand X—Clay Refining and. Porcelain Factory was put • 
and carried. ’ 

The grant was made.. 

Demand XXI —Industkifs. , 

Rajyasevapravina G- Parameswaran Pillai : Sir, 

I rise to move for a supplementary grant dor Its. 7,500,under 
Demand XXI-Industries. This amount is. required for carrying 
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. out prospecting work in respect of mica ’and graphite by the De¬ 
partment of Geology. Some amount was allotted under this head, 
but during the operations-carried on for the last seven months it 
has been noticed that Certain unanticipated obstacles have arisen for 
the removal of which they require a certain class of machinery. 
The amount asked for on that account is Rs„ 7,500. I hope the 
House will have no-objection to grant this amount. 

The question that Government be grunted a sum of Rs 7,500 
under Demand XXI—'Industries—was put to vote and carried. 

The grant was made. 

Demand xxx— Scientific and Miscellaneous 
/Departments— Stokes Purchase Committee. 

Dr. H. Parameswaran ; Sir, I beg' to niove for a 
grant not exceeding Rs. 2310 under Demand XXX—Scientific 
and Miscellaneous Departments — Stores Purchase Committee 
This amount is for the continuance of the repair section attached 
to the Stores Purchase Committee. In this connexion I may 
explain that the repair section deals with the repair of all 
valuable, scientific instruments such as theodolites, X-ray instru¬ 
ments, surveying instrument's etc. During the last few years 
when ,this department was in existence, it has been turning out 
very useful work. Several instruments which were lying in various 
Government institutions with minor defects have been repaired and 
made quite useful. Further Government arc very anxious to avoid 
additional expenditure, by the purchase of new instruments. They 
are anxious as far as possible to see that all such old instruments 
are first examined and repaired for the use of the offices concerned. 

In the Budget for the year 1117, provision was made for the con¬ 
tinuance of the. repair section only for the first six months of 
■ 1117. Government are now convinced that on account of the pre¬ 
sent war situation it: has become very necessary to have the help of 
such , a maintenance . organisation so that fresh, purchases may as 
far as possible be avoided. It is the aim aud function of this de¬ 
partment to 1 repair the damaged articles by effecting the needed 
repairs and this policy is now being vigorously carried out. The 
usefulness of re-conditioning the various instruments has been testi¬ 
fied to by several departmental officers. Hence the necessity has 
arisen for this supplementary grant to enable the Repair Section to 
continue to function- for the remainder of the year 1117, 

The other day I found there .was some misconception enter¬ 
tained in some quarters about the activities of the repair section. 
Therefore I am forced to explain its exact function by quoting a 
specific instance. ' 

Vet XIX No. i. 
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The value of an accurate theodolite can be reckoned now at, 
about lls. 2000. One department was in possession of such an in¬ 
strument lying without any use for several years. This was 
because the instrument had broken its level bubbles and developed 
other troubles in use- At this stage a demand i for a very accurate 
theodolite arose in connection with the Hydro Electric-Project at 
Munner. A new one was about to be purchased, for about 31s. 1750. 
But Government had passed a circular to the effect- that no old in¬ 
strument should be auctioned away and that whenever a new pur¬ 
chase was to be made, it had first to be scrutinised by the Stores 
Purchase Committee. The Committee 'keeps a record of all such 
useful materials that are now lying idle or as excess in various 
offices. Thus when the new need was reported to the Stores Pur¬ 
chase Committee of Government, a new purchase proposed was 
stopped and the theodolite I referred to above was taken up and 
necessary repairs and adjustments were made to it. It was easily 
reconditioned so-to say and .sent over to Munnar. It is now re- 
ported that it is .quite good. In this way Government were saved 
. about Rs, 1500 as a consequence of skilful repairs carried out by 
repair section on this one item. It goes to prove that the time and 
trouble spent in the direction of repairs and maintenance of valu¬ 
able instruments saves a lot to Government, Hence, on account of 
the present difficult circumstances due to war when fresh import of 
materials is difficult except under 'very prohibitive cost, good use 
has to be made of the repair section of Government, There is 
another point as well. When statistics were collected of all instru¬ 
ments, possessed by Government in various institutions, it wan 
found that they amounted to about 3 lakhs. 'Granting that a pro¬ 
vision of at least 2 per cent. is. justifiable in .being spent for the 
annual maintenance of the same, we see that Government are justi¬ 
fied in incurring this small expenditure of RsI 2,310 asked for, to 
. continue this useful repair section of Government. 

The actual demand now made is less than this justifiable figure 
for the maintenance of these instruments and for their being care¬ 
fully looked into periodically. It may be interesting to 'know that 
some years ago some of these theodolites and levels were being sent 
systematically to outside places for such repairs. Before embarking 
on this new organisation of Government I was careful to collect the 
financial figures involved. I found that during the last few years 
the actual expenditure incurred by Government on a few items to 
be Rs. 11,500. I was convinced that these repairs could have been 
done here much more efficiently and at much less cost, Therefore 
J request that this demand be passed, ’ 
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Mr. V. Sankara Menon : May I know whether this 
amount is sufficient enough to carry out the repair of all the instru¬ 
ments which are now lying idle ? 

Dr. H- Parameswaran: Yes, Sir. We are very anxious 
.to be very economical and to avoid any loss to Government. In 
this connection I wish to point out that we have not put up any 
large buildings or engaged the services of many expert's. We are 
carrying on very nicely with local men and at the moment nothing 
more is needed. 

Mr. Kochikal P. Balakrishnan Tampi : I wish to 
know whether the -work is being carried on without the help of any 
expert ? 

Dr. H. Parameswaran : No Sir. There are people on 
hand quite competent to deal with evory aspect of the work in¬ 
volved. 

The .question that Government be granted a sum of Rs. 2,310 
under Demand XXX—Scientific and Miscellaneous Departments— 
Stores Purchase Committee—was put and carried. 

The Demand was passed and the grant was made. 

Demand xxxi—Miscellaneous Charges. 

» Rajyasevapravina G. Parameswaran Pillai : Sir, 1 
move for a supplementary grant of Ks. 5,000 under Demand 
XXXI—Miscellaneous Charges. This sum is required for relief 
measures on account of the refugees-who are in distress. The de¬ 
terioration in the international situation and the occupation by the 
enemy of Malaya, Singapore and Burma, where a very large num¬ 
ber of Travancoreans were employed in one capacity or other, have 
resulted in their return to Travancore and such-of them as have 
been successfully evacuated from those areas have come back al¬ 
most destitute.' . Government are receiving representations from 
various quarters that they phould step iri to afford relief to .them,* 
Government have also arranged for. information being given about 
the number of persons who are .being evacuated - into this country 
from time to time. These Travancore nationals who were abroad 
and who were living a prosperous life, have all been obliged to 
come back and under . .conditions entirely different from-what they 
were used to. In the case of those who can afford to find em«, 
ployment here or who possess properties or funds in this country to 
enable them to .carry on, no relief may be required at all. But there 
are many who stand in real need.for relief without which their con¬ 
dition would be altogether miserable. Government .have, there¬ 
fore, as a first step allotted a sum of Ks. 5,000, They are aware 
that this allotment may prove to bo inadequate for the -purpose in 
view.. But as further enquiries disclose the need for additional 
relief, Government will bo only too glad to ask this House for fresh 
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provision on this account. As a first measure, there fore, Gov¬ 
ernment have thought it expedient to allot Rs. 5,000 and 1 hope this 
House will gladly accord permission for the utilisation of this 
amount for the purpose now mentioned. 

Mr. James Fletcher ; Sir, I support the motion. But I 
must submit that this sum is not at all adequate as stated by the 
leader of the House. There is a large number of Travancoru 
nationals who have come back from Malaya and Singapore, in 
some cases only the women and children have come back. leaving the 
earning member away in those countries. It is not possible for the 
■ men now in enemy occupied countries to send money or letters for 
their wives and children who have escaped to Travancore- It will 
be a great favour if Government would lend money on their own 
security so that in due. time when their husbands or earning mem¬ 
bers who are employed outside return and are in a better ppsiticfii, 
the loans may be repaid. Therefore, I would even request that a 
larger sum oi' money may be allotted for the purpose. As the leader 
of the House has stated that this is only a first instalment, I sup¬ 
port the demand and request that further sums may be allotted for 
this very important purpose. 

Sahib Bahadur T. Mahomed Ismail: May I know 
whether there is any means either through the Government of 
India or through any other means to know the number of Tra- 4 
vancoreans employed in Singapore and Malaya before the War her 
gan and the number who have been successfully evacuated and the 
possibility of tbe remaining people coming into Travancore. Can 
any such information be gathered by any means ? 

Rajyasevapravina G. Parameswaran Pillai : Iufor-. 
mation is available in regard ' to those who were employed abroad 
and who have been successfully evacuated. But Government are not 
in a position just now to collect information as to the total 
number of people employed there before the outbreak of the 
war or just before the. enemy took possession of those places. 
Government are in a position to know the number of those people 
who have been evacuated because the Government of India have 
been pleased to give us timely information as soon as the evacuees 
are lauded in some port in India. Over 500 ipeople have already 
come over here and many more are coming. We are receiving lists 
of arrivals from’day to day. * ■ ( 

Sahib Bahadur T. Mohamed Ismail : J 'wish to know 
whether . any step has been taken to ascertain the actual number of 
Travancoreans now in those areas. * " ‘ 
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Rajyasevapravina G. Parameswaran Pillai : The 

'Government of India Overseas Department have been asked about 
it. The relatives here of those people in Singapore and Malaya 
have made representations to Government its to whether they have 
any idea of what has become of the people in those areas and 
their whereabouts. Government are unable to. give any definite 
information about them and for obvious reasons they could not be 
expected to be f'given that information fby enemy sources. As 
honourable members arc aware, from the very nature of things it is 
extremely difficult for this Government or, for that matter, for the 
Government of India to obtain accurate or definite Information 
about particulars relating to those pcojJle who have unfortunately 
been there during the enemy occupation or who, have not been able 
to be successfully evacuated. That is really very distressing. But 
we cannot get more information than is possible for the Govern¬ 
ment of India to obtain. 

Sahib Bahadur T- Mohamed Ismail : Is it not possible 
for the Government to get the information from the people inside the 
.-.State as to the number of persons who have gone outside ? Suppose 
v 4e Government issues a circular requiring the people of Travancoro 
to furnish information as to the number of people who have gone 
out to Singapore and Malaya from each family. We can get the in- 
, formation as to the number of people who have been successfully 
5:. evacuated through the Government of India. Thus we can more or 
: less get the percentage of. people who are remaining in the con¬ 
quered areas. I .think the required information can be obtained in 
this way. 

Mr. K. M. Kesavan (Karunagapally, Karthikapally and 
Ambalapuzha cum shertalla) ■ May I know whether we cannot get 
.the required information through the Bed Cross Society? > 

Rajyasevapravina G. Parameswaran Pillai : What¬ 
ever information is available will be passed on to us by the Gov¬ 
ernment of India, In fact, we have moved the Government of 
- India in that matter, but I am afraid I cannot say that the pros- 
■' pects are very bright in that direction- 

Mr, KoChikal P.Balakrishnan Tam pi : Sir, in sup- 
f porting'the demand I am also of the View that this is a very inade- 
t qctate grant and I am glad that the Government have realised the 
|. gravity of the situation. ■ 

P . . I wish to draw the attention of the Government to another 
; matter. This House had voted at the annual Budget Session 
■ . liberally under the Demand for Political Expenditure.' We hoped 
that demands of this [.nature would cotes under Political Head,. I 
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know that I am not allowed even to attempt to lift the veil of the 
Political Demand. This House under its very constitution is not 
entitled to ask for-details or lift the veil of the Political Demand. 
But I wish, if possible. Government should try to make some sav. 
ings under that budget head and devote that sum to such laudable 
things as giving relief to the evacuees. 

Although I share the enthusiasm of my friend Mr. 'Fletcher 
for giving some relief to the evacuees, I do not go to the extent of 
supporting the suggestion that we Bhoulcl go on with a scheme 
of elaborate granting of loans to them. . Loans all over the world, 
particularly iu Travancore, bate a tendency of not coming back. It 
is the same ease whether it be agricultural loan, industrial loan or 
educational loan. The old Shakesperean adage applies to Govern¬ 
mental loans also. It must be the policy of Government to give 
them free help as far as possible. 

Mr. James Fletcher: May 1 know whether the honourable 
member is aware that the Government of India are giving loans to 
those evacuees in India whose husbands or near relatives are in the 
enemy occupied areas ? 

Mr. Kochikal P. Balaktnshnan Tampi : in fact, I 
am not aware of it. But my' humble suggestions to this House are 
not based on what another Government may do or may not do. 
Under the particular conditions of British India or of certain women 
whose husbands may boysay, employees in the consular service of 
the Government of India, they may be doing that. They may give 
grants or advance money on the security of their salaries. But, 
under the conditions now prevailing in Travancore, it is my decided 
view that the Government would be embarking upon a wrong finan¬ 
cial policy if they are going to 1 give loans to women and children on 
the off-chance of thoir, husbands returning home with cart-loads of 
gold. 

The question that Government be granted a sum of Rs, 5,000 
under Demand XXXI—Miscellaneous Charges—was put and 
carried. 

The motion was passed and the grant Was made. 

- -Demand. No. xxxvi—A griculture. 

Mr. K. R. Narayana Aiyar .• Sir, I beg to move for a 
grant of Rs. 30,000 for purchasing and stocking manures for sale 
to cultivators. 

I shall explain briefly'to the honourable members of this House 
the reason why I have come forward with a demand' of this" kind it 
this jtfncture. Honourable members are fully aware that practically 
TtaVaneoffe bras' been depending on Burma, Akyab and Indo-China 
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for several decades, for 45 to 50 per cent of its rice requirements. 
On account of the international situation the prospect of that im¬ 
port in future is very remote. It is therefore of the utmost im¬ 
portance that steps should be -taken by us to augment production. 
There are several ways of doing that viz., extensive cultivation, 
extending the irrigational projects and extending- the-hydro-electric 
project etc. The immediate thing-that could be attended, to is the ap¬ 
plication of scientific manures' to the crops. I can say without 
hesitation that at least; 20 to 25 per cent, increase in yield can bo 
obtained by the application of scientific' manures. And this demand 
’fig-asked for with a view to manufacture manures with the natural 
and indigenous manures that are available in the country, and then 
to stock them for sale during the next cultivation season. In view 
of the urgency of the matter and the importance of the problem I 
have no doubt that the honourable members will agree to this 
demand. 1 also take this opportunity of telling them that this is 
oqly a first step: We are now going to make certain experimental 
trials during the ensuing season with the idea of manuring crops 
in an intensive maqner. I request the honourable members to allow 
this grant. 

Mr. Kochikal P. Balakrishnun Tam pi : Sir, in .en¬ 
thusiastically supporting this demand* I have only to say that the 
old proverb of the horse on the river side will apply to the problem 
of manure in Travancore. And, unless the departmental - author¬ 
ities and the public fully co-operate to . make' the attempt a success 
this amount spent for manure is not going to be justified. In lliis 
connection the House-will remember thejvery encouragingjannounce- 
inent made by the British Minister of Agriculture Rt. Hon. 
Hudson who said that since the war they have enhanced their 
production.by 50 to 60 per cent, in the matter of potatoes, wheat 
and other crops. If Britain could do this under war conditions, 
when without war her agricultural prospects were not promising^ 
there is no reason why Travancore should not, double her prodac. 
tion of food stuffs. "And, iu this connection I have to say that 
sheer bureaucratic routine is not going to help matters unless till the 
officers of all the departments, say from the Dewau downwards, co¬ 
operate in making the scheme u success, and unless they make it a 
point to conduct personally demonstrations and house-to-house, pro¬ 
paganda in particular localities. Otherwise I am not hopeful,of any 
appreciable results. ■ Any number of polite circulars of-, Mr. K. R. 
Narayana Aiyar will not increase the output of paddy or tapioca in 
the land. I have to say that the Director will be judged not by his 

Ability to diagnose diseases as by the treatment he can possibly give 
to the patient in this matter. It is one thing to diagnose and: another 
thing to apply the proper remedy. And I appeal to the officials as 
♦ell as the non-officials that they must arrange a week or even a 
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fortnight when influential officers and non-officials, not minding the 
possibility of damaging their toilet should go■ amoijg the people 
and explain to'them and even show (hum the application of manure, 
etc. I should like to see say the Chief Secretary to Government* 
actually handling a spade, not for propaganda for the Press’ 
or for a snapshot, but for creating mil enthusiasm among the 
people. 

Mr. James Fletcher : Let me say for the information of 
the.honourable member-that the Chief Secretary has got large areas 
of paddy fields in Neyyattinkara and. those .paddy Gelds are well 
cultivated. * 

Mr. Kochikal P. Balakrishnan Tampi: I am very 
grateful to the honourable member 'for the information and I am 
really glad for the assurance given that lie and his family will he 
above want-

1 ask for a larger amount than he has requested the House to pass¬ 
'd know, Sir, that the honourable member who moves this grant is 
• eager to have at least this amount. I am sorry that the Government 
was under the impression that even food stuffs like other com¬ 
modities could be purchased at cheap rates, from anywhere. But 
unhappify circumstances have changed and we have to rely upon 
■ the foodstuffs that we can raise in our country. With regard to this 
■: amount of ,Bs. 3.0,000, .1 should consider it too inadequate. Even a 
sum of its. 3 lakhs will not be too large for the purpose- However 
' coining.as it does only as an experimental measure' we shall start 
. with this amount. , Care should be paid so that this grant is made 
f, available to as many cultivators as possible. Belonging as I’ do to

Hut I would request the Director to see that the help of the non-

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Mr. M. K Ananthasiva Aiyar {Nominated) : Does the 
- honourable member mean that this manure will be utilised for any 
other purpose? 

Mr. V. Sankara Menon s Yes. It can be converted into 
money or stolen away. To safeguard against these contingencies 
the"help of the non-ofiicials should be sought. The departmental 
subordinates -1 am not speaking anything agunst them- should not 
alone be left with the responsibility of distributing manures. In 
this connection I have to say that most of the people who cultivate 
paddy fields have to learn better application of manure so as to 
make the lands yield a larger out-turn. The departmental subord¬ 
inates can approach them through non official representatives and tell 
them' that Government are proposing to advance to them these 
m'auures on the security of their produce, and they must also tell 
them that by purchasing this manure they are sure to get a larger 
out-turn m£ crop. 

Certainly it is the non-officials who are in a position of 
influence in those localities that should help the departments in 
making this concern a success. So I would request the Director to 
take into account this piece of advice on my part for making the 
attempt a-success."

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Mr. M. K. Ananthasiva Aiyar : Sir, the propaganda, 
staff of the Agricultural Department have been able to convince the 
genuine agriculturists that, the application of manures at the proper 
time will certainly increase the yield. 

Mr. Koehika! P. Balakrishnan Tampi = Is it synthetic 
manure or organic manure '! 

Mr. M. K- Ananthasiva Aiyar : It is made from articles 
produced in Travaneore. The only difficulty which the agricul¬ 
turists feel is the want of money to purchase the manure in time'. 
So the proposal of the Director of Agriculture to sell manure to 
I the real ryots at the proper season is really of very great value. 
Hence I would very strongly support the motion that has been 
brought forth. 

Mr. K. R. Narayana Aiyar : Sir, there were some obser¬ 
vations made by some honourable members in regard to this pro¬ 
posal and I shall answer them briefly. 

With regard to the suggestions made by my honourable friend 
Mr. Balakrishnan Tampi, I can assure him that the campaign will 
be carried on with sincerity, earnestness, zeal and enthusiasm. I 
am glad that he and the other honourable 'members on the other 
side of the House have assured me that non-official co-operation 
would be extended for the successful carrying on of this campaign 
and I look forward to Mr. Tampi at least so far as his constituency 
is concerned, to help us with the influence that he can command 
there. 

With regard to the few observations made by my friend Mr, 
Thomas Chandy Mukkadan, I Want to tell him straight away that 
the application of manures will always be beneficial. In the. pro¬ 
gramme that is proposed to be carried out, manure is intended to 
be applied to paddy and tapioca aDd I can tell him that the appli¬ 
cation of manures that is proposed to be undertaken will substan¬ 
tially increase the hut-turn of these two crops. With ‘regard to 
Kuttanad, if in a particular tract of laud, certain peculiar observa¬ 
tions were noted, they might be entirely due to different reasons, 
such as accumulation of- saline master, the accumulation of acidity, 
etc. Those are specific matters -which have to be looked into, and 
I can assure the honourable members that these will be investigated 
if they are brought to my notice. 

The honourable-member Mr. Kesavan said that the amount 
is a little too smalU I have already indicated in my speech when 
I introduced the demand that this is only a first- step and if. w« 
succeed in that’, the campaign will be carried on more intensely and 
vigorously.

Mr. Kochikal P. Balakrishnan Tampi : May 1 know 
from the Director of Agriculture whether the nature of the manure 
is synthetic or organic. 

Mr. K. R. Narayana Aiyar : They are manures which 
are available in this country and are organic in nature. Artificial I 
fertilisers are very costly and they are not available at all, because 
most of them are utilized for wa'r purposes. Ammonium Sulphate 
and Ammonium Phosphate now cost four or five times their price 
before the war. So' we have to look to indigenous organic 
manures consisting of fish refuse, compost and all such kind of 
manure. 

Mr. Kochikal P. Balakrishnan Tampi : May i ask how 

the Director of Agriculture proposes.to distribute this manure ? Is 
it by sale or by free distribution ? 

Mr. K. R. Narayana Ajyar : There is no free distribu¬ 
tion at all. It will be sold to all those people who pay money, 
and in rare cases as loan and as a charge on the crop. 

Mr. Kochikal P. Balakrishnan Tampi : Will it not 
entail an amendment of the Revenue Recovery Act to make it a 
charge enforceable against the property ? 

. Mr. K. R. Narayana Aiyar: I cannot sa.y whether it will 
interfere with the Revenue Recovery Act. But I suppose that, 
with the consent of the ryot, it can be done.

• THE TRAVANCORE POISONS BILL. 

Mr. Puthupally S. Krishna Pillai : Sir, I rise to 
introduce the Travancore Poisons Bill and move that the Bill be 
read in Council- I may here draw the attention of the honourable 
members of this House to the statement of objects and reasons 
appended to the Bill. It will be found that a very large number 
of substances which are injurious to men have been brought under 
direct control. Take for instance, explosives, articles falling under 
the Excise Act, articles falling within the category of military 
stores and ever so many other articles. These, when considered 
with reference to the safety of mankind, must be said to be harm¬ 
ful to a degree, but if vve look into the statute book we will not 
find a single enactment which empowers the Government to have 
any control over the sale or disposal of poisonous substances. We 
have very deadly poisonous substances in the State, as for instance, 
arsenic. That is a substance which is being regularly sold in the 
market by .all persons or by any person who chooses to do so, with¬ 
out even obtaining a licence; and Government themselves are not 
in a position to ascertain which is the person Who is in possession 
of arsenic, how much quantity he has got in store, how he sells, to 
whom heiis'selling—all these matters it is.now impossible to ascertain. 
There was a similar lacuna in the statute law of British India. 
There it was remedied I think some 20 or 25 years ago. But' the 
difficulty in making 'a statute law regulating the possession and sale 
of poisonous substances is very great. There are ever so many 
poisonous heabs which grow in abundance in Travancore and many 
other parts of India. It is reported that very potent poisons can 
be manufactured or can be extracted from such herbs and it will 
not be possible therefore to enumerate the kinds of poisonous sub¬ 
stances which wc propose to deal within the Bill itself. Therefore 
it is so framed as to empower the Government by rules to regulate 
the possession, sale, transport, import, etc-, of all these poisonous 
substances. It is no doubt somewhat'vaguely or widely worded, 
but it is inevitable under the present circumstances. 
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Sir, I have more fully explained the motives contained in the 
various clauses in the second paragraph of the statement of objects 
and reasons appended to the Bill. I move, Sir, that the Bill be. 
read in Council. 

Mr. R. Rama Varier : I second the motion.

Rajyasevapravina G. Parameswaran Pillai: With 
the 'declaration-of war by Japan there was a marked increase' in the 
price of rice and .paddy but prompt measures were taken by Govern¬ 
ment to prevent any abnormal rise in price and to check profiteering 
or boarding with a view to profiteering. Government have accord¬ 
ingly passed the Travaucoro Essential Commodities ([Census} Order, 
'1117, dated loth December 1941, and the Notification R. 0, (J. No. 
920/41/C. S., dated vs8th December 1941, under Section 8l of the 
Defence of Travancore Rules. Since then, the rice market within the 
State has not shown any violent fluctuations. The control measures 
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already taken regarding the price of rice and paddy are also be¬ 
ing enforced and these prices bear a close . relation to the prices pre- 
vailing in the adjoining State of Cochin. Owing to recent deve- 
lopments in the war situation shipments of rice from Rangoon tG' 
Travancore parts have become impossible and sidtable measures 
have therefore been taken to secure supplies from elsewhere. Every 
facility is being given by Government to large scale importers 
of rice from abroad and the railway authorities have been moved 
to provide sufficient number of waggons for the transport of rice 
to Travancore. Government have also taken steps to maintain 
supplies to meet emergencies, 

Mr. Kochikal P. Bafakrishnan Tampi : In view of 
the answer from Government that it has become impossible to im¬ 
port rice from foreign places, will the Government be able to en- 
lighten'what .they mean when they say that every facility is being 
given by Government to large scale importers of rice from abroad ? 
May I ask, is it a mere 'rhetorical flourish ?

Mr- Kochikai P. Balakrishnan Tanipl: Sir, -in 

addition to t tic eloquent words of Mr. Mukkudan, I would merely 
state that 1 do not svish to be accused of pruuching to the converted. 
As far as Government are concerned, and from the statements made 
on the floor of this House and elsewhere we full well know that 
they do realise the gravity of the present situation. With the re- 
.medics that have been suggested by my honourable friend I am 
more or less in agreement. But when he advocates the most uneco¬ 
nomical and revolutionary remedies I am afraid I cannot agree with 
my honourable friend, tinder the excuse of war situation it would 
be really unwise and uneconomical to destroy the forests which we 
have been for long trying to conserve. It is no good to cast lustful 
eyes on our forests. I would rather in this connection advocate 
Government trying to acquire back all the lands that have been un¬ 
wisely registered in the past. And I would also very strongly ob¬ 
ject to the registering of more of the backwater areas. Apart from 
the scenery value of these backwaters I am of tbe view that the re¬ 
gistry of. the Kayal lands has resulted in disproportionate loss te 
us in the matter of fish Wealth of the country, Moreover as a pos« 
sible reserve and escape for the surplus waters during monsoon# 
these Kuyal lands ought to be more Zealously conserved, The pro¬ 
blem has to be remedied in this manner. During the boom period 
about 26 or 30 years ago there was a lot of specultation some of 
which bordered on criminality. People who had absolutely no stake 
in the .country found it very profitable to register 1000 or 1500 
aerps of land on nominal tharavila making it an excuse for syste¬ 
matic exploitation of timber in those forests thus exposing the tracts . 
to the ruinous process of erosion. In many eases they have eventu¬ 
ally given up the land also. Therefore what I suggest is that some 
legislation should be enacled by which it should be made criminal if 
any registry holder keeps his lauds uncultivated. 
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Mr. Puthupally S. Krishna Pillai {Le.jal Remcmbmncer 
to Government) : Is such a legislation possible in-the case of lauds 
already assigned for whirli the I’nttadar. lias become I be full owner? 

Mr. Kochikal P. Balakrishnan Tampi : I am sorry 
I should preach a homily to the Legal Remembrancer regarding 
'the potveis ol the Law. For the. information of the Legal Kemem- 
bramer I may -as lhai the 1 ■jfi-laturo. in Travancore is competent, 
with the Royal absent lo pis-. anv law which will directly or indirec¬ 
tly affect the life, the property or the contracts of the citizen in¬ 
habiting Travancore, 

Mr. T. W. U. Park {Travancore Planter*) ■ .May I know 
from the honourable member whether legislation of a discriminatory 
nature can be passed ? 

Mr- Kochikal P. Balakrishnan Tampi : Sir, that 
is a matter of-opinion. For that matter, the Penal law is discri¬ 
minatory and adversely affects murderers and thieffl. The law also 
cuts the freedom of individuals to indulge even in certain over-rom¬ 
antic activities. So, Sir, it is a matter of opinion. It is the sup¬ 
reme power of legislation. I cannot nmv quote chapter and verse in 
illustration but there has been a law in England to this effect. I do 
not know how far it has been put into effect. Therefore what we 
should do now is to effect a change in the present law"'giving the 
registry holders sufficient notice and asking them to calibrate their 
lands which have been left uncultivated. I am certain that officers 
should be invested with summary powers to punish those who vio¬ 
late the law. 1 do not mean to say that this must be applied to 
the whole uncultivated area. Those areas which' can be kept apart 
as real private forests, parks etc., may be exempted from the opera¬ 
tion of this law. I need not expatiate further when there is s'uch 
a,n able Legal Remembrancer to go into the details of form and 
draftsmanship. In some manner the problem has to be solved. 

As regard* the question of opening of the forests for cultiva- ' 
tioli I think the Forest Department is willing to concede provided 
the safety and conservation of forests are assured. It is a .very-use¬ 
ful suggestion made by Mr. Mukkadan. Lands from the forest area 
can be given on some sort of lease or on what is known as taungya 
system. If something is done similar to that at this juncture to 
try to enlarge the area for cultivation consistent with the safety 
and interests of the forests, it would considerably ease the situation. 

But' I am not aware how far the forest authorities can legitb 
rnately meet the wishes of the people in this matter. I am glaa 
that my friend Mr. Mukkadan referred to the relationship between 
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the liunllortl.i and the tenants in Kutiauad, I also lay emphasis that 
the relationship of tin; landlord and lha tenant lias .become rather 
difficult- But I lay emphasis on the question for this reason: It 
is the so-called landlords’ plight ihat is more pitiable than the 
lessee’s and I am 310: sufficiently read, as my friend Hr. Mukkudati, 
to suggest that there must be uniformity of rates, and that by legis¬ 
lation tlie lessees and the landlords should be restricted from their 
normal freedom of contract If that is done., certainly, it would bo 
to the advantage of the landlords. I am of the view that he was . 
slightly unconsciously exaggerating ma tiers. In the Kiiltauad una 
there is no big zaminSur ; ’all are nmro or less petty landlords, own¬ 
ing at best -,C few acres. To ruse the language of Russia or of 
Medieval England landlordism and tenantry, rack-renting and all 
those things would go in very well for the sctiuig of a socialistic 
preacher ; but regard being had ic the realities of the situation the 
language e.uiiint be applied to small landlords, most, of whom are 
cultivating their own lands and are not unfortunate enough to lease 
their lands co a 'class of lessees, who, on every occassion would come 
and plead vis major for not paying their rent, 

I am also glad that mv friend Mr. Mukkadadnn drew the at" 
tention of this fiouse to a very, very, grave matter. Ha could not 
.be more explicit neither do j wish to be more so—because of the 
usual bureaucratic way of dealing with us, lest tomorrow a free 
man like myself should have to go behind the legal officers of the 
Government with materials, with documents, with . attested copies 
and with witnesses. Therefore, discretion is the better part of par¬ 
liamentary art also, {laughter). As far as Alleppey is concerned, 
l am also, very reliably informed that some officers of the Govern-, 
meat were. deliberately creating a situation with perhaps a very 
laudable object of securing some good remarks from the Govern¬ 
ment. Creating a situation in order to overcome it is a very familiar 
art especially with those who are entrusted with the rather demons¬ 
trative part of the Govermenta] work. It was playing witli fire. 
Half educated young men were persuaded to move among the poor 
.workers who were earning some sort of scanty livelihood and in¬ 
flaming them against doing honest work.' I am well aware that 
the situation of the agricultural workers needs some improvement 
but it is highly, mischievous to start the work of- agitation nt.about: 
the sowing time. It is disservice both to the landlords and to the 
labourers themselves. It is indeed very, very. suggestive that the 
area most affected was the particular area referred to by my friend. 
Several persons have told me that they would deem it a very great 
service that their representatives 1 could do for them if they would 
only make the Government understand that they would he very 
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thankful if: the departmental officers are not bo solicitous about 
them, in the sense that these, labourers were not set against them, 
1 will be unfair to those Government officers if I were to say tha* 
they meant any harm to the people--they, never meant any harm, 
They merely wanted to make themselves'indispensable at the parti¬ 
cular spots. And the whole situation was stage-managed—District 
Magistrates’ urgent telephone calls regarding labour situation, 
police officers’ confidential reports and parades—all good enough 
on holidays and ceremonial occasions, but when it. refers to the food 
of the people of the area for the next season, the matter is rather 
serious, if not tragic, There it is my trust that the Government 
would look into the matter from the point of - view brought to the 
attention of Government by my friend Mr. Mukkadan and myself, 

flir.-'K. M. Kesavan : It gives me very great pleasure to 
support this motion which deals with the increase of the output of 
foodstuffs, without which none of us can live. I. think it would 
be correct if I say that 99 per cent, of the population of any country 
will rest satisfied provided they are able to get foodstuffs in suffi¬ 
cient quantities. Therefore, it is a matter.of the utmost importance, 
particularly at this juncture, that we (should strive our utmost 
ability to increase the output of foodstuffs. Everybody knows that 
Travaneore in spite of its efforts has not yet been able to produce 
foodstuffs in • sufficient' quantities to meet the demands of tier 
people. A few years ago Government was rather very reluctant 
in the matter of dealing wish this question. But now the outlook 
is changed. 

I would submit certain suggestions for the increase of the out¬ 
put of foodstuffs. Wherever wo have single-crop-linfds,. attempts 
may be made, as is now lining made in Kunnathuad laluk, to con¬ 
vert. them into doublu-arop-landa. More lauds should be brought 
under cultivation us was referred to by my honourable friends Mr. 
Mukkadan and Mr. Tam pi. Although I ant reluctant to enter the 
preserves of the forest, I think we need not be afraid where with¬ 
out doing any injury to the rainfall, wherever lands arc available in 
reserve forests which may bo -useful for paddy cultivation, they may 
be registered away, to bit brought under cultivation. Then again, 
there are vast tracks of land owned by private individuals which 
now lie fallow, that is, without any cultivation being carried on. 
Such things should not be allowed to continue and the owners of 
those lands should be penalised if they continue to be so. As my 
friend Mr. Balakrishiuiu Tarnpi suggested, legislation may be made 
to make it penal in these cases. 

There are certain backwaters which may be reclaimed. l am 
aware that all the areas in the backwaters should not be converted 
into Daddv lands and that sufficient areas must, be reserved to with. 
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rest, wherever possible and feasible, may be reclaimed and paddy 
cultivation may be carried on there. An instance in point is the 
Kayarakulam backwater which has an area of approximately about 
20 square miles, that is, more them 12,000 acres. So also near 
Thottapally, there is a large tract of .marshy land called the Kan- 
nilam (« clci ^Jo), This also comprises about, three to four hundred 
acres and may be easily converted into useful arable lands.

, Then there are ocher things for which Government help is quite 
necessary; that is -permanent improvements of irrigation aneh as 
constructing bunds, spill-ways mud locks ami also opening new 
canals or improving old canals which are already silted"up. 

Mr. Kochikal P. Balakris.linan Tampi : Is die 
honourable member aware that even, during wartime, very great 
attention is paid in the matter of going ahead with irrigation 

Mr. K, M. Kesavan : Oh yes. But; that is not; enough. We 
have iiot done.enough. We must do more. That is what I say. 
At Thottappally the necessity of a spill-way-'has. been stressed many 
times on the floor of this House, but I do not know whether Go¬ 
vernment have taken any .action on it. 

There is also the necessity of the construction of a permanent 
-bund at Pathiyoor to safeguard the cultivation of the Punja fields • 
which cover an area of about 20,000 sores. Here also the Govern - 
- meat have not paid the attention that they should pay,; Such things 
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as these also should be taken up in hand, and money as tar ns possi¬ 
ble, should be advanced not only from ryots but mostly from Go¬ 
vernment. A policy, I understand, is being pursued, that for the 
constructions of permanent irrigation works such as these* half the 
expenses should be met by ryots. It'may be quite possible in days 
of plenty, but in these days of hardship, to call on the ryots to make 
a payment for such irrigation#! work would be too hard. So, what 
the.Government should do on occasions like these would be to meet 
the whole expense themselves and then to call upon the ryots 
whose lands are benefited to make payments up to fifty per 
cent, in convenient instalments. Agricultural loans also will 
have to be advanced from Government. The present system 
pf giving agricultural loans will have to be a little changed, I sug¬ 
gest that a sufficient fund may be set apart for giving agricultural 
loans and these loans may be advanced to the ryots, not directly as 
it is being done now or as was being 'done, but may be 'given to the 
people who are members of co-operative societies. Happily enough 
we have the Agricultural Department-mid the Co-operative Depart¬ 
ment united under one person ; and I am very glad, Sir, to observe 
thatohe. is a man of imagination, pluck and, capacity, and in his time 
all these suggestions made in this House will bear fruit. So, again 
calling upon Government to give their best attention on all these 
improvements which I have suggested, I support the motion.

Mr, James Fletcher : Sir, I desire to bring to the notice 
of the House an important matter viz,, the export of tapioca powder 
from Travaneore in large quantities at this juncture. We used to 
get paddy and rice to the value oij 2 or 3 orores of rupees every 
year from Burma mid other places- As mutters stand now, we.may 
not be-in a position to get rice from outside. Therefore either paddy 
should be produced in Travaneorc or we have to go starving. 
Though rice is the staple food of the majority of the people, yet 
tapioca is also a staple-food among a large section of the population 
. jpf Travancore.-. What they used to do was to produce tapioca durum 
the season then cut and dry and store the roots for a future octia” 
sion and thereby stave off starvation even though they do not get 
VeufficienT quantity of rice. Now because there is'a great demand for 
.tapioca powder in Bombay and other places we see people taking 
"tapioca even before it is fully ripe, converting it into powder a«c| 
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mdiug it off to foreign places and getting some profit. I under¬ 
stand that it is a profitable concern. But money alone cannot help 
ua. It may be stated that we could purchase rice with this money. 
But unfortunately it is not possible to get rice at present. There¬ 
fore the House and the Government have to consider whether it is 
advisable to export large quantities of tapioca powder thereby mak¬ 
ing it impossible for the people -of Travancore to hmv another 
Staple food when rice is not available, 

Mr. Kochikal P- Balakrishanan Tampi': Will the 

honourable member be pleased to enlighten the House regarding the 
total output of tapioca here and the quantity exported ? " 

Mr. James Fletcher : Statistics will be available with the 
Director of Agriculture. So far as I am concerned I can give the 
honourable member an approximate idea about South Travancore. 
In the region south of Quilou, we used to.have sufficient quantity 
of tapioca and paddy to feed all the people of ■ this region. Even 
when there-was scarcity of paddy, tapioca was being produced in 
large quantities. This gave people a reasonable quantity of food — 

I do not say excess of food. But now out of this quantity which is 
self-sufficient, hundreds of tons of tapioca powder are being export¬ 
ed. Thus one can easily understand that there will be scarcity 
of food in South Travancore. That is the approximate idea I can 
give my honourable friend. 

Mr. Kochikal P. Balakrishnah Tampi : Does hot 

the honourable member admit that it is a good thing to capture a 
new market for tapioca powder ? 

Mr. James Fletcher : 1 am aware that it would have beau 
a blessing in disguise but for the,fact that we are not able to pur¬ 
chase paddy or other food stuff with the money received by the 
sale of tapioca powder. 

Kir. Kochikal P. Balakrishnah Tampi : Does not the 
honourable member think of a ‘eat less’ propaganda throughout the 
State? 

Mr. James Fletcher : My friend has very fantastic ideas. 
After all Travuucoreans do not have more than enough food. Is it 
right to ask. them to eat less ? 

Mr. M.K, Ananthasiva AJyar s. Does the honourable 
member think that cocoanut will be a good substitute for food ? 

Mr, James Fletcher : I. admit that, but it is much moj-e 
costly. A cocoanut will fetch about a chuckram. With .one 
ehucxram, a man can get about 5 lbs. of tapioca. So it will not be 
possible to .use cocoanut as a substitute. Therefore in consideration 
of supply of food to the poor people I request the Government to. 
interfere and do what is bast under the ^circumstances.

1 Mr. K. R. Narayana Aiyar: Sir, the resolution m'oved 
by ruy honourable trim! Mr. Thomas C’haudy M itkkadan is certainly 
a very important-one aiul ‘before I propose to. answer the various 
points that were raised, ' during the course of the debate, I shall 
assur'd him'and the■'other honourable members of this House that 
Government have the utmost sympathy possible with , the' spirit 
underlying this resolution. During the course of the debate, Siiy 
a variety of matters was • touched upon. Special • • mention- tree • 
made with regard to disputes between capital and labour and also 
with regard to the possibility, rather than the principle that has to 
b&observed in regard to die registry of Iaud-s. •. 

' But before dealing with these points, 1 would confine my atten¬ 
tion to tire central’ theme of the resolution, namely, thei measures 
that should be adopted fox improving agriculture and increasing the 
yield of foodstuffs by extending agricultural lands in order to meet 
the scarcity of food materials in our State due do to war. Sir, it is 
well known to the honourable members of this House that Travail, 
core is ope of the .most.densely populated parts of the world and 
that itp ar$a is'very limited. Frojp the way in which population 
h$*e -is multiplying, it is quite ..easy to understand that the scope 
for extending the area of cultivation is very little. As one who has 
devoted a considerable amount of thought on this subject of agri- 
cultural'production 1 have not 1 the Slightest' hesitation in saying 
that so far as Travancore is concerned, the first and foremost thing 
to do is to make an earnest effort in the matter of intensive cultiva¬ 
tion, of. every available ,bii of ground, dt we compare ..the crop,yieIds 
obtaining in different parts of India and the world, we will find 
the.yield per acre in Travancore in regard to the most important 
food crops is comparatively very low. Tlie chief point that has to 
be borne in mind therefore is intensive cultivation and increased, out. 

' turn of crops by means of scientific methods. I want to say with- 
-Oht : any hesitation- whatsoever, with due deference ttj : the remarks 
made byjhonourabld members like Mr. Chellum Pillai.that in respect 
of Scientific methods of cultivation by the application of suitable 
'tiianures, etc., crop yields could be ^augmented to the ■ extent,of at 
leafet’30 to 40 per cenjt, ; f

Mr. K. R. Narayana Aiyar : I do not agree with the 
honourable member’s view. Sir, those people who. have cared to > 
apply scientific manures to the crop will bear testimony arid have 
borne testimony to me in several instances that if suitable manures 
are applied in the right time and that properly, the yield could be 
substantially increased, A recent demonstration conducted in'North 
Travancore'on the lift irrigation project definitely shows that the 
yield eould ba increased by 50 per.cent by the application of scientific 
manures so that I want to assure the honourable members that 
they need have no doubt about this aspect of the matter. 

Mr. Kochikal P. Balakrishnan Tampi : Can the 
honourable member mention a single pakuthi in the State which 
has considerably benefited by scientific cultivation referred to just 
now by the Director of Agriculture, of course, apart from the un* 
suitale nature of the academic proposition enunciated here ? 

Mr. K. R. Narayana Aiyar : I eould name a large number , 
of cases of that category. : j 

Mr. Kochikal P- Balakrishnan Tampi : Can the 
member name any separate pakuthi or taluk which has benefited as 
a result of the propaganda of scientific cultivation carried on by the 
Aricultural Department ? 

Mr. K. R. Narayana A iyar : There are. many placet 
which have borne fruitful results as a result of scientific application 
of manures. ■ , 

Mr. Kochikal P. Balakrishnan Tampi: Then may I 
know in which taluk is it ? < 

Mr- K. R. Narayana Aiyar ; Nanjinad itself is a case in 
point. So that, the chief point, to be borne in mind is the intensive - 
method of cultivation. v* 

Sir, Tshall take this opportunity to survey briefly our position' 
with regard to foodstuffs. We have now an area of about 6£ lakhs 
of acres under paddy cultivation. On an average we are able to 
get about 1,000 lb of rice per acre. One honourable member' stated 
that we import about 40 to 45 per cent, of our rice requirements 
from Burma, By adoptirig intensive cultivation in ,om\ .Stpje, 
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though not completely the deficit could be met to a large extent, 
The lauds which are under biennial cultivation only in Kuttauad 
now, could be successfully brought under annua! cultivation. In 
this connection, I want to inform ilic honourable member* that, this 
■ question was considered at great length by a special sub-committee 
appointed by the Economic Development Hoard presided over by 
the honourable member Mr. Pnthupally Krishna i'illai. Tlwt coni- 
mittee stayed in. Kuttanad and collected evidence and oilier statistics 
relating to the nature of the land, fertility of.’soil, availabiity of water, 
etc. A largo number of ryots were algo examined as witnesses. The 
committee also inspected several blocks of land. As a result it became 
evident that by scientific application of lnuinmi, the yield could be 
very considerably increased' and flute fields lying fallow and remain¬ 
ing uncultivated when subjected to such scientific treatmein could be 
made to yield very successful crops. In diat manner miiuc 40 more 
lakhs of paras of paddy could be produced annually. It is with the'' 
same object in view that. the lift irrigation project has been started 
in North Travancore and the result has been a complete success. 

Mr. Kochikai P. Balakrishnan Tampi : May I know 
tiie extent of the acreage under lift irrigation ? 

Mr. K. R. Narayana Aiyar ; To start with some 50 acres 
have been brought under cultivation. So, my submission is that 
by converting all .single crop lands into double crop lands wherever 
possible, and by bringing under annual cultivation lands which are 
cultivated only once in two years, the outturn of paddy could be 
considerbly increased. 

With regard to tapioca,, the crop is now cultivated in about 
4^ lakhs of acres. On an average an acre may be reckoned to 
produce one and a half hundredweights. I have no hesitation to say 
that if manures are applied—it is not necessary to go in for costly 
artificial manures but only indigenous fertilizers such aa fish refuse, 
oilcakes and other organic manures available in our country yield 
could be increased considerably. I do concede that .this programme 
cannot be realised overnight or in a few days- It is necessarily 
somewhat a long range programme. But there is no reason at all 
to be alarmed. 

We have an extensive source of food supply in a very iruport- 
„ant commodity viz., fish which is obtainable in fairly large quantity. 

“Honourable members will realise that potentialities'of developing 
our fish industry are very great. Already our coastline & produc-, 
mg 1 ''different varieties of fish and about 20 lakhs of. cwts. are 
caught every year. In view of the difficulty of the export of prawns - 
and other kinds of fish to Burma and other places now on account ■ 
of the war all the fish caught could be utilised here only, Jf an 
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is made to utilise small bits of kind iii front of every mini’s house 
for growing vegetables in the place of crotons. rose, **tc.„>:ome mote 
vahiible food material could be procured. With increased output 1 
in tapioca, paddy and full and with tin increased production of 
vegetables, it will be, possible to sustain ourselves very Well and a 
fairely balanced food could be secured. 1 

During the course of the debate two fundamental points were 
raised, one of them being the necessity for extending the area under 
cultivation. I have thought over the matter and tun glad to 
'announce to the House that the Conservator of Forests has agreed 
to place at the disposal of the Agricultural Department treeless 
reserves in three places for the cultivation of tapioca. It is pro¬ 
posed to adopt a system of cultivation known as taungya tapioea- 
canijcashewnut: I have made arrangements with the help of the Co¬ 
operative Societies to start the cultivation of tapioca in about' 200 
acres of land at Thounakkai, Wherever the forest policy will not 
come to suffer, arrangements could be made for the cultivation of 
tapioca and it will be the endeavour of Government to utilise every 
available inch of laud for cultivating tapioca at the present juncture. V 
As to how far it is possible to enter into forest reserves ‘and in 
what manner conflict of policies has. to be avoided—all these details. ; 
will be explained by the Conservator- • ... 

During the course of discussions, Sir, a point was raised by 
honourable members that large tracts of land are held by capita¬ 
lists without bringing them under cultivation. It was suggested • 
to make penal provisions so us to compel these people to bring 
their lauds under cultivation. In this connection, 1 can do no 
better than quote the words of the Dewan when he addressed .the 
Press Conference in regard to this very important matter— 

‘‘...Very strong penal provisions will have to be undertaken if this 
appeal i» not proparly heeded, and no respect for person will-bo 
kept in mind. Whether they are Edavagai holders or whether 
they are large estate holders, those who do not piit every aqnre 
inoh of land tojthe utmost possible use will be punished and penal¬ 
ised, That is the programme and I am mating a fairly definite 
statement to that effeot; and I hope that- my appeal will roach a 
wider audience...” : 

So-that, Government are keenly alive tft the si!tuition regarding 
our food problem. Viewing the question as a whole, I only want . 
to take this_.opportunity. of assuring the House that Government 
are anxious to augment our food resources and no stone will be , 
left unturned to achieve this purpose. In view of . these circum¬ 
stances, I hope the honourable member will find his way to with- 
drawthe resolution* 
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Mr. Kochikal P. Balakrishnan Tamp! : May 1 know 
how far the export W. tapioca powder affects (he food production ? 

•Mr. K. R. Narayana Aiyar : Thai, is only a small.industry 
which is just; coming up. Roughly the total production- is sonic* 
whereabout 140 thousand cwts. As a cottage- industry* so'far as 
myiaformation goes, the export isouly about less than 1,000'tons 
per annum. As and when necessary, Government-will take necessary " 
steps to stop export. At present, T do not think.qny such.measure 
isnjpeded. ■..• t : • 

Rajyasevapravina G. Parameswaran Pillai: Sir, tlw 
Government’ani deeply grateful to the House for the several cofi- 
structfve proposals that have been put forward ill the course of the 
debate* The Government are fully aware of the gravity b£ the 
problem and I have already stated on another occasion the measures 
that have been taken for ensuring the immediate requirements of 
rice and paddy. It, is a long-term policy that is envisaged in the 
adjournment • motion -and- 'Government. have- been bescowjng their 
attention for.some* .time past in rqgurd to this matter. I am sure 
that the results of the Government policy though not very appre¬ 
ciable to-day are bound’to prove to be of great advantage iii course, 
of time. As has been emphasised by the Director of Agriculture, , 
the object is to promote intensive cultivation with a view to aug* 
meat ,:our resources. Further, Government propose .to take 
steps to bring into cultivation large ureas available and- suitable for 
the purpose both in regard to paddy and other food stuffs;, . 

In regard to tapioca the apprehension was expressed that we 
are'perhaps allowing the export of the commodity in a measure 
larger thiindsuwatriinced by our own demands and requirements. ' 
I may at once slate that this apprehension is not well founded. So 
far as figures are available, the production of tapioca is to the ex¬ 
tent of 657,000 tons pur annum whereas the total quantity'export-- 
ed inclusive of the starch powder that was mentioned is only (1,900 
tons so that we have a balance of 5,58,000 tons for consumption 
Within the State*. The export thus bears only a small proportion 
of-production. On the-other hand, we should encourage more and 
more production with a view to see that more and more of this 
commodity guts out of the country so- dial we mSiy establish a- trade 
whiqh will augment the resources of the poor agriculturists. 
After all, tapioca cultivation is not carried on in this country on 
the same scale'as rubber or tea or on a large .. scale as paddy is 
raised,in Kuttanad or Natijanad. This is the poor man’s cash crop. 
He ,takes this both for his consumption as well as for sale to-meet* 
his other daily needs. The value of tapioca in the domestic eco¬ 
nomy of the ordinary ryot is almost the same as eooofumt* So, to 
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the extent to which we are able to export cocoanut on an economic 
basis, to that extent the average ryot will ,be ; benifited by that 
means. The same can be said of tapioca. 

Mr. T. Krishna Pillai : May I know whether the Market¬ 
ing Officers have made any enquiries to find out whether the pro¬ 
fit goes to the middlemen rather than to the real agriculturists ? ■■ 
Rajyasevapravina 0 . Parameswaran Pillai: That 
is entirely a different question, in this connection, I may say that ■ 
it is up to the pit-operative organisations in the State., to organise 
with a view to secure the markets for the benefit of the members of 
the co-operative societies thus eliminating the middlemen. Those 
are matters which 1 do not intend to discus in this connection, 

Mr. T. Krishna Pillai : May I know whether outsiders 
have come to Travaneoreto carry on the business with a view to 
make profit oat of this business ? ■ < 

Rajyasevapravina Q. Parameswaran Pillai : My - 
information is that this trade is at present in the hands of the people 
of the State. So far us tapioca is concerned, there are two classes 
of manufactured article that is being sent out of the State. .One 
ib in powder form and the other in flakes. This latter variety is 
. mainly intended for soldiers abroad. It ■ is the Department ■ of 
Supply that requisitions this particular class of foodstuff. In this 
case there is not the chance of middlemen taking the profit because 
the contractors who have taken contracts for the supply of 
this commodity ..with the Supply Department derive the profits. 
The starch, is used by the textile mills in Ahmadabad and Bombay. 
It is true that they want this commodities in large .quantifies and 
it is. up to us to see that no middlemen capture this trade. So far' 
as Government are concerned, they can only help the producer and 
manufactureriif,,the trade is organised on a co-operative or syndi. 
cate basis,.. 

Mr. Kochikai P. Balakrishnan Tampi: Will the 
Government deal with the problem of adulteration ? . ■ 

Rajyasevapravina G. Parameswaran Pillai : It has 
not come to the notice of Government. 

i Mr. Kochikal P. Balakrishnan Tampi : What has the 
honourable member to say with , regard to throwing open of reserve 
forests? - 

Rajyasevapravina G. Parameswaran Pillai: Gov. 

eminent will assure honourable members of the House that every 
attempt will be made to see that areas, which can be thrown open 
for cultivation without any prejudice, or detriment to the principle of 
forest conservancy, will be made available for suitable agencies Oh 
the basis of temporary lease for short term period. 
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Mr. Kochikal P- Balakrishnan Tampi: What about 
the backwaters? 

Rajyasevaprvlna Q. Parameswaran Pillal : that 

question does not arise- 

Mr. Kochikal P. Balakrishnan Tampi s It was sug¬ 
gested that the Kayamkulam Kayal should be registered. 

Raivasevapravina G. Parameswaran Pillai: The 

registry of Large areas like Kayamkulam lake is a much wider 
Question. I believe Government themselves have declared their 
■policy in regard to such reclamations in the past and the question 
has not been taken up for reconsideration of that policy- I may 
assure honourable members of this House that even without throw¬ 
ing open these large lake areas it is possible for us to carry on ex¬ 
tensive cultivation just at present. „

So is the case with the position of “wife” 
whose interest requires protection by law. 

Hence the necessity for amending the Act and making adequate 
provisions therefor. 



Annexure HI. 

THE TRAVANCORE SPECIAL MARRIAGE AND 
SUCCESSION BILL. 

(As passed by tha Assembly). 

'Whereas it is expedient to provide a form of marriage for parsons 
who cannot otherwise validly contract .a marriage and whose marriage 
would otherwise be invalid and provide a law of intestate succession for 
them; It is hereby enacted as follows ; — 

, 1. This Act may be called the "Travancore Special Marriage and 
Succession Act 1117 and it shall come into force at once. 

2. It shall apply to all persons domiciled in Travancore and to such 
persons not so domiciled as have or shall have marital relation in the 
form prescribed under this Act with persons domiciled in Travancore. 

PART I. 

Mabbiaoe and its dissolution. 

3.. Subject to the following conditions, marriage may be celebrated 
under this Act between persons, marriage between whom is not sanc¬ 
tioned or recognised as valid under any law or custom by which such 
persons are governed. 

(1) Neither party must at the time of the marriage have a 

husband or wife living. 

(2) The mau must have completed his age. of tw,enty-one years 

and the woman her age of eighteen years. 

(3) The woman must, if she has not completed the age of 

twenty-one years, have obtained the consent of her father 
or other person who would have been her guardian if she 
were a minor. 

(4) The parties must not be related to each other in any degree 

of consanguinity or affinity which would according to any 
law or custom to which either of them is subject render 
a marriage between them illegal- 

4. The Government may appoint one. or more Registrars under 
this Act either by name or as holding any office for the time being for 
any District or Taluk. The officer so appointed shall be called “Regis¬ 
trar of special marriages’’ and is hereinafter referred to as ‘.‘the Regis¬ 
trar.’’ 

5. When a marriage is intended to be solemnised under this Act 
one of the parties must give notice in writing to the Registrar before 
whom it is to be solemnised. 

The Registrar to whom such notice is given must be the Registrar 
of a District or Taluk within which one at least of the parties to the 
marriage has resided for a month before such notice is given. Such 
notice may be in the form given in the first schedule to this Act. 

6- -The Registrar shall file all such notices and keep them with the 
records of his office and shall also forthwith enter a true copy of every 
such notice in a book to be kept for (hat purpose furnished to him by 



thfl Government, to be called- “Special Marriage Notice Book”, and such 
book shall be open for inspection at. all reasonable times without fee to 
all persons desirous of inspecting the same. 

7. One month after notice of an intended marriage has been given 
under Section 5, such marriage may be solemnised unless it has been 
previously objected to in the manner hereinafter mentioned. 

Any-person may object to any such marriage on the ground that 
* it would contravene any of the provisions of Section 3. 

The nature of the objection shall be recorded in writing and signed 
by the Registrar in the Special Marriage Notice Book and shall be read 
over and explained to and signed by the person making the objection- 

8. On receipt of such notice of objection, the Registrar shall not 
proceed to solemnise the marriage until the lapse of fourteen days from 
the receipt o£ such objection, if there be a court of competent jurisdiction 
open at the time or if there be ho such court open at the time, until 
the lapse of fourteen days from the opening of such court. 

The person objecting to the intended marriage may file a suit in 
'any District Court having local jurisdiction for a declaratory decree, 
declaring that such marriage would contravene any one or more of the 
provisions of Section 3. 

9. The officer before whom such suit is filed shall thereupon give 
the -person presenting it a eertif icate to the effect that such suit has 
been filed. If such certificate be lodged with the Registrar within 
fourteen days from the receipt of notice of objection if there be a- court 
of competent jurisdiction open at the time, or, if there bo no such court 
open at the time, within fourteen days of the opening of such court, 
the marriage shall not be solemnised till the decision of such court has 
been given and the period allowed by law for appeals from such deci¬ 
sion has elapsed; or, if there be ftn appeal from such decision till the 
decision of the" appellate court has been given. 

If such certificate be not lodged in the manner and within the 
period prescribed in the last preceding paragraph, or if the decision of 
, the court be that such marriage would not contravene any one or more 
of the provisions of Section 3 such marriage may be solemnised, 

If the decision of such court be that the marriage in question would 
contravene any one or more of the provisions of Section 3 the marriage 
shall not be solemnised. 

10. Any court in which any such suit as is referred to in Section 8 is 

filed, may, if it shall appear to it., that the objection was not reasonable 
and bona fide, inflict a fine, not exceeding one thousand rupees, on the 
person objecting, and award it or any part of it,' to the parties to the 
intended marriage. - 

11. Before the marriage is solemnised the parties and-three witnes¬ 
ses shall, in the presence of the Registrar, sign a'declai’ation in the form 
contained in the second schedule to this Act. If the woman has not 
completed the age of twenty-one years, the declaration shall also 
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signed by her father or other person who would have been her guardian 
if she were a minor, and in every case it shall be countersigned by the 
Registrar. 

12. The marriage shall be solemnised in the presence of the Regis¬ 
trar and of the three witnesses who signed the declaration. It may be 
solemnised in any form, provided that each party says to the other, in 
the presence and hearing of the Registrar and witnesses, “I (A) take 
thee (33) to be my lawful wife (or husband.)” 

IS. The marriage may be celebrated either at the office of the Regis¬ 
trar or at such other place within the jurisdiction of the Registrar as the 
parties desire : provided that the Government may prescribe the condi¬ 
tions under which such marriages may be solemnised at placeB other 
than the Registrar’s office and the additional fees to be paid there- 

14. When the marriage has been solemnised, the Registrar shall 
enter a certificate thereof in a book to be kept by him for that purpose 
and to be caJ led the Special Marriage Certificate Book in the form given 
in the third schedule to this Act, and such certificate shall be signed 
by the parties to the marriage and the three witnesses. 

15. Onr Government shall prescribe the fees payable for the duties 
1o be discharged by the Registrar under this Act and the manner in 
which such payment shall be made. 

16. The Special Marriage Certificate Book referred to in Section 14 
shall at all reasonable times be open for inspection, and shall be admis¬ 
sible as evidence of. the truth of the statements therein contained. 
Certified extracts therefrom shall on application be given by the Regis¬ 
trar on payment of the fees to be prescribed by the Government. 

17. Every person who, being .at the time married, procures a mar¬ 
riage of such person to be solemnised under this Act shall be deemed to 
have committed an offence under Section 497 or Section 498 of the 
Travancoie Penal Code, as the case may be, and the marriage so 
solemnised is void. 

18. Every person married under this Act who during the life tim 6 

of the husband or wife of such person contracts any other marriage, 
shall he subject to the penalties provided for in Section 497 or Section 
498 of the Travancorc Penal Code, as the case may be, for the offence 
of marrying again during the life time of a husband or wife whatever 
may be the religion which such person professed at the time of such

19- Every person .making, signing or attesting any declaration or 
certificate prescribed 4>J this Act, containing a statement which is 
false, and which he either knows or believes to be false or does not 
believe to be true shall be deemed guilty of the offence described in 
Section 193 of the Travancore Penal Code. 

20. Marriage is dissolved only in one of the following wayB :— 

(i) by the death of either party ; or 

(ii) by mutual consent evidenced by a registered instrument; or 

(iii) - by a formal order of dissolution as hereinafter provided, 



21. .A husband or wife may present a petition for dissolution of 

the marriage under Section 20, clause (iii) in the court of tbs District 
Judge within the local limits - of whose jurisdiction the respondent 
resides, carries on business or personally works for gain or if the 
respondent resides, carries on business or personally works for gain 
in any place outside Travancore, in the court of the District Judge 
within whose jurisdiction the petitioner resides, and the petitioner 
shall, in all cases, offer in the petition reasonable compensation to the 
respondent. . _ , 

22. What is reasonable compensation shall, in case of dispute, be 
determined by the court after an enquiry to to the position, means 
and circumstances of the parties but without going into the grounds 
of the proposed dissolution ; and it shall in no case exceed five 
thousand rupees. 

23. A copy of such petition as aforesaid shall bo served on the 
respondent at the expense of the petitioner and in the manner provided 
for the service of summons on a defendant in the Code of Civil Proce¬ 
dure. 

24. Six months after the service of the copy as aforesaid, if the 
petition is not withdrawn in the meantime, the court shall declare in 
writing the marriage dissolved and determine the amount of compensa¬ 
tion. The dissolution shall take effect from the date of the order 
declaring it. 

So far as it decrees payment of compensation, such, order shall 
be executable and appealable as a decree under the Code of Civil Pro¬ 
cedure on payment of court fees on the amount adjudged or claimed, 
as the case may be. 

25. A copy of the order of dissolution or a duplicate copy of th® 
registered instrument of dissolution shall be forwarded by the court o r 
authority registering such instrument, as the case may be, to the Eegis' 
trar who shall in such manner as may be prescribed make entry' 
thereof in the Special Marriage Certificate Book.

Provided that if a son or daughter shall have predeceased the in¬ 
testate, the lineal descendants of such child shall take the share which 
such child -would-have taken had it survived the intestate;

41. - Where the intestate has left none of the heirs mentioned in 
Sections 36, 38, 89, end 40 but only the intestate’s brothers and sisters 
or the lineal' descendants of deceased brothers and sisters, they shall 
take the whole property left undisposed of by the intestate, 



42. Where the intestate has left none of the heirs mentioned in the 
preceding Sections, the whole^rojerty left undisposed of by.the intestate 
shall be divided equally among those of his relatives who are in the 
nearest degree of kindred to the intestate, the nearer in degree exclud¬ 
ing the more remote. 

48. The provisions contained in Section 37 clauses (i), (ii) and (iii) 
shall, as far as may he, apply to the devolution and distribution of the 
estate among the heirs under Sections 41 and 4-2. 

44. Where a distributive share in the property of a person who has

COMMITTEE HELD ON THE 21st.ma.boh 1942. 


The second meeting of the Standin g Finance Committee of the 
Sri Chitra State Council and the Sri Malam Assembly constituted for 
1117 M. E., was held in the Chief Secretary’s room, Huzur Office, at 
12 noon on Saturday the 21st March 1942. M. It. By. Bajyasevapra- 
rina G. Parame'swaran Pillai Avl., b. a., b. Chief Secretary to G ov- 
ernment presided under authorisation from the Dewan,

At the outset, Mr. M. B. Narayana Pillai raised two points for the 
consideration of Government. . 

Firstly, he said that whenever the postponement of any particular 
meeting was notified to the members of the Committee, the Govern¬ 
ment should state the reasons therefor. , ' 

Secondly, he pointed out that in regard to the convening of the" 
meetings of the Finance Committee, there should at least be a week’s 
interval between the sittings of the Co.mmittee and the commencement 
of the meeting of the Legislature. 

The Chief Secretary said that both the points would be noted,, 

1. .Demand IV — Forest. The Committee considered the proposal 
to provide a supplementary grant of Bs. 1,957 under the head Forest 
(a)‘ Direction to make provision for the Bee Expert and his staff trans¬ 
ferred from the Agricultural. Department. The Conservator of Forests . 
who was called in at the meeting explained in detail the object of the 
proposal. It was agreed to by the Committee. 
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2. Demand XXX — Scientific and Miscellaneous Departments 
Stores Purchase Committee: The proposal to provide an additional 
allotment of Rs. 2,310 for the continuance of the repair section of the 
Stgres Purchase Committee till the end of the current Malabar year 
■was next considered and approved by the Committee. 

3. Demand XXXI—Miscellaneous charges. The Committee then 
approved the proposal to provide a lump sum of Rs. 5,000 for the relief 
of distress of refugees from Malaya, Singapore,. Rangoon and other 
places. 

i. Demand X—Clay Defining and Porcelain Factory. The Com 
mittee next considered the proposal for a supplementary grant 
of Rs. 58,990 under .Demand X—Capital outlay on clay refining and 
porcelain factory for completing certain works in the Ceramic Fac¬ 
tory and for payments on account of certain purchases made for ■ the • 
factory. Mr. Mahomed Ismail enquired why the necessary provision 
was not made at the time of framing the year’s Budget. The Chief 
Secretary observed that the department was engaged in the task of exe¬ 
cuting war orders that were received from time to time and that the 
extent of such orders, could not be anticipated beforehand. The pro¬ 
posal was thereupon approved by the Committee. 

5. Demand XXI—Industries. The Committee then took up for 
consideration the proposal for an additional allotment of Rs. 7,500 under 
Demand XXI Industries for carrying out prospecting work in res¬ 
pect of Mica, Graphite &c. The State Geologist, who was present at 
the meeting explained in detail the necessity for the allotment. The 
Committee thereupon agreed to the provision of Rs. 7,500 on account 
of tho scheme. 

6. Demand XXXVI—Debt Dead—Advance to the Agricultural 
Department. The proposal to provide an amount of Rs. 30,COO for 
purchasing and stocking manures for sale to cultivators was next con¬ 
sidered by the Committee. Mr. K.'R. Narayana Aiyar, Director of 
Agriculture, was also present at the meeting.. He stressed the vital 
need to augment the production of food stuff in the country and to ex-, 
.plore ways and means for making the State self-sufficient in the mat¬ 
ter of its food supply, As intensive cultivation was the only feasible 
method of increasing the production of food, it was proposed by means 
of this allotment to stock and'sell large quantities of manures at re¬ 
presentative centres and to carry on a' vigorous drive among agricultu¬ 
rists in the coming cultivation season. The proposal was agreed to 
.by the Committee. : 

The statement of expenditure relating to the Budget for 1117 
authorised by Government under Section 32 of the Legislative Re. 
forms Act was also distributed to the members of the Committee. 

The Committee adjourned at 12-30 P. M. #

Statement oe Objects and Reasons- 
There is no law at present in Travancoi'e under which the 
import, possession ai)d sale of poison, can be restricted or regulated. 
This renders it possible for, any man to sell or purchase- or- '-use 
poisons'of the deadliest kind without any restraint- It is found 
from the available statistics that such unrestricted liberty is the 
cause of many a death in the State. A large number of plants 
growing in Travaueore yield very deadly poisons, A very large 
number of mineral poisons are imported into Travaneore. It is 
therefore found highly desirable 'that possession, sale and import of 
poisons should be regulated. Hence the Bill. 



A measure of this kind cannot but have its limitations. Li is 
neither possible nor proper to specify by name the various kinds of 
poisons that should be brought under control. Hence power ie 
vested in Government by rules and notifications issued under the 
Act to specify what substances are poisons within the meaning of 
the Act. Vide clause 5 of the Bill. Clause 2 authorises Govern¬ 
ment to frame rules for the control of the possession for sale and the 
sale of poisons generally. Clause '6 empowers Government to 
prohibit the import of poisonous substances except under a license- 
Clause 4 empowers Government: to regulate possession of any 
. poison in specified areas. Clause G provides the penalty for in¬ 
fringement of the provisions of the Act and the Rules. Clause 7 
empowers District Magistrates and Magistrates of the First Class 
to issue search warrants for the purpose of ascertaining whether 
any person is in unlawful possession of poison. Claus? 8 deals with 
the rule making power of Government. Clause 9 provides for the 
grant of exemption, to any class of person or in respect of aii^ 
class of substance. -The possession of poisons otherwise than for 
sale is-not generally interfered with except under Clause 4.
